May  21.— About  3 
was  visited  by  the 
strous  flood  since  the  big  flood 
•  ^i,  i88g.  At  present  it  is  hard 
iate  the  loss,  but  it  is  an  assured 
fi..  at  the  damage  done  in  the  city 
and  within  five  miles  of  it  will  amount  to 
from  560,000  to  $80,000.  The  Pennsyl- 
vania railroad  is  the  heaviest  loser;  most 
of  its  loss  is  the  result  of  a  bad  washout 
in  its  track  about  Concmaugh, 

For  several  days  the  Conemaugh  ard 
Stony  Creek  valley  has  been  visited  by 
heavy  rains  of  almost  a  continuous  na- 
ture. The  Stony  creek  reached  its  high- 
est point  about  9  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing, and  after  that  time  began  to  recede 
gradually.  By  night  it  had  fallen  sev- 
eral teet,  so  no  serious  damage  was  ap- 
prehended. But  in  the  evening  a  heavy 
rain  began  in  the  Conemaugh  valley, 
which  continued  until  about  10  o'clock, 
when  a  cloud  burst  occurred  near  Ebens- 
burg. 

The  valley  in  which  the  vast  volume  of 
water  descended  is  a  tributary  of  the 
Conemaugh,  and  shortly  after  the  cloud- 
burst the  Conemaugh  had  swollen  to 
many  times  its  natural  size.  The  vol- 
ume of  water  reached  this  vicinity  about 
3  o'clock  this  morning  and  was  accom- 
panied by  wholesale  destruction.  The 
flood  was  first  felt  at  Southfork,  where 
numerous  small  buildings  were  swept 
away.  Further  on  the  course  of  the 
stream,  the  water  undermined  the  track 
of  the  Pennsylvania  read  used  by  east- 
bound  trains.  For  almost  two  miles  this 
track  was  rendered  impassable  for  trains 
and  it  became  necessary  for  trains  going 
cither  way  to  use  the  one  track. 

All  trains  were  delayed.  The  fast  line 
due  here  at  10:30  was  held  all  night  on 
account  of  the  washout  at  Kittaning.  At 
East  Conemaugh  the  water  beat  furi- 
ously against  the  large  Pennsylvania 
railroad  roundhouse  and  weakened  the 
foundation  so  greatly  that  it  was  found 
necessary  to  remove  all  the  engines  to  a 
place  of  safety.  The  building,  however, 
stood.  Several  bridges  and  wooden 
structures  below  Conemaugh  were  badly 
damaged,  but  the  greatest  damage  was 
in  this  city. 

In  the  Eleventh  ward  the  Oklahoma 
house,  owned  by  Peter  Seymour,  was 
caught  by  the  raging  waters  and  swept 
to  destruction.  A  3-storv  building  of 
Phillip  Brown  was  torn  from  its  founda- 
tion and  greatly  damaged.  The  iron 
bridge  at  this  place  was  badly  wrecked. 

Fully  §15,000  damage  was  done  to 
property  within  100  yards  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania passenger  station  here.  Be- 
tween the  ireight  station  and  the  river  is 
an  artificial  embankment,  on  which  were 
five  loaded  cars  on  a  siding.  The  swift 
water  undermined  the  bank,  which  gave 
way  about  4  o'clock,  carrying  down  into 
the  river  about  200  feet  of  track  and  the 
cars..  In  one  of  the  cars  were  five 
tramps,  who  are  said  to  have  been  mem,- 
bers  of  Galvin's  army.  Three  of  them 
succeeded  in  getting  away,  but  two  were 
drowned.  Their  names  could  not  be 
learned. 

When  the  flood  came  there  was  great 
excitement.  Parties  went  from  house  to 
house  awakening  the  occupants;  whistles 
blew  and  the  city  was  alive  with  teams 
and  people  who  were  taken  to  Westmont 
and  Prospect.  In  Woodvale  the  streets 
were  covered  with  water  to  the  depth  of 
six  feet  and  some  small  houses  were 
swept  away. 

Swank's  pottery  works,  located  in  this 
section  of  the  city,  caught  tire  and  this 
conflagration  added  to  the  terror  of  the 
inhabitants.  It  was  impossible  for  the 
fire  company  to  reach  the  building  and 
it  was  ruined  before  the  flames  went  out 
of  their  own  accord.  The  Woodvale 
bridge  is  still  standing,  but  is  so  badly 
damaged  that  it  cannot  be  used. 

Later — i  p.  m. — The  rivers  are  now 
falling  rapidly  and  all  danger  is  appar- 
ently over.  Three  buildings  were  car- 
ried away  in  the  central  part  of  the  city 
and  a  large  number  of  others  badly  dam- 
aged. The  store  of  Antony  George  at 
the  north  end  of  Lincoln  bridge,  was 
submerged  and  although  anchored  with 
ropes,  the  water  swept  it  away  with  all 
its  contents.  The  residences  of  Emanuel 
James  and  Charles  Startler  also  went 
down  stream. 

The  rear  of  the  Grand  Central  hotel 
was  caved  in,    but    the    building    stood. 


No  Trains  Can  Arrive  or  Depart  From  Pittsburg 
at  Present. 

Pittsburg,  May  21.— The  floods  have 
stopped  traffic  completely  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania railroad  east  of  Greensburg, 
which  is  but  twenty-eight  miles  from 
Pittsburg.  The  last  through  train  to 
arrive  was  the  Chicago  limited,  which 
reached  this  city  at  10  o'clock  last  night. 
Since  then  no  trains  have  arrived  or  de- 
parted from  the  east.  The  trouble  is  be- 
tween Johnstown  and  Altoona.  The 
tracks  are  submerged  in  four  feet  of 
water  from  Conemaugh  to  Bennington,  a 
distance  of  eighteen  miles,  and  1500  feet 
of  track,  together  with  the  Conemaugh 
bridge,  have  been  washed  away. 

It  will  take  two  days  to  make  there- 
pairs,  and  in  the  meantime  all  Pennsyl- 
vania trains  wilLgn  over  the  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  railroad,  connecting  at  Connells- 
vilJe,  Pa.  Passengers  for  Harrisburg 
will  be  compelled  first  to  go  to  Balti- 
more. There  was  a  night  of  great 
•anxiety  at  Johnstown  and  few  residents 
in  the  lowlands  closed  their  eyes.  The 
business  portion  of  the  city  is  under 
water  and  at  least  gioo.ooo  damage  has 
been  done.  So  far  two  lives  have  been 
lost,  bat  the  names  are  not  known. 

All  day  and  night  Friday  and  Satur- 
day, and  all  day  yesterday  the  rains  des- 
cended on  Johnstown  and  the  surround- 
ing country.  Last  night  there  was  great 
alarm  when  it  was  reported  that  the 
reservoir  at  Kittaning  point,  a  few  miles 
west  of  Altoona.  had  broken.  Fortunate- 
ly the  break  was  not  as  bad  as  at  first 
reported.  Four  large  crevasses  were 
dug  down  the  face  by  a  wave  which  rol- 
led across  the  lake  and  over  its  edge  to 
the  lowlands  beneath.  The  wave  is 
thought  to  have  been  caused  by  a  cloud- 
burst, and  this  theory  is  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  there  was  but  the  one  and  that 
the  water  is  now  running  over  the  spill- 
way. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  dam  has 
been  weakened  and  there  may  yet  be 
trouble,  although  work  is  now  being  done 
to  strengthen  it.  The  men  and  horses 
who  are  engaged  upon  the  new  reservoir, 
immediately  below  the  present  one,  have 
been  removed  to  higher  ground  for 
safety. 

In  this  city  the  rivers  are  still  rising, 
but  a  stage  of  more  than  twenty-five  feet 
is  not  feared.  This  will  submerge  the 
lowlands  and  cause  a  suspension  of  woik 
in  the  mills  and  factories  along  the  banks 
of  the  streams,  but  will  do  no  other  dam- 
age. The  trains  on  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio, 
Allegheny  Valley  and  the  Western  roads 
are  arriving  on  time.  Unless  there  is 
more  rain,  the  worst  in  this  section  is 
believed  to  be  over.  The  weather,  how- 
ever, is  still  cloudy  and  threatening.

The  Business  Portion  of  Wifliamspert 
All  Inundated. 

WiLLiAMSPORT,  Pa.,  May  2i.-.-The 
river  continued  to  rise  during  the  night, 
and  this  morning  nearly  the  entire  busi- 
ness portion  of  the  city  is  under  water. 
The  Western  Union  Telegraph  office, 
which  is  situated  on  comparatively  tiigh 
ground,  has  six  inches  of  water  on  its 
floor. 

There  has  been  no  telegraphic  com- 
munication with  Lockhaven  since  5 
o'clock  yesterday  afternoon,  at  which 
hour  the  telegraph  operator  was  driven 
from  his  office  by  the  rising  flood. 

Later— At  i  p.  m.  the  water  in  the 
river  has  reached  a  height  of  thirty-one 
feet  above  low  water  at  this  hour,  one 
foot  higher  than  the  disastrous  flood  of 
18S9.  The  entire  citv  is  under  water, 
which  ranges  in  depth  from  four  to 
twenty  feet.  The  water  is  still  rising  at 
the  rate  of  six  inches  an  hour. 

All  the  logs  at  the  boom,  which  broke 
at  I  o'clock  this  morning,  have  been 
swept  away,  as  well  as  many  sawmills 
and  houses  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city. 
Not  a  telegraph  or  telephone  wire  is 
working  out  of  the  city,  with  the  single 
exception  of  a  shaky,  long-distance 
telephone  wire  which  was  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Associated  Press  corres- 
pondent. While  he  was  talking  to  Phila- 
delphia he  was  driven  out  of  the  office 
by  the  rapid  rise  of  water. 

In  the  business  portion  of  the  city  the 
water  has  reached  a  depth  of  eight  feet 
and  shows  no  signs  of  receding.  The 
rain  at  i  o'clock  is  coming  down  in  tor- 
rents. The  loss  has  already  reached 
more  than  Si,ooo,ooo,  and  unless  relief 
soon  comes  it  will  be  three  times  that 
much.  No  trains  have  arrived  or  de- 
parted from  the  city  for  twenty-four 
hours. 

Travel  in  Row  Boats. 
Warren,  Pa..  May  2i.-^Row  boats 
took  the  place  of  street  cars  here  today. 
All  the  streets  in  the  lower  districts  are 
under  water,  but  the  rise  was  sfc  gradual 
that  no  serious  damage  was  done.  No 
trains  are  running  except  between  here 
and  Erie. 

Homes  Flooded. 
Newport,  Perry  county.  Pa.,  May  21. 
—The  Juniata  river  is  twenty-five  feet 
above  low  water  mark,  about  five  feet 
lower  than  the  flood  of  1S89.  Families 
on  Front  street  have  abandoned  their 
homes,  the  water  flooding  the  first  stnries 
of  their  homes.  Greggier  and  Sheffler's 
planing  and  sawmills  are  under  about 
five  feet  of  water  and  about  $2000  worth 
of  lumber  was  swept  away.  The  water 
is  now  at  a  standstill.  The  loss  will  be 
heavy.

CUT  THIS  OUT. 


Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  Mav  21.— Among  the 
overtures  reported  to  the  Presbyterian 
general  assembly  today  wa~-  one  from 
the  presbytery  of  New  Albany  upon  the 
subject  of  personal  purity  of  members  of 
congress.  Judicial  case  No.  i,  which  is 
the  ofificial  designation  of  the  Smith  case, 
was  reported  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  appeal  be  entertained,  both  par- 
ties having  agreed  to  waive>the  right  to 
be  heard  on  this  question. 

If  the  assembly  votes  to  entertain  the 
appeal,  three  hours  are  given  to  Pro- 
fessor Smith  to  present  his  case,  four 
hours  to  the  committee  of  prosecution 
and  an  additional  hour  to  Professor 
Smith,  twenty  minutes  to  the  synod  of 
Ohio,  and  two  hours  to  the  assembly.  At 
the  close  of  this  time,  the  vote  is  to  be 
taken  upon  each  allegation  of  error  and 
ground  of  appeal  separately.  It  was  then 
decided  to  make  the  consideration  of  this 
case  a  special  order  for  Thursday  next 
at  10  o'clock,  to  continue  till  finished, 
having  precedence  over  all  other  orders. 

The  hour  for  the  consideration  of  the 
question  of  seminary  control  having  ar- 
rived, the  floor  was  taken  by  Thomas 
McDougall,  of  Cincinnati,  who  announced 
that  he  desired  to  explain  the  third  rec- 
ommendation of  the  committee.  He  de- 
nied any  desire  or  purpose  of  centralizi- 
tion.  With  regard  to  the  present  semi- 
naries, the  assembly  can  do  nothing 
without  the  consent  of  the  seminaries, 
and  the  property  remains  just  where  it 
is.  It  can  only  interfere  in  the  case  of 
misuse  of  funds,  in  regard  to  which  a 
trust  has  been  declared. 

A  motion  to  come  to  a  vote  this  after- 
noon at  2:30.  p.  m.  was  defeated.  Those 
in  favor  of  strict  seminary  supervision 
will  hold  a  conference  this  evening. 

Professor  Smith's  appeal  begins  by 
reciting  the  charges  and  specifications 
which  ate  in  brief,  that  in  a  pamphlet 
entitled  "Biblical  Scholarship  and  In- 
spiration," issued  while  he  was  a  pro- 
fessor in  Lane  theological  seminary  at 
Cincinnati,  he  taught  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  did  not  so  control  the  inspired 
writers  in  composition  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures as  to  make  their  utterances  abso- 
lutely truthful:  i.  e.,  free  frcm  error  when 
interpreted  in  their  natural  and  intended 
meaning. 

The  appeal  further  recites  the  trial 
and  conviction  of  Prolessor  Smith  by  the 
Cincinnati  presbytery  and  its  finding  of 
suspension  from  the  ministry  until  he 
should  renounce  his  errors;  also  the 
affirmation  of  judgment  by  the  synod  of 
Ohio,  Oct.  13.  1893, 

Professor  Smith  then  rays:  "Deeming 
myself  aggrieved  by  this  sentence  and 
unjustly  deprived  of  my  rights  and  privi- 
leges as  a  minister  of  Jesus  Christ,!  gave 
due  notice  of  appeal  to  the  synod  of 
Ohio,  and  filed  the  same  with  the  state 
clerk  of  the  presbytery  within  the  time 
required  by  the  book  of  discipline.  At 
the  meeting  of  the  synod  of  Ohio,  held 
in  Cincinnati  Oct.  10  to  13,  1893,  I'pre- 
sented  my  appeal  with  specifications  of 
the  errors  of  the  presbytery.  These 
errors  as  specified  in  the  appeal  to  the 
synod  are  as  follows."  They  are  in  sub- 
stance similar  to  those  ascribed  to  the 
synod  given  below. 

As  Professor  Smith  says  the  appeal 
with  these  specifications  of  error  was 
found  in  order  by  the  synod,  after  which 
the  judgment,  the  notice  of  appeal  and 
the  appeal  were  read  and  the  synod  de- 
cided that  the  appeal  should  be  enter- 
tained. After  the  parties  were  heard 
and  opportunity  to  be  heard  had  been 
given  to  members  of  the  synod, 
the  s>nod  proceeded  to  vote  on 
each  of  the  twelve  specifications 
of  error.  No  one  ot  these  was 
sustained,  the  highest  vote  to  sustain  be- 
ing 51  against  78  not  to  sustain.  There- 
upon the  moderator  declared  the  judg- 
ment of  the  presbytery  of  Cincinnati  to 
be  affirmed. 

Having  obtained  no  relief  from  the 
synod  ot  Ohio,  I  now  appeal  to  the  gen- 
eral assembly,  the  highest  court  of  the 
church.  I  pray  your  honorable  body  to 
review  the  action  of  the  synod  by  which 
the  decision  of  the  presbytery  was  con- 
firmed. I  pray  you  to  issue  the  case  in 
accordance  with  justice  and  the  consti- 
tution  of  the  church,  to  reverse  the  deci- 
sion of  the  lower  conrt  and  to  restore  me 
to  the  exercise  of  my  ministry  from 
which  I  have  been  excluded,  having  in 
submission  to  the  discipline  of  the  church 
suffered  this  privation  for  the  si^ace  of 
eighteen  months.  In  support  ot  this  ap- 
peal as  already  recited  in  the  notice  of 
appeal,  I  allege  twelve  errors  in  the  ac- 
tion of  the  synod,  each  being  a  refusal  on 
the  part  of  the  synod  to  correct  erro- 
neous action  taken  by  the  presbytery  of 
Cincinnati. 

1.  The  synod  erred  in  not  sustaining 
my  first  specification  of  error  in  my  ap- 
peal from  the  presbytery  of  Cincinnati, 
wbich  was  as  follows:  "Allowing  mem- 
bers of  the  presbytery  to  sit  in  judgment 
in  the  case  after  they  had  publibhed 
opinions  on  my  guilt." 

2.  The  synod  erred  in  not  sustaining 
my  second  specification  of  error  in  my 
appeal  as  aforesaid,  to  wit:  "Refusing 
to  sustain  my  objections  to  the  prelim- 
inary proceedings." 

3.  The  synod  erred  in  not  sustaining 
my  third  specification  of  error,  to  wit:

RUM  RIVER  IS  EIOOMING. 


One  Mi 


lion  Feet  of  Logs  Broke  Loose  at  An- 
oka, Carrying  Away  Booms 
and  Piers. 

Anoka,  Minn.,  May  21,— Rum  river 
has  reached  the  danger  lin ;  and  is  rising 
steadily.  At  noon  yesterdav  about  1,000,- 
000  feet  of  logs  broke  loose,  carrying 
booms,  piers,  and  several  outbuildings  of 
Page  Bros.'  Lumber  conpany  down 
stream.

LoNDON,  May  21.— Queen  Victoria 
left  Windsor  castle  for  Scotland  today. 
On  her  way  to  Balmoral  she  will  stop  at 
Manchester  and  formally  open  the  great 
Manchester  ship  canal.  According  to 
the  program,  her  majesty  will  arrive  at 
Manchester  at  4:30  p.  m.  and  will  drive 
from  the  station  through  eight  miles  of 
the  principal  thoroughfares  which  are 
brilliantly  decorated  with  flags,  floral 
arches,  Venetian  masts  and  lined  with 
stands. 

The  queen  will  be  received  at  Man- 
chester by  Lord  Mayor  Marshall,  Lord 
Egerton,  of  Tatton,  chairman  of  the 
Manchester  Ship  Canal  company,  and 
by  the  mayor  of  Salford  and  other  dis- 
tinguished people.  At  the  town  hall  an 
address  to  her  majesty  will  be  read, after 
which  she  will  be  driven  to  TraSord 
wharf,  where  she  will  embark  on  the 
royal  yacht  EnchantresStand  after  a  trip 
through  the  canal  will  declare  the  latter 
open  to  commerce. 

At  Salford  also  Queen  Victoria  will  be 
presented  with  an  address  upon  her  re- 
turn from  inspecting  the  canal,  and  to- 
night all  the  streets  of  Manchester  and 
of  the  towns  along  the  line  of  the  canal 
will  be  ablaze  with  illuminations. 

Every  precaution  has  been  taken  to 
-  prevent  her  majesty  or  any  other  person 
suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  pent-up 
waters  of  the  canal,  considerable  dis- 
cussion having  been  caused  by  the  state- 
ment that  the  water  of  the  Irewell,  im- 
pounded in  the  canal  and  in  the  hundred 
acres  of  docks,  was  so  bad  as  to  be  like- 
ly to  produce  sickness  among  the  crowds 
of  people;  expected  to  be  present  at 
the  formal  openirg  of  the  canal  today. 

The  ships  in  the  Mersey  are  decorated 
from  stem  to  stern  with  bunting  in  honor 
of  the  opening  of  the  Manchester  ship 
canal.  The  great  canal  which  has  con- 
verted Manchester  into  a  seaport  was 
commenced  on  Nov.  11,  i887,atEastham 
Ferry  on  the  Cheshire  side  of  the  Mer- 
sey. The  cost  of  the  canal  has  been 
about  $75,000,000. 


THE  ELEVENTH  CENSUS. 

A  Popular  Condansation  of  the  Twenty-Four 
Volumes. 

Washington,  May  21.— The  results 
ot  the  work  of  the  eleventh  census  will 
be  summed  up  in  an  abstract  which  has 
been  almost  completed  in  the  census  bu- 
reau. The  publication  will  give  all  the 
totals  for  the  different  subjects  for  which 
figures  were  compiled  by  special  agents 
and  the  enumerators. 

Concerning  the  official  brochure.  Col. 
Carroll  D.  Wright,  the  superintendent  of 
the  census  bureau,  said  today:  "The 
preparation  of  an  abstract  not  exceeding 
250  pages  was  authorized  by  a  recent  act 
•f  congress.  There  will  be  100,000  copies 
published.  It  is  to  be  the  popular  con- 
densation of  the  twenty-four  volumes  of 
the  census  and  will  contain  all  the  chief 
totals  by  states,  the  fact^  to  be  brought 
into  comparison  with  those  for  18S0.  So 
far  as  population  is  concerned,  it  will 
embody  the  totals  for  countries  and  cities. 

"Figures  of  manufactures,  agriculture, 
transportation,  insurance,  churches  and 
wealth,  debt  and  taxation  will  be  given 
by  the  states.  The  abstract  will  form  a 
compact  octavo  volume  bound  in  cloth 
and  will  be  in  readiness  for  distribution 
between  July  15  and  31.  The  manu- 
script copy  is  almost  ready  and  the  gov- 
ernment printing  office  will  put  the  work 
through  without  delay.  A  volume  of 
this  cnaracter  has  not  been  issued  since 
the  census  of  1850." 

Several  bulletins  of  the  census  will  be 
issued  within  two  or  three  weeks.  They 
are  the  "civilized  tribes,"  "receipts  and 
expenditures  of  states,"  and  "foreign 
parentage."

WANTS  TO  BE  REINSTATED. 

A  Test   Case  Insiitated  by  an  Indian  Letter 
Carrier. 

Washington,  May  21.— Postmaster 
General  Bissell  has  decided  to  give  a 
hearing  in  the  test  case  instituted  by  ex- 
Letter  Carrier  Slater,  of  the  Fort  Wayne, 
Ind.,  postoffice.  who  was  removed  and 
now  seeks  reinstatement. 

Slater  was  first  temporarily  removed 
on  the  recommendation  of  Postmaster 
Rockhill,  of  Fort  Wayne,  who  alleged 
that  Slater  had  censured  him  in  a  Re- 
publican paper.  He  declared  his  inno- 
cence and  an  inspector  of  the  depart- 
ment was  sent  to  Fort  Wayne.  The  re- 
port exonerated  him  from  the  charges  of 
newspaper  assaults,  but  charged  neglect 
of  duty,  impolite  conduct  and  other  of- 
fenses for  which  permanent  removal  was 
ordered. 

Slater  concluded  to  contest  the  action 
of  the  postmaster  and  to  lay  his  appeal 
personally  before  the  postmaster  gen- 
eral, and  has  accordingly  come  to  Wash- 
ington, The  postmaster  general  said 
today  that  he  would  give  the  hearing 
during  the  middle  of  the  week.  Post- 
master Rockhill  also  is  expected  to  be 
present  to  protest  against  the  reinstate- 
ment.

A  Mankato  Business  Man  Sued  for  Breach 
Promise. 

Minneapolis,  May  21.— A  sensational 
suit  is  pending  in  the  Mankato  district 
court.  The  title  of  the  suit  is  Mrs,  Stine 
vs.  C.  H.  Saulspaugb,  and  $50,000  dam- 
ages are  asked  for  alleged  breach  of 
promise  to  marry. 

Saulspaugh  is  a  well-known  business 
man  of  Mankato,  and  is  reported  to  be 
worth  from  $250,000  to  $300,000.  He  is 
widely  acquainted  and  respected  in  Min- 
neapolis. He  was  recently  married.  It 
is  stated  that  at  the  present  time  Mrs. 
Stine  is  residing  in  this  city. 

It  is  understood  that  the  case  will  come 
up  fot-  trial  at  the  fall  term  of  court.  Sen- 
sational disclosures  are  promised  if  the 
case  comes  to  trial,  as  it  is  given  out  that 
the  defense  is  backed  with  some  start- 
ling testimony,  by  which  other  promi- 
nent men  in  the  state  will  be  dragged 
into  the  case.

Coxeyltes  Denounced.

Six  Anarchists,  Convicted  of  Complicity  in 

Pallas'  Attempt  to  Kill  Gen.  Campos, 

Executed  Today. 


According  to  Spanish  Custom  They  Were 

Shot  to  Death  by  a  Detachment 

of  Soldiers. 


Emile  Henri,  the  Author  of  the  Cafe  Ter- 
minus Explosion,  Guillotined  in  Paris 
This  Morning. 


Barcelona,  May  21.— The  six  an- 
archists, Codina,  Cerezuela,  Sogas,  Ber- 
nat,  \'illarubia  and  Mir,  sentenced  to 
death  after  having  been  convicted  of 
complicity  in  the  attempt  of  Pallas  to 
assassinate  Capt,  Gen.  Martinez  Campos 
and  of  being  concerned  in  the  Liceo 
theater  bomb  tragedy,  were  executed  at 
4  o'clock  this  morning  outside  the  citadel 
of  Mont  Juiach.  The  prisoners  passed 
the  night  previous  to  the  execution  in 
the  chapel  of  the  fortress,  after  for:e 
had  been  employed  to  compel  them  to 
do  so. 

Rain  was  falling  heavily  this  morning 
when  the  condemned  men  were  taken 
from  the  chapel  through  subterraneous 
passages  to  the  place  of  execution.  The 
first  of  the  doomed  men  to  appear  was 
Sogas,  Then  came  Cerezuela.  They 
showed  signs  of  repentance  and  joined 
in  the  prayers  of  the  priests  who  accom- 
panied the  prisoners  to  the  place  of 
death,  Cerezuela  was  quiet  and  ap- 
peared to  be  praying  silently.  These 
men  were  the  only  ones  who  seemed  to 
be  impressed  with  their  impending  doom. 
Their  companions  shouted  all  kinds  of 
revolutionary  cries  while  on  the  way  to 
the  execution. 

Troops  were  drawn  up  outside  the 
castle  walls,  forming  three  sides  of  a 
square.  The  fourth  side  was  closed  in 
by  the  walls  of  the  citadel.  The  six 
anarchists  were  placed  standing  in  a 
line  with  their  faces  to  the  wall.  Stand- 
ing at  a  short  distance  behind  the  con- 
demned men  was  the  firing  party.  At 
the  first  volley  only  four  of  the  convicts 
fell  dead  and  a  second  volley  was  neces- 
sary in  the  cases  of  Sogas  and  Codina  to 
complete  their  execution..  There  was  no 
disorder.  

HENRI  GUILLOTINED. 


The  Author  of  the  Paris  Outrage  Executed  This 
Morning. 

Paris,  May  21. — President  Carnot  re- 
fused to  reprieve  the  anarchist,  Emile 
Henri,  under  sentence  of  death  for  caus- 
ing the  explosion  in  the  cafe  of  the  Hotel 
Terminus  on  Feb.  12,  and  Henri  was 
guillotined  at  4:14  o'clock  this  morning. 

As  he  emerged  from  the  prison  gates 
he  shouted  "Vive  la  anarchic,"  which  he 
repeated  just  before  he  was  seized  and 
thrown  on  the  guillotine.  There  was  no 
disorder.

ON  THE  MESABA  RANGE. 


The  Great  Mining  Properties  That  Surround 
the  Town  of  Eveleth. 

On  Thursday  a  representative  of  the 
Virginia  Enterprise  accompanied  Capt. 
Mclnnis  on  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the 
mining  properties  surrounding  Eveleth, 
and  while  but  little  work  is  being  done  in 
that  section  just  at  present,  an  immense 
amount  of  ore  has  been  proven  and  it 
will  some  day  after  the  dispersement  of 
congress  and  the  settlement  of  tariff 
tinkering,  be  one  of  the  live^est  portions 
of  the  entire  Mesaba  range. 

The  greatest  property  in  this  group  is 
the  Adams,  comprising  portions  of  30, 
31  and  32-58-I7,  where  over  100  pits  have 
been  bottomed  in  ore,  the  ore  body  being 
so  situate  as  to  render  the  property  a  de- 
sirable one  for  stripping  and  shovel 
work.

The  average  surface  at 
this  mine  is  at)Out  40  feet,  but  the  ore  de- 
posit is  so  located  as  to  render  mining 
operations  from  a  side  hill  shaft,  a  prac- 
tical and  economical  method.

The  Cheyenne  Indians,  who  dwell 
about  the  Antelope  Buttes,  in  Oklahoma, 
were  driven,  in  a  remote  historical  period, 
from  the  far-away  Red  River  of  the 
North  by  the  terrible  war  bands  of  the 
Sioux  nation.

THE  RAFTING  IIEGULATIONS. 


Senator  Mitchell's  Amendment  Applying  to 
Duluth  and  Superior. 

Washington,  May  21.— ISpecial  to 
The  Herald.J -Senator  Mitchell,  of  Wis- 
consin,  today  introduced  the  following 
amendment  to  the  river  and  harbor  bill: 
At  Duluth  and  Superior  harbors,  at  the 
bead  of  Lake  Superior,  rafts  shall  not 
exceed  1  ;o  feet  in  width,  when  btmg 
brought  from  the  lake  into  the  harbor 
through  the  canal  across  Minnesota 
point  at  Duluth.  and  shall  not 
exceed  200  feet  in  width  when  enteriiig 
the  harbor  by  way  of  the  Superior  entry, 
and  such  rafts  after  entrance  into  the 
harbor  shall  not,  when  traversing  the 
channel  therein,  exceed  loo  .  feet  in 
length. 

Rafts  shall  be  securely  fastened  by 
cross  ties,  to  preserve  as  far  as  possible 
a  uciform  width.  They  may  be  rafted  in 
boom  sticks  in  such  lengths  and  adjust- 
ment as  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  logs 
when  towed  in  the  open  lake,  and  must 
be  handled  by  at  least  two  tugs  when 
passing  through  the  canal  or.entry. 

SEVEN  PERSONS  INJURED. 


A  Boiler  Exploded  and  Was  Blown  Seventy- 
Five  Feet  in  the  Air. 

New  York,  May  21.— Seven  persons 
were  injured,  two  seriously,  by  the  ex- 
plosion of  a  boiler  at  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-sixth  street  and  Eagle  avenue  to- 
day. The  boiler,  which  weighed  three 
tons,  was  blown  seventy-five  feet  into  the 
air  and  landed  in  a  stable  seventy-five 
feet  away. 

It  crashed  through  the  roof  and  through 
the  floors,  among  thirty  horses.  The 
boiler  is  said  to  have  been  defective  and 
to  have  been  reported  as  such  to  the 
boiler  inspector  a  week  ago. 

Those  seriously  injured  are:  John 
Crowley,  thigh  broken,  several  scalp 
wourds  and  scalded,  may  die;  Michael 
Gannon,  left  leg  fractured  and  internally 
injured.   Six  others  were  slightly  injured. 

TWENTY  DAYS  IN  JAIL. 

Coxey.  Browne  and  Jones  Sentenced  This 
Morning. 

Wa.shington,  May  21.— Judge  Miller 
in  the  police  court  today  sentenced 
Coxey,  BiO'.vt.e  and  Christopher  Colum- 
bus Jones  to  twenty  days'  imprisonment 
in  jail  for  displaying  a  banner  in  the  cap- 
itol  grounds  on  the  occasion  of  the  May 
day  demonstration. 

Coxey  and  Browne  were  also  sent- 
enced to  $5  fine  or  ten  days'  imprison- 
ment in  default  thereof  for  trespassing 
on  the  capitol  grass. 

Flood  at  Rochester. 

RoCHF.STKR,  N.Y.,  May  21.— The  Gen- 
esee river  is  within  a  foot  of  hign  water 
mark  of  the  year.  Cellars  in  the  busi- 
ness portion  of  the  city  are  filling  with 
water  and  the  river  is  on  a  level  with  the 
tracks  of  several  railroads  entering  the 
city.  It  is  still  raining,  and  should  it 
continue  a  freshet  is  feared.  Towns  up 
the  valley  report  damage  from  high 
water  and  a  steady  rise  of  the  river. 

High  Tide  at  New  Yorlc. 

New  York,  May  21 —An  unusually 
high  tide  prevailed  along  the  coast  last 
night  at  high  water  which  washed  the 
shores  well  up  above  the  usual  high 
water  mark.  As  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained no  serious  damage  has  been  done 
to  property  along  the  shore. 

Alderman  Rollins  Sentenced. 

Minneapolis,  May  21.— Judge  Rus- 
sell this  morning  sentenced  Alderman 
.M.  B.  Rollins  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100  or,  in 
default  thereof,  to  spend  ninety  days  in 
jail  for  the  publication  of  a  letter  crim- 
inally libeling  Mayor  Eustis.  This  is 
the  heaviest  sentence  possible  under  the 
law.    A  new  trial  has  I  een  demanded. 


Two  Killed,  Four  Injured. 

YcMA,  Ariz.,  May  21.— The  porches  of 
Antonio  Bustamente's  house  fell  while 
the  family  were  asleep,  killing  his  wife 
and  one  daughter  and  badly  injuring 
three  other  daughters  and  himself. 

THE  COURT  FILINGS. 


The  Wilidns  Suit  Against  Isaiah  Faries— Other 
Court  Matters. 

Robert  L.  and  Harriett  Wilkins  have 
filed  their  complaint  in  a  suit  against 
Isaiah  Faries.  Faries  is  the  owner  of  the 
lot  at  209  and  211  West  Superior  street, 
on  which  stands  the  German-American 
block,  owned  by  the  plaintiffs.  The  com- 
plaint alleges  that  Faiies  arranged  with 
tiis  agents,  Mcndenhall  &  Hoopes,  to 
place  a  fictitious  value  on  the  land,  rais- 
ing it  from  S2i,coo  to  $37,500,  in  order  to 
get  a  higher  rent  from  the  owners  of  the 
building.  It  is  alleged  that  by  these 
means  Faries  has  obtained  from  them 
S1650  fraudulently,  and  the  suit  is  tor 
that  amount.  A  demurrer  to  the  com- 
plaint has  been  filed  on  the  ground  that 
no  cause  of  action  is  stated.

Holland  wants  a  receiver  ap- 
pointed and  the  company's  properly 
sold.  Judge  Lewis  made  an  order  for 
the  defendant  to  show  cause  at  the 
special  term  next  Saturday  wh/  a  re- 
ceiver should  not  be  appointed.  In  the 
meantime  the  company  is  restrained 
from  moving  01  disposing  ol  its  propeity.

A  Steady  Improvement. 
Throtighout  the  entire  country  there  is 
a  visible  improvement  in    business,  and 
the  spring  trade  is  not  as  unsatisfactory 
as  many  are  led  to  believe    by  the    gen- 
eral spirit  of  complaint.    Because  busi- 
ness is  not  on  ih?  extensive  scale  it  vi-as 
a  couple  of  years  ago,  many  people  talk 
complainingiy   and    refuse    to    see  that 
there  has  been  a  considerable  betterment 
ot  conditions  since  the  early  winter.   Re- 
covery from  a  financial  and  commercial 
depression  such  as   visited   this   country 
is  necessarily  slow.    The    fact  that    the 
country  is  recovering,  even  it  it  be  slow 
work,  should    encourage    every  person, 
because  there  can  be  no    question    as  to 
the  ultimate  result  of  such  a   movement. 
In  bis  ^linancial  review    for    the    past 
week,    Henry    Clews,    the    New     York 
•  banker,  asserts  that,  generally  through- 
out the  country,  the  expectation  is  that 
the  business  of  the  second    half  of    the 
year  will  show  a    notable  improvement 
on  that  of  the  first  half.    Manufacturers 
are  generally  making  increased  prepar- 
ations for  the  fall  business;  but  contracts 
are  held  in  suspense  until  the  settlement 
of  the  tariff  gives  a  certain  basis  for  hx- 
ing  the  future  course  of  prices.   A'ready, 
prices  are  so  exceptionally    low    as    to 
afford  a  reasonably    sate    basis  for  con- 
tracting for  future  supplies;  and  this  fact 
makes  manufacturers  cautious  about  un- 
dertaking future    commitments,    as  they 
deem  it  possible  that,  when  the  suspense 
is  removed,  there  may  be  some  recovery 
in  values.    Even  the  most  conservative 
observers  inclme  to  the  expectation  that, 
when  the  congressional   obstructions  are 
removed,  the  revival  of    busmess  will  be 
comparatively  rapid.    They  reason  that 
the  rebound  which    fellows  an    artificial 
restraint  is  always    apt    to  be   vigorous, 
and  attach    importance    to  the  fact  that 
the  extent  ot  enterprises  waiting  toavail 
themselves    of  the  present    abundance 
of  idle  capital  has  perhaps    never   been 
exceeded.    The    creation  of  new  invest- 
ments has  been    held  in  absolute  check 
for  now  nearly  eighteen  months;  not  be- 
cause there  is  no  room  for  them  or  no 
capital  to  float  them,  but  simply   for  the 
reason  that  confidence  has  been  momen- 
tarily chilled  bv  a  rearrangement  of  cer- 
tain conditions  in  our  industrial    affairs. 
It  does  not    seem    reasonably    probable 
that,  when  the  causes  of  this  interruption 
of  confidence  have   ceased    to    operate, 
these  deterred    undertakings    will    con- 
tinue to  wait. 

Among  the  new  enterprises  at  present 
held  in  suspense  perhaps  the  foremost  is 
railroad  construction,  says  Mr,  Clews. 
During  late  years,  the  additions  to  our 
railroad  system  have  been  quite  excep- 
tionally light.  Between  the  years  i88o 
and  1887,  there  was  an  increase  in  mile- 
age of  56.000  miles,  or  an  average  of 
8000  miles  per  year.  For  the  four  next 
succeeding  years,  the  annual  increase 
averaged  but  5300  miles;  and  for  the  two 
last  years  the  new  construction  has  aver- 
aged only  3350  miles.  Judging  from 
past  experience,  the  present  very  low 
rate  of  construction  may  be  regarded  as 
preparing  the  way  for  an  important  re- 
vival of  this  form  of  enterprise;  and  it 
is  well  understood  that,  in  the  higher 
circles  of  capital,  arrangements  tor  im- 
portant undertakings  are  already  in 
the  formative  stage.  This  is  the  more 
to  be  expected  from  the  fact  that  the 
present  low  price  of  railroad  iron  and 
the  decline  in  wages  afford  an  excep- 
tionally attractive  opportunity.  Rail- 
roads, at  present  costs  of  material  and 
labor,  can  be  built  for  much  less  than 
paid  around  1S80.  The  temptation  to 
build  new  roads  is  therefore  very  great; 
besides  which  there  are  many  existing 
roads  that  need  extensions  and  increased 
equipment,  while  the  growth  of  the 
country  has  created  a  demand  for  new 
lines.  The  undertaking  of  works  of  this 
character  would  give  an  indirect  impulse 
to  business  at  large  and  help  the  gen- 
eral recuperation.  These  are  among  the 
things  on  which  Wall  street  has  its  eye 
in  its  expectation  ot  an  early  revival  oi 
the  financial  markets.

Good  Showing  for  Minnesota. 

Labor  Commissioner  Powers  made  a 
statement  a  few  days  ago  that  deserves 
to  be  given  great  prominence, as  showing 
the  splendid  tinancial  condition  of  the 
people  of  Minnesota,  especially  when 
compared  with  other  states.  Mr.  Powers' 
information  is  gathered  from  the  figures 
which  are  now  in  course  of  preparation 
for  his  biennial  report  to  the  next  legis- 
lature, and  therefore  it  can  be  regarded 
as  accurate. 

According  to  the  commissioner's  state- 
ment, the  figures  on  farm  mortgages  in- 
dicate very  clearly  that   in   spite  of  hard 
times  there  is  a  very  general  improve- 
ment   in    the  condition  of  the  farmers. 
The    average  of  foreclosures    to    mort- 
gages over  the  state  is  only  about  i  per 
cent,  ranging  f.om    .1    per    cent  in  the 
southern  or  mixed  husbandry  portions  of 
the  state  to  3  or  4  per  cent  in  the  north- 
western section.    Only  about  30  per  cent 
of  the  farmers  who  own  their  farms  have 
a  mortgage  ihcumbrance,  so  that  out  of 
300  farmers  who  own  their  farms  about 
100  have  mortgages,  and  on  an  average 
only  one  has  been  foreclosed  on;  and  in 
less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  foreclosures 
does    the    holder  of    the  mortgage  lose 
anything.    Of  course  the  cities  do    not 
show  UD  as  welL      In    the  larger  cities 
one  mortgage  in  seven  is  foreclosed,  but 
the  agricultural  population  is  weathering 
the    storm    very    well    indeed.     By  the 
"larger  cities"  Commissioner  Powers  re- 
fers, of  course,  to  St.   Paul    and   Minne- 
apolis.   The  situation  in  Duluth  is  much 
better  than  in  those  cities. 


A  Through  Train  to  Chicago, 
The  Omaha  road  would  make  a  popular 
move  by  restoring  its  through  train  service 
between  Duluth  and  Chicago.  That  there 
is  sulilicient  business  to  make  such  a  ser- 
vice profitable  can  hardly  be  denied  by 
the  railway  ofiicials.  It  is  estimated  that 
such  a  through  service  from  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior  to  Chicago  would  benefit 
a  stretch  of  country  at  this  end  of  the 
line  containing  nearly  200,000  people. 
The  present  ser\-ice  is  inadequate,  dis- 
creditable to  the  road  and  a  positive  in- 
jury to  Duluth  and  Superior. 

The  Omaha  road  runs  three  through 
trains  daily  from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago, 
and  it  frequently  happens  that  all  three 
trains  do  not  carry  as  many  passengers 
as  go  from  Duluth  to  Chicago.  Ashland 
has  a  through  train  daily  to  Chicago  over 
the  Lake  Shore,  with  not  nearly  as  much 
business  as  the  Omaha  ro»d  gets  here. 
The  Herald  believes  that  if  these  facts 
were  properly  represented  by  the  cham- 
ber of  commerce  and  the  jobbers'  union 
to  the  management  of  the  road  the 
through  train  service  would  be  restored 
at  once.

The  delegates  to  the  national  conven- 
tion of  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive 
Engineers  at.  St.  Paul  were  in  Duluth 
yesterday  on  pleasure  bent  and  the  town 
was  theirs.  A  special  train  of  thirteen 
coaches  came  in  over  the  St.  Paul  &  Du- 
luth railway  at  6  a.  m.  Aboard  it  were 
375  delegates,  with  enough  ladies  and 
friends  to  bring  the  total  number  up  to 
6co.    The  committee    on    reception  and 

arrangements  met    the   excursionists    at 
the  depot  and  breakfast  was  taken  at  the 
various    hotels    and    restaurants, 
which  the  visitors    scattered  about 
in  search  of  points  of  interest. 

The  first  regular  thing  on  the  program 
was  the  excursion  by  steamer  on  the  bay 
and  lake.  By  10:30  o'clock  the  docks  at 
the  foot  of  Fifth  avenue  west  were  cov- 
ered with  people  and  not  long  after  the 
steamers  Stewart  and  Lucilewere  steam- 
ing across  the  bay  for  the  McDougall 
whaleback  yards.  There  a  skeleton 
whaleback  in  the  stocks,  the  Christopher 
Columbus,  and  the  Thomson,  which  was 
in  dry  dock  for  repairs,  attracted  much 
attention.  A  small  force  of  men 
was  preparing  steel  plates  for  the  side 
of  the  Thompson  and  that  work  drew 
many  interested  spectators.  While  at 
the  docks  at  the  yards,  lunch  was  served 
on  both  the  steamers,  as  well  as  on 
Alderman  Howard's  steam  yacht,  Nauti- 
las,  which  carried  a  private  party. 

After  an  hour  at  sight  seeing  and 
lunch,  the  vessels  headed  for  the  Su- 
perior entrance,  made  for  the  "horn"  and 
came  home  on  the  lake  and  through  the 
ship  canal.  The  trip  gave  the  visitors 
an  excellent  view  of  the  city  from  the 
water  and  despite  the  rather  cool  breeze 
blowing,  was  enjoyed  to  the  highest 
degree. 

No  sooner  had  the  excursionists  landed 
than  the  great  mass  of  them  started  for 
the  Incline  where  they  were  rushed  at  a 
dizzy  rate  up  to  the  Pavilion.  There, 
visitors  and  Duluthians  listened  to  one 
of  Professor  Meier's  best  concerts  from 
2  to  5  o'clock.  By  request,  in  honor  of 
the  Southern  delegates,  the  band  ren- 
dered a  medley  of  Southern  airs.  When 
"Dixie"  was  played,  the  engineers  from 
the  Sunny  Southland  cheered  and  ap- 
plauded wildly. 

A  5  o'clock  dinner  was  taken  at  the 
Spalding  after  which  the  delegates 
gathered  in  the  parlors  and  lobby  and  an 
mformal  rtception  was  held.  After  an 
hour  of  very  pleasant  social  intercourse, 
voices  were  hushed  and  speeches  made. 
E.  S.  Chittenden,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee on  resolutions,  delivered  himself 
of  the  following  expression: 

"The  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  En- 
gineers and  convention  committees  of  St. 
Paul,  desirous  of  expressing  their  high 
appreciation  of  the  courtesies  extended 
to  them  on  their  excursion  to  and  visit  to 
Duluth,  resolve,  that  their  thanks  are 
due  to  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  railroad 
and  its  officials  in  charge  of  the  excur- 
sion train  for  the  most  comfortable  and 
enjoyable  trip  over  their  finely  equipped 
road.

mittee of  which  J.  L.Goffe.Johii  Mahardt. 
lames  Root  and  John  Stcnson  were  mem- 
bers. Thespccialtrain  was  in  charge  of 
Messrs.  Root  and  Whittaker  of  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  road. 

The  visiting  engineers  were  a  fine 
body  of  men.  Many  of  them  have  seen 
long  years  of  experience.  Two  ot  the 
most  prominent  men  among  the  dele- 
gates were  Joseph  Pojit  and  J.  A.  Lath- 
rop,  members  ot  the  "Corn  City,"  Toledo, 
Ohio,  division.  For  twelve  years  they 
have  run  on  the  same  engine  on  the 
Lake  Shore  road  from  Toledo  to  Cleve- 
land.

He  described  the  man  who  threw  the 
stone  as  about  5  feet  6  inches  high,  wear- 
ing a  dark  moustache  and  a  gray  work- 
ing suit.  Both  drove  wagons  such  as  are 
used  in  hauling  dirt. 

Mr.  Rowan  reported  to  police  bead- 
quarters  and  was  told  to  hunt  the  people 
up,  when  they  would  be  arrested.

The  hearing  of  George  H.  Post,  the 
land  attorney,  who  is  under  a  charge  of 
subornation  of  perjury,  was  on  before 
Court  Commissioner  Carey  today. 
I  nited  States  District  Attorney  E.  C. 
Stringer  was  present  and  appeared  for 
the  t^overnraent.  }.  C.  Hollembaek  ap- 
peared for  the  defendant.  The  room 
w.is  fairly  tilled  with  land  explorers  and 
others  who  were  called  as  witnesses. 

Register  A.  J.  Taylor,  of  tlie  United 
.States  lana  office,  was  the  first  witness. 
The  pre-emption  final  proof  p.ipers, 
bearing  the  testimony  of  Sylvester  Tiues- 
dcll  and  covering  lots  2  and  3,  in  sec- 
tion 5  67-19,  were  presented  to  tiiui  and 
he  testified  that  they  were  sworn  to  by 
Truesdell. 

Truesdell  was  next  placed  on  thestand 
and  was  on  for  more  than  an  hour. 
His  story  was  told  in  a  clear 
manner  and  Attorney  Hollembaek 
found  it  a  pretty  dilificult  task 
to  rattle  him.

Post  answered  that 
had  a  claim  up  on  Ash  liver 
which  could  be  entered  under  the  pre- 
emption laws.  "Vou  go  up  there  and 
enter  that,  I'll  pay  you  $50  and  all  ex- 
penses," said  Post,  "if  you  turn  it  over  to 
me  afterward." 

Truesdell  claims  that  he  demurred 
saying,  'you  know  I  am  a  marked  char- 
acter and  might  be  found  out  and  made 
to  suffer  for  it."  Post  said  it  would  be 
all  right,  that  "he  stood  in  with  those  fel- 
lows up  there,"  and  the  bargain  was 
finally  struck.  He  first  went  on  the 
land  in  October.  iSq3.  Final  proof  was 
made  Feb.  3,  1804.  On  ttiat  day 
he  went  into  Post's  office  and 
was  instructed  what  to  answer 
to  the  various  cjuestions.  He  said  he 
was  instructed  to  place  the  improve- 
ments at  about  so  much  the  first  year,  a 
little  more  the  second  year  and  so  on. 

Truesdell  admitted  that  nearly  all  of 
his  affidavit  was  fake  and  particularly 
that  clause  declaring  that  he  made  the 
proof  for  himself  and  not  to  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  anyone  else.  He  knew  the 
premption  law  had  expired  but  Post 
said  it  would  be  all  right.  The  state- 
ment in  the  proof  that  he  settled  on  the 
land  prior  to  Oct.  17,  1893  *'as  admitted 
to  be  also.  W  imess  knew  nothing  about 
whether  or  not  the  land  was  paid  for  and 
the  receiver's  receipt  issued. 

Post  did  not  pay  him  the  $50,  he  said. 
Ke  received  but  $30  and  Post  denied 
agreeing  to  pay  his  expenses. 

Tpon  cross-examination  be  was  asked 
what  be  meant  by  calling  himself  a 
marked  character  and  said  it  was  be- 
cause he  had  made  a  filing  on  a  claim 
subject  to  another  man's  preference 
previously  and  that  r  would  be 
documentary  evidence  that  might 
be  used  against  him.  He 
said  he  knew  the  pre-emption  law  was 
repealed  long  before  Post  told  him. 

"Then  you  deliberately  swore  falsely, 
did  you,  and  for  S30?"  asked  Mr.  Hol- 
lembaek. 
"No,  sir,  not  for  530." 
"Well  for  $50,  then?" 
"I'm  sorry    to  say    I   did,"  the  witness 
replied. 

He  denied  making  his  disclosure  and 
confession  because  of  threats  or  promise 
of  immunity  from  punishment. 

G.  R.  Neilson  testified  as  to  going  up 
with  the  party  when  Post  put  Truesdell 
on  the  claim  and  said  it  was  about  Oct. 
17.  1893. 

The  government  closed  here  and  At- 
torney Hollembaek  moved  for  Mr.  Post's 
discharge.  He  argued  that  no  one  can 
be  convicted  of  subornation  of  perjury  on 
the  uncorroborrated  testimony  of  the  ac- 
complice. He  read  a  New  York  decis- 
ion calculated  to  show  that  e/en  the  ad- 
mission of  the  perjurer  ic  not  sufficient 
to  prove  perjury — that  there  must  be 
more  evidence. 

District  Attorney  Stringer  said  Mr. 
HoUembaek's  argument  might  be  proper 
in  a  court  of  final  jurisdiction,  but  this 
was  only  a  preliminary  hearing,  simply 
deciding  whether  there  is  reasonable 
ground  to  believe  that  the  defendant  is 
guilty  of  the  crime  charged. 

Judge  Carey  said  it  would  not  be 
proper  for  him  to  dismiss  without  fur- 
ther testimony  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
fense. If  this  were  the  trial  there  was 
no  (juestion  but  that  the  defendant  could 
not  be  held,  but  there  is  enough  evidence 
to  show  that  a  crime  has  been  committed. 
The  motion  was  denied. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  until  after 
noon.  Judge  Hollembaek  had  not  de- 
cided whether  to  place  any  witnesses  on. 
After  the  noon  hour  Post  was  put  on 
the  stand  and  examined  in  his  own  be- 
half by  Mr.  Hollembaek.  He  stated 
that  he  had  been  in  Duluth  eleven  years 
and  has  known  Truesdell  since  iSqi,  al- 
though he  was  not  intimately  acquaint- 
ed with  him.  Examined  as  to  Trues- 
dell's  statement  as  to  the  agreement  be- 
tween them,  he  told  his  side  of  the  story 
as  follows: 

Truesdell  first  spoke  to  him  about  the 
land  in  67-10  and  he  told  him  that  he  had 
a  man  already  on  it,  but  as  he  had  not 
paid  for  the  minutes  he  would  get  him 
off  if  Truesdell  would  pay  S15  for  them. 

"Did    you    ever    make    arrangements 
with  Truesdell  to  settle  and  prove  up  on 
the  claim  and  then  convey  it  to  you?" 
asked  Mr.  Hollembaek. 
"No,  sir." 

"What  was  the  entire  agreement?" 
"He  was  to  pay  me  gisofor  the  min- 
utes. I  was  to  furnish  the  moi>ev  for 
proving  up  expenses  and  he  was  to  se- 
cure me  by  a  mortgage  for  the  whole 
amount,  about  $300." 
The  mortgage  was  then  introduced  in 
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Kilgore

Couple   of    Sharpers   Who    Masquerade 
Potato  Peddlers. 

In  police  court  this  morning,  Thomas 
Nolan  and  John  Murray,  who  were  ar- 
rested Saturday  on  the  charge  of  ped- 
dling without  a  license,  pleaded    guilty 

and  were  sentenced  to  twenty  days  each 
in  the  county  jail.  These  two  men  came 
here  from  Chicago  and  their  scheme  is  a 
new  one  here.  They  take  samples  of 
potatoes,  go  to  a  bouse  and  passing 
themselves  off  lor  farmers,  attempt  to 
take  orders  for  their  vegetables.  Before 
leaving,  they  incidentally  pull  out  a  nice 
pair  of  spectacles  and  exhibit  them  with 
the  remark  that  they  found  them  on  the 
street  and  offer  to  sell  them.  The  glasses 
have  the  appearance  of  costing  from  S7 
to  $8  a  pair  but  a  bill  found  on  one  of  the 
prisoners  shows  that  they  cost  $2.70  a 
dozen  at  wholesale.  Photographs  of 
both  men  were  taken  yesterday. 

Cora  Harder,  alias  Adelia  Harding, 
made  her  initial  appearance  in  police 
court  this  morning  as  a  defendant.  She 
has  been  unfortunate  enough  to  become 
wedded  to  a  husband  who  treats  her 
brutally  and  several  times  she  has  been 
a  witness  in  cases  where  he  has  received 
long  sentences  for  assault.  Last  night 
Officer  Moen  arrested  Cora  for  fornica- 
tion. She  was  taken  out  of  a  room  in  the 
Cash  block,  between  Seventh  and  Eighth 
avenues  west,  after  being,  so  the  police 
say,  found  in  a  compromising  position. 
This  morning  she  pleaded  guilty  and 
thought  she  could  raise  money  to  pay 
her  tine. 

There  was  a  wonder  expressed  by 
some  this  morning  why  Cora's  male  part- 
ner in  the  offense  was  not  under  arrest 
and  in  police  court.  The  officers  who. 
had  the  matter  in  charge  last 
night  were  not  around  and  Chief 
Armstrong  could  give  no  reason  for  the 
one-sided  nature  of  the  affair.  It  is  said 
that  when  the  police  announced  their  ar- 
rival the  man  promptly  opened  the  door 
and  let  them  in.  How  he  could  escape 
arrest  unless  he  worked  a  little  funny 
busi  ness  does  not  appear.  Cora  bid  in 
another  room,  but  was  discovered  and 
taken  to  the  station.  About  10  o'clock  a 
man  came  to  headquarters  and  wanted 
to  bail  the  woman  out,  but  as  he  was  un- 
der the  influence  of  liquor,  Lieut.  Mc- 
Lean refused  to  treat  with  him. 

Ella  Lee,  a  colored  woman,  pleaded 
guilty  to  a  charge  of  fornication  and 
paid  $12,  about  the  last  cent  she  had. 
She,  in  telling  her  story,  said  that  she 
had  done  no  wrong,  but  that  she  just 
talked  through  the  door  with  a  gentle- 
man, "who  came  there  for  consolation." 
She  evidently  meant  "consultation,"  but 
ended  by  pleading  guilty. 

Mrs.  Smith,  up  for  drunkenness,  was 
presented  with  a  suspended  sentence. 
George  Myers,  Neil  Mahoney  and  John 
Hart,  were  committed  ten  days  each  for 
allowing  li([Uor  to  steal  away  their 
senses.

Minneapolis,  May  22.— An  Anoka 
special  to  the  Journal  says  the  Mississip- 
pi river  fell  four  inches  last  night,  but  if 
there  are  rains  this  week,  damage  will 
result.  The  Rum  river  is  backed  up  by 
the  high  water  in  the  Mississippi,  and 
the  west  bank  below  the  dam  is  being 
washed  away.  Storekeepers  have  had 
to  move  out,  as  their  buildmgs  are  being 
undermined.  A  large  number  of  logs 
have  broken  out  of  the  booms,  but  they 
belonged  mostly  to  Minneapolis  con- 
cerns. 

WATER  FALLING  RAPIDLY. 


The  River  Receding  at  Wiliiamsport  and  Other 
Points  in  Pennsylvania. 

Philadelphia,  May  22.— Reports 
from  Williamsport  and  the  territory 
north  of  there  this  morning  indicate  that 
the  water  is  falling  as  rapidly  as  it  rose. 
It  has  ceased  raining  and  the  danger 
may  now  be  regarded  as  past.  The 
Western  Union  telegraph  operators  are 
back  in  their  office  and  communication 
with  the  outside  world  has  bten  resumed. 

In  Renova,  Lockhaven,  Ballefonte, 
Clearfield  and  Driftwood  the  water  has 
receded  and  the  work  of  clearing  away 
the  debris  has  been  started. 
gThe  Schuylkill  river  at  Phctnixville  is 
eighteen  feet  above  low  water  mark  and 
is  still  rising.  The  entire  plant  of  the 
Phtcnix  Iron  company  is  submerged  to 
a  depth  of  from  three  to  eight  feet  and 
operations  have  ceased.  The  banks  of 
the  Schuylkill  canal  are  broken  badly  in 
a  dozen  places  and  almost  a  hundred 
families  have  been  compelled  to  move 
out  of  their  houses.  The  borough  water 
works  are  submerged  so  that  no  water 
can  be  pumped  into  the  reservoir  which 
is  fast  running  dry. 

A  Williamsport  dispatch  at  ii  a.m., 
says:  The  flood  has  been  receding 
rapidly  sicce  midnight.  Half  of  the 
flooded  district  is  clear  of  water  at  this 
hour,  but  the  other  half  will  probably  be 
covered  for  some  days.  Mud  and  debris 
of  all  sorts  is  piled  up  everywhere.  'The 
portion  of  the  city  that  remains  under 
water  is  inhabited  mostly  by  poor  people 
and  there  is  much  suffering.

TO  FIGHT  THE  GRANTS. 


Opposition  to  the  Indian  Grants  for  Parochial 
Schools. 
Washington,  May  22.— A  campaign 
is  waged  at  the  door  of  the  house  by  a 
society  called  the  National  League  for 
the  Protection  of  American  Industries 
against  those  items  in  the  Indian  appro- 
priation bill  providing  for  the  support  of 
parochial  schools.  The  society  is  largely 
an  ecclesiastical  organization.  Rev. 
William  H.  Parsons  is  its  president; 
Hon.  William  Strong,  a  retired  justice  of 
the  supreme  court,  vice  president,  and 
on  the  board  of  managers  are  Wheeler 
H.  Peckham.  who  was  nominated  by 
President  Cleveland  for  the  supreme 
court;  Dorman  Ii.  Eaton  and  Henry  E. 
Howland. 

The  opponents  of  the  appropriations 
for  schools  under  church  management 
claim  that  they  have  a  large  number  of 
members  of  the  house  pledged  to  fight 
the  grants  when  the  bill  is  brought  up. 
They  represent  that  during  the  past 
eight  years  a  total  of  $2,366,416  have  been 
given  to  the  Roman  Catholic  schools  out 
"f  $3.767.95 1  appropriated,  and  that  the 
portion  given  to  the  Catholics  schools  is 
steadily  increasing  since  the  Congrega- 
ti^onal,  Metbodist,  Presbyterian  and 
Episcopal  churches  have  withdrawn  their 
applications  for  funds. 

The  whole  amount  asked  for  this  year 
is  said  to  be  nearly  $400,000,  to  ^e  dis- 
tributed among  forty-five  Roman  Catho- 
lic schools.  The  particular  items  in  the 
bill  which  congressmen  are  asked  to  op- 
pose are  for  the  following  schools:  St 
lioniface.  Banning,  Cal.,  $12,500;  Holy 
Family,  Blackfeet,  Mont.,  $12,500;  St. 
Johns,  CollegeviUe,  Minn.,  $io,oco;  St. 
tienedicts,  Stearns  county,  Minn.,  $10,- 
000;  St.  Paul's  Clontarf,  $10,000;  St.  Ig- 
natius, Jocko,  Cal.,  $45,000;  St.  Josephs, 
Rensselaer,  Ind.,  $8330;  Kate  Drexel, 
Umatilla,  Ore.,  $6000. 


IRON  ORE  DUTY  RESTORED 


The  Senate  Today  Fixed  the  Duty  at  Forty 

Cents  Per  Ton.  Which  Will 

Stand. 

Washington,  May  22.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— As  has  been  frequently 
predicted  in  the  Washington  dispatches 
to  The  Herald  would  be  the  case,  the 
duty  has  been  restored  on  iron  ore  by  the 
action  of  the  senate  today.  This  duty  is 
to  be  40  cents  per  ton.  The  effort  of  the 
Republican  senators  to  have  the  duty 
fixed  at  6d  cents  per  ton  failed. 

The  house  is  certain  to  agree  to  the 
senate's  action  on  the  iron  ore  schedule, 
so  Minnesota  is  safe  in  this  respect.

Prospect  0!  Serious  Trouble  With  Colorado 

Coal  Miners. 

Denver,  May  22.— State    Coal    Mine 

Inspector  Reed  has  gone  to  Sipris,  Col., 

in  response  to  a  call    from    the    miners. 

Serious  trouble  is  expected  there,  as  the 

mines  have  imported  Mexicans  and    put 
them  in  places  of  the  strikers. 

The  companies.  Inspector  Reed  has 
been  informed,  have  served  notice  on 
the  strikers  that  they  must  give  up  their 
cottages  or  they  will  be  ewcted.  The 
miners  declare  they  will  resist  eviction 
and  they  also  threaten  to  drive  the 
Mexicans  from  the  camp.  Inspector 
Reed  says  he  will  endeavor  to  prevent 
bloodshed. 

Probably  Died  of  Fright. 
Paris,  May  22. — A  post  mortem  ex- 
amination of  the  remains  of  Emile  Henri, 
the  anarchisr,  who  was  executed  yester- 
day morning  shows  that  his  heart  was  50 
violently  affected  by  the  sudden  manner 
in  which  he  was  aroused  to  meet  his 
death  that,  according  to  the  physicians, 
he  may  have  died  on  the  bascule  of  the 
guillotine  before  he  was  actually  behead- 
ed. The  physicians  who  made  the  post 
mortem  examination  declare  that  Henri 
was  not  in  any  way  tainted  with  insanity. 


Fearful  of  Accident. 
Parkekskurg,  W.  \a..  May  22.— The 
Ohio  River  Railroad  company  has 
posted  notices  in  headcjuarters  here 
warning  all  their  engineers  and  firemen 
to  use  the  utmost  caution  in  approaching 
all  trestles  on  the  line.  It  is  alleged  that 
the  officials  fear  an  attempt  may  be 
made  to  burn  some  of  the  trestles  in  view 
of  the  hauling  of  non-union  coal. 


Was  Much  Engaged. 

Dknvkr,  May  22.— R.  Ashford  Tay- 
lor, grandson  of  President  Zachary 
Taylor,  who  came  to  Denver  early  in

CUT  THIS  OUT. 


An  Overture    Regarding   Personal  Life   of 

Members  of  Congress  Was  Quietly 

Put  to  Sleep. 


Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  May  22.— The  devo- 
tional service  at  ihe  opening  of  the 
Presbyterian  general  assembly  was  de- 
voted to  the  subject  of  home  missions. 
The  committee  on  bills  and  overtures 
presented  a  partial  report.  An  overture 
had  been  received  from  the  presbytery 
of  New  Albany,  asking  the  general  as- 
sembly to  memorialize  congress  to  enact 
such  regulations  with  reference  to  the 
personal  life  of  their  members  as  will 
prevent  the  presence  in  the  national 
councils  of  men  of  immoral  and  dissolute 
habits.  The  recommendation  that  no 
action  be  taken  upon  the  subject  was 
adopted  by  a  small  vote,  but  without  op- 
position. 

The  presbytery  of  Rochester  has  over- 
tured  the  assembly,  saying  that  it  "views 
with  apprehension  the  attempt  of  the 
general  assembly  to  make  new  defini- 
tions of  dogma,  by  deliverance  and  by 
judicial  decision,"  and  expressing  the 
view  that  "no  doctrinal  statement  which 
is  not  explicidy  contained  in  the  confes- 
sion of  faith  and  catechisms  of  the 
church  is  binding  on  our  office-bearers." 

In  reply  the  following  action  was 
taken:  "The  general  assembly  has  never 
undertaken  to  make  new  definitions  of 
dogma,  either  by  deliverance  or  judicial 
decision,  and  we  hope  that  this  declara- 
tion of  former  assemblies,  repeated  by 
this  general  assembly,  will  allay  the  ap- 
prehensions of  our  worthy  brethren  of 
this  presbytery." 

In  the  brief  time  left  for  consideration 
of  home  missions,  Dr.  Lowry,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  confession  and  the 
proof  texts  got  the  floor,  but  he' was  un- 
able to  accomplish  the  adoption  of  his 
recommendation,  on  account  of  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion  as  to  the  "best  printed 
text  of  the  English  Bible."  The  com- 
mittee desired  either  the  best  English 
edition  or  the  best  edition  of  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  society.  An  impetuous  mem- 
ber wished  to  have  the  American  edition 
of  1881-85  adopted,  and  the  discussion 
which  followed  caused  the  whole  matter 
to  go  over  as  unfinished  business. 

Dr.  Brown,  of  Portland,  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  home  missions,  then 
presented  a  report  on  that  subject.  The 
audience  was  large  and  appreciative  and 
the  galleries  full.  He  spoke  wfth  empha- 
sis and  spirit,  paying  a  special  compli- 
ment to  the  work  of  the  women  of  the 
church.  Concluding,  he  said  that  the 
church  must  raise  $1,238,341.40  during 
the  year  in  order  to  pay  the  present  in- 
debtedness of  the  board  and  to  enable  it 
to  prosecute  its  work  for  the  twelve 
months. 

During  the  year  JgcS.ooo  have  been 
received,  "vhile  a  debt  of  nearlv  $258,000 
is  reported,  due  to  a  falling  oil  in  leg- 
acies. The  Women's  Missionary  so- 
cieties have  contributed  $268,000.  Under 
commission  from  the  board  are  1821 
ministers  and  368  teachers.  The  speech 
of  the  secretary,  representing  the  board, 
was  made  by  Duncan  J.  Millan,  of  New 
York. 

Discussion  by  the  members  of  the  as- 
sembly continued  during  most  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  session. 


ANARCHISTS  UNDER  ARREST. 


Plot  to  Cause  a  Series  of  Bomb  Explosions 
Exposed. 
Paris,  May  22.— The  police  of  this 
city  have  made  a  number  of  important 
arrests.  The  authorities  recently  re- 
ceived information  which  led    them  to 

believe  that,  m  spite  of  efforts  to  sup- 
press anarchy,  conspirators  were  still 
actively  at  work  and  actually  plotting  a 
series  of  bomb  explosions  in  various 
European  cities. 

The  first  information  upon  this  sub- 
ject is  said  to  have  come  from  London 
and  to  have  been  the  result  of  the  dis- 
covery made  in  connection  with  the  ar- 
rest in  that  city  of  the  two  Italian  anar- 
chists, Farnara|  and  Polti.  As  a  result  a 
number  of  anarchists  belonging  to  an  in- 
ternational society  have  been  taken  into 
custody. 

The  police  are  unwilling  at  present  to 
give  full  details  in  regard  to  the  plots, 
but  it  is  known  that  the  members  of  this 
society  at  their  meetings  drew  lots  as  to 
who  should  explode  bombs  in  different 
European  citief.  One  of  the  prisoners  is 
said  to  have  been  connected  with  the  re- 
cent bomb  outrages  in  Liege. 


FRENCH  MINISTRY  RESIGNS. 


Was  Defeated  in  the  Deputies  by  a  Majority 
of  Fifty. 

Paris,  May  22.-  In  the  chamber  of 
deputies  teday,  during  the  debate  on 
the  question  as  to  whether  the  minister 
of  public  works  had  the  authority 
to  allow  the  employes  ot  the 
state  railroads  to  attend  the  con- 
gress of  railroad  men,  the  premier 
demanded  the  adoption  of  the  order  of 
the  dav  pure  and  simple.  The  motion 
was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  275  to  225. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  government  in 
the  chamber,  the  ministers  proceeded  to 
the  Elysee  palace  and  handed  in  their 
lesignations  to  President  Carnot.

Des  Moines,  la,,  May  22.— The  mob 
around  the  county  jail,  which  threatened 
to  lynch  the  murderers  of  Conductor 
Ridpath  last  night,  was  dispersed  about 
midnight,  when  an  alarm  of  fire  was 
turned  in  and  a  man  was  seen  running 
away  after  whom  they  chaiged.  He  was 
not  caught  and  was  apparently  trying  to 
get  the  mob  away. 

No  unusual  demonstration  occurred  to- 
day, though  public  sentiment  is  at  a  high 
pitch  and  another  assault  nay  be  made 
tonight.  The  announcement  to  the  mob 
last  night  that  the  prisoners  had  been 
taken  to  Winterset  was  not  believed,  and 
there  was  much  talktoda^  of  lynching 
the  three  murderers  and  Mrs.  Michael 
Smith,  who  poisoned  her  husband,  but 
no  outbreak  occurred,  the  laob  lacking  a 
leader.

Passing  Signals  in  a  Fog. 
With  reference  to  the  much  reviled 
"new"  pilot  rule  which  the  ake  captains 
are  trying  to  have  suspended,  Supervis- 
ing Inspector  Westcott,  of  Detroit,  says 
that  the  rule  which  forbids  the  use  ot 
any  but  the  regular  fog  signals  until  the 
vessels  are  within  sight  of  each  other  is 
not  an  original  rule,  but  an  interpreta- 
tion of  the  law  cf  1S85,  which,  by  the 
way,  the  United  States  circ  uit  court  of 
appeals  has  just  decided  was  not  put  in 
force  on  the  lakes.  At  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  board  of  supervising  inspec- 
tors it  was  discovered  thai  few  of  the 
vessel  masters  were  aware  that  the  use 
of  passing  signals  in  fog  was  illegal, and 
that  some  of  the  supervising  in- 
spectors themselves  w<:re  equally 
ignorant  on  this  point.  The  com- 
mittee then  formulated  the  rule  to 
give  information  to  pilots  and  masters 
regarding  the  requirements  of  the  law.

THE  iSQUITO  KT 


Reports    From    Minister    Baker  and    Capt. 
Watson  Regarding  the  State  of  Af- 
fairs at  Sluefields. 


Escape  of    Arguerillas   Announced    and  the 
Belief  Expressed  That  He  Would  Not 
be  Recaptured. 


Report  That  Clarence,  the  Mosquito  Leader, 
Was  Restored  to  Power,  Contradicted 
by  Minister  Baker. 


Washington, May  22. — Acting  Secre- 
tary McAdoA  has  received  a  letter  from 
Capt.  Watson,  commanding  the  United 
States  ship,  San  Francisco,  at  Bluetields, 
dated  May  19.  The  captain  sends  an 
account  of  the  various  interviews  he  has 
had  with  the  Nicaraguan  authorities  and 
announces  the  departure  for  Managua 
of  Madriz,  the  Nicaraguan  foreign  secre- 
tary, and  of  Torres,  appointed  governor 
of  Rama  to  succeed  Arguerillas,  the 
murderer  of  the  American,  Wilson. 

Torres  was  required  to  report  and 
answer  a  charge  that  he  had  sheltered 
and  allowed  the  escape  of  the  murderer 
instead  of  bringing  him  to  judgment. 
The  letter  announces  the  escape  of 
Arguerillas  and  the  thought  tha  the  would 
not  be  recaptured, 

Capt.  Watson  reports  matters  quiet  at 
Bluetields.  He  took  United  States  Con- 
sul Braeda  on  May  10  and  sailed  away 
for  the  latter's  post,  Greytown.  The 
British  cruiser  Magicienne  was  at  Blue- 
fields,  and  the  commander  promised 
Capt.  Watson  that  he  would  watch  over 
the  town  until  he  returned.  The  New 
York,  which  is  now  undoubtedly  at  Blue- 
tields, had  not  arrived  .at  the  date  of  the 
letter. 

As  matters  are  now  ciuiet  there,  it  is 
believed  the  big  cruiser  will  be  ordered 
home,  where  she  will  be  docked  and  put 
in  good  repair  and  perhaps  take  some 
of  the  naval  militiamen  out  for  their 
summer  cruises. 

A  report  by  mail  also  reached  the 
state  department  from  United  States 
Minister  Baker  yesterday.  This  dis- 
patch brings  the  storv  of  events  down  to 
May  II.  He  was  able  to  sail  on  the 
Oago  that  day  for  Managua,  where  he 
e.xpected  to  arrive  aboui  May  25.  He 
confirms  Capt.  Watson's  story  of  the 
escape  of  Arguerillas,  the  acting  gover- 
nor of  Rama,  and  states  that  despite  the 
protest  of  the  Nicaraguan  commissioner, 
Argua,  that  Arguerillas  was  in  jail  at 
Bluefields  and  would  be  brought  to  trial, 
it  was  shown  that  the  accused  was  at 
liberty  during  most  of  the  day  of  May  9, 
and  finally  disappeared. 

Mr.  Baker  sheds  new  interest  upon 
the  movements  of  Clarence,  the  Mos- 
quito leader.  It  was  stated  by  the  Uni- 
ted Press  that  Clarence  had  been  re- 
stored to  power  as  the  governing  chief 
over  Bluefields  and  the  Mosquito  coun- 
try bv  Capt.  Clark,  the  commander  of 
the  British  warship  Magicienne.  Mr. 
Baker's  dispatch  contradicts  this  report, 
for  he  says  that  whUe  Clarence  returned 
to  Bluefields  on  May  i,  on  the 
British  vessel,  "he  placed  himself  under 
Commissioner  Lacayo's  guarantee  of 
personal  safety." 

It  does  not  appear  that  Clarence  had 
been  reinstated  in  his  political  position 
either  by  British  or  any  other  influence, 
up  to  the  date  of  the  minister's  dispatch. 
Mr.  Baker  concludes  by  stating  that  the 
Nicaraguan  soldiers  had  (juit  Bluefields, 
part  going  to  the  interior  and  a  detach- 
ment remaining  at  the  Bluff. 


APPOINTMENTS  PAID  FOR. 

PqHco  Commissioner  McClave.  of  New  York. 
Under  Serious  Charges. 

New  Vokk,  May  22.— Police  Commis- 
sioner John  McClave  and  Gideon  Grang- 
er, his  son-in-law,  denounced  each  other 
vigorously  before  the  Lexow  committee 

yesterday.  Mr.  Granger  calmly  testified 
that  Mr.  McClave  took  money  for  having 
men  appointed  upon  the  police  force  of 
this  city,  and  Mr.  McClave  furiously 
shouted  that  his  son-in-law  was  a  liar, 
thief  and  perjurer.  The  session  was  tlie 
liveliest  ever  held  by  the  committee. 

The  commissioner  and  his  son-in-law 
have  been  at  swords'  points  for  some 
time.  McClave  interrupted  Granger's 
recital  by  exclaiming:  "I  simply  wish 
to  say  that  this  man  on  the  stand  is  a 
drunkard,  a  liar,  a  thief  and  a  perjurer, 
and  it  has  been  proven." 

Granger  smiled  superciliously,  but 
said  nothing.  Several  instances  were 
sworn  to  by  Granger  of  the  payment  of 
money  to  obtain  appointments  as  police- 
men, though  in  no  case  was  a  specific 
understanding  with  McClave  estab- 
lished.

The  messenger  who  brings  the  tidings 
of  the  shooting  says  that  a  dozen  men 
were  in  the  battle,  and  that  no  less  than 
fifty  shots  were  fired.

Three  miles 
from  Colquitt  lives  a  family  by  the  name 
of  Smith,  and  they  have  a  14-year-old 
daughter  who  attends  a  school  four  miles 
from  their  home.

She  fought  desperately,  but  the  fiend 
threw  her  down  and  stabbed  her  in  the 
side  and  drawing  a  pistol  fired  it  over 
her  head.  The  father  appeared  at  this 
time  and  the  negro  turned  and  fired  sev- 
eral shots  into  his  body.  Mr.  Smith  is 
badly  wounded  and  is  expected  to  die. 

The  sherifif  succeeded  in  capturing  the 
scoundrel.  The  young  lady  and  her 
father  both  identified  him,  when  he  was 
brought  into  their  presence.  Yesterday 
morning  a  crowd  of  about  fifty  men  took 
the  negro  from  the  jail  to  the  woods, 
hanged  him  to  a  limb  and  riddled  his 
body  with  bullets.

PROFIT  SHARING 

Social  Science  Club  Discussrd  It  Freoly  at 
Last  Evening's  Meeting. 
The  interest  m  the  disouasions  of  the 
Social  Science  club,  held  at  the  Congre- 
gational church,  is  growing,  every  meet- 
ing showing  a  larger  attendincc.  Rev, 
Mr.  Noyes,  as  usual,  read  a  chapter  in 
Wasihinglon  Gladden's  book  the  "Tools 
and  the  Mao,"  on  which  the  discussion 
of  the  evening  was  foundcJ.  The  sub- 
ject of  the  chapter  is  the  "Reotganiza- 
tion  of  the  Wages  System."  Abstracted 
it  IS  as  follows: 

"We  have  alreadv  seen  that  there  is 
something  better  in  s'orefor  society  than 
the  wages  system.  From  the  period  in 
the  develo  )mert  of  society  of  strikes 
and  lockou'S  as  a  settlement  of  difficul- 
ties emsrecs  the  advanced  step  of  arbi- 
tration. The  speedy  establishment  of 
tribunals  for  arbitration  is  much  to  be 
desired.  But  arbitration  is  not  a  finality. 
It  is  merely  a  step  forward,  a  little  better 
than  lockouts.  The  next  stage  is  profit 
sh.aring  and  beyond  that  co-operation. 

"rhis  is  a  limited  partnership  between 
capital  and  labor,  an  admission  that 
labor  has  some  right  to  a  share  in  the 
profits  of  his  work.  The  methods  of 
profit  sharing  differ.  Oae  way  is  to  set 
aside  a  stipulated  proportion  of  the 
profits  to  be  divided  among  the  workmen 
at  the  end  ot  the  year.  If  there  is  no 
profit  there  is  nothing  to  divide.  To 
•guard  against  losses  a  certain  per  cent 
of  the  profit  is  set  aside  as  a  reserve  fund 
before  division.  This  secures  the  work- 
men from  losing  a  part  of  their  wages  in 
dull  years, 

"It  shows,  when  this  method  is  recog- 
nized by  employers,  that  they  are  aware 
that  a  laborer  is  not  merely  an  embodi- 
ment of  so  much  muscle  or  mechanical 
force — he  is  also  a  man.  The  good  will 
of  the  laborer  which  may  be  secured  by 
recognizing  his  clainl  to  a  part  of  the 
profit  on  his  labor  is  worth  a  great  deal 
to  his  emjiloyer.  There  would  be  no 
threats  of  strikes  to  jar  his  prosperity. 
This  plan  is  not  in  theory;  it  has  had 
substantial  results,  as  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  86  per  cent  of  the  attempts  to 
operate  under  it  have  proved  successful. 
"There  is  objection  to  the  plan  from 
socialists  as  they  want  a  radical  change 
at  once  and  are  not  willing  to  submit  to 
natuie's  evident  plan-  -evolution. 

"Another  plan  is  to  invest  the  em- 
ploye's share  uiuil  a  certain  age  or  term 
of  service  is  reached.  Others  combine 
both  this  and  the  first  on.-." 

A  number  of  successul  e-vamples  in 
France  were  given  showing  tint  the 
main  cause  of  their  success  was  the  inter- 
est shown  by  employes  in  ttieir  work, 
and  the  result  was  that  from  15  to  2.1  per 
cent  on  the  v/a>;es  was  given  each  year. 
"Among  the  examples  in  this  country 
are  the  Piilsburv  mills.  Century  com- 
pany. Proctor  &  Gamble,  Vale  Lock 
company,  Rand  tljl:  McN'ally  and  Wana- 
maker's.  Pillsbury's  mills  have  been 
known  to  put  aside  $400  a  year  to  each 
employe. 

"i5ut  men  are  not  all  alike.  Some 
work  IS  worth  more  than  others,  and  the 
rew.irds  will  be  proportional  to  the  work 
ot  the  employe.  We  must  not  e.xpect 
.any  sociological  experiment  to  do  away 
with  the  results  of  indolence,  negligence 
and  Ignorance. 

B.  C.  Church,  who  was  to  have  read  a 
paper  on  profit  sharing,  was  out  of  town 
and  the  hearing  was  postponed  till  the 
next  meeting  when  other  papers  will  be 
read. 

J.  S.  Pardee  read  a  digest  of  Oilman's 
book  on  profit  sharing.  "Mr.  Oilman," 
said  he,  "does  not  theorize.  He  outlines 
merely  what  has  been  done  and  toe 
tendency  of  ihe  times.  Before  the  w.isjcs 
system  came  in  product  shai  iiig  prevailed, 
as  it  does  now  in  tome  of  the  primitive 
industries  such  as  the  fisheries.  The 
wages  system  :s  more  convenient,  so  we 
are  taking  that  up.  But  ic  brings  its 
evds.  and  we  wish  to  return  ta  some  of 
the  benefits  of  product  sharing. 

"The  best  way  visible  is  to  adopt  profit 
shaiing.  The  success  of  sonic  of  the  in- 
stances of  experiments  given  is  due  to 
the  perfect  uiidL-rstanding  between  mas- 
ter and  man.  The  most  successful  were 
when  the  employes  could  do  most  by 
showing  an  interest  e(|uivalent  to  the 
cmplovers"  in  the  business.  The  reason 
It  has  not  been  so  sucoess-ful  in  America 
is  because  the  American  laborer  is  not 
so  U:ed  to  economy  as  European  laborers 
are,  and  he  usually  spends  his  dividend 
immediately." 

Mr.  Noyes  mentioned  as  an  evidence 
of  success  of  the  plan  the  fact  that  the 
Imperial  niill  had  given  each  employe  a 
paid  life  insurance  policy  of  $1000. 

W.  H.  Hoyt  gave  a  short  history  of  the 
exptriment  among  the  coopers  ot  Minne- 
apoli?,  where  it  has  been  in  the  highest 
degree  successful.  Here,  however,  the 
system  ii  co-operation  instead  of  profit- 
sharing,  as  the  men  furnish  both  capital 
and  labor  and  are  their  own  employers. 
The  subject  lor  two  weeks  from  last 
night  will  be  "Scientific  Socialism,"  and 
tbe  various  plans  for  the  reor;,'an;zation 
of  the  present  order  of  things  will  be  dis- 
cussed and  examined.

The 
latter  hesitated  to  leave  a  good  thing 
even  for  a  minute,  but  finally  did  so  and 
was  a.'<ked:

The  Major's  Confidence. 
A  dispatch  from  Washington  to  the 
morning- paper  says  that  Maj.  Baldwin 
is  confident  he  will  be  re-elected  to  con- 
gress no  matter  who  the  Republican 
candidate  may  be.  This  shows  that  the 
major  has  not  lost  the  confident  feeling 
that  he  possessed  in  the  last  campaign. 
Confidence  is  a  good  thing  to  have,  but 
it  does  not  always  win,  and  the  major 
might  just  as  well  prepare  himself  for  a 
rude  awakening  from  his  confident  sense 
of  security  from  defeat. 

What  is  there  in  the  situation  that 
should  becet  such  strong  confidence  in 
Maj.  Baldwin's  breast?  Is  it  the  intense 
Democratic  harmony  produced  in  Du- 
luth by  the  appointments  made  on  his 
recommendation?  Is  it  the  equal- 
ly intense  satisfaction  in  Stearns 
and  Morrison  counties  with  the 
progress  of  the  fight  over 
the  registership  cf  the  St.  Cloud  land 
office,  or  is  it  the  good  feeling  in  Crow 
Wing  county  caused  by  the  fulfillment 
of  a  reported  promise  to  have  the  St. 
Cloud  land  office  removed  to  Brainerd? 
Is  it  one  or  all  of  these  things  that  causes 
the  major  to  strut  around  the  capitol  with 
such  supreme  confidence  in  his  ability  to 
defeat  any  and  all  opponents  at  the  polls? 

It  may  be  that  the  secret  of  this  strange 
confidence  is  contained  in  a  Washington 
dispatch,  which  appeared  in  the  St.  Paul 
Globe  the  other  day,    with    reference  to 
the  fight  between    Mr.  Doran,    the  chiet 
sachem  of    Minnesota    Democracy,  and 
Mai.  Baldwin  over  the  registership  at  St. 
Cloud.    The  dispatch  said:    "There  are 
decided  evidences  that    Maj.  Baldwin  is 
weakening,  as  he  has  recently  been  hear- 
ing ia  emphatic  tones  from  the  southern 
and  western  sections  of  the  Sixth  district. 
The  fact  of  his  being  a  candidate  for  re- 
election, and  that  the    convention  period 
is      rapidly     approaching.        probably 
has    much    to     do      with      Baldwin's 
readiness    to    make     any      sort    of    a 
compromise        which       will        remove 
a  Republican  and  plant  a  Democrat  in 
so  influential  a  position.    There  are  also 
rumors,    w^hich  do  not    appear  to  be  en- 
tirely groundless,    that    Messrs.  Doran 
and  Baldwm  are  on  the  verge  of  healing 
over    their    differences    with  a  view  to 
playing  the  two  leading  instruments  on 
the  same  band    wason    during  the  com- 
ing campaign.      Whatever  may  be  the 
reason,  it  is  well  known    among  Minne- 
sotians  in  Washington    that  there  is  no 
longer  the    same   bitterness  of  feeling 
manifested  by  Maj.  Baldwin  toward  the 
man  he  has    fought  so    persistently  the 
past  year." 

It  will  be  a  rare  and  thrilling  sight, 
one  calculated  to  stir  the  breasts  of  the 
local  Democracy,  to  see  the  St.  Paul 
boss  and  the  major  playing  the  same  old 
tunes,  a  la  Prince  Lorenza  and  Farmer 
Rocco  in  "La  Mascotte,"  to  keep  the 
Sixth  district  from  embracing  Republi- 
caoism. 


have  failed  to  notice  that  such  has  been 
the  case  in  past  years  in  Minnesota. 
According  to  Mr.  Stone,  during  the  fiscal 
year  1893  10,867  prosecutions  were  insti- 
tuted for  violations  of  United  States 
laws,  which  resulted  in  5262  convictions 
and  1660  acquitt.ils,  while  3945  ot  the 
cases  were  nolle  prossed.  The  report 
continues: 

"We  are  justified  in  assuming  that 
where  the  defendant  is  actjuitted  or  the 
case  against  him  nolle  prossed,  the 
United  Stales  had  not  sufficient  evidence 
to  convict.  We  are  led  to  conclude, 
therefore,  that  more  than  half  of  the 
cases  terminating  during  that  fiscal  year 
were  improperly  brought.  Of  course 
there  are  many  criminal  cases  properly 
brought  which  result  Li  acquittals  or 
nolle  prosses,  but  in  the  above  showing 
the  percentage  of  acquittals  and  nolle 
prosses  is  too  large  and,  we  think,  justi- 
fies the  belief  that  many  of  ihem  were 
instituted  more  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing fees  than  in  the  interest  cf  jus- 
tice." 

The  salaries  proposed  by  the  bill  are 
$4000  to  district   attorneys;    $4000    for 
marshals,  and  graded  salaries  for  clerks. 
Attorney  General  Olney  has  written  to 
the  committee    that    the   proposed  plan 
will  save  $70,000  on  the  salaries   of  at- 
torneys and    marshals.    The  maximum 
compensation    which    district  attorneys 
and  marshals  are  now  allowed  by  law  is 
$6000,  and  United  States  circuit  and  dis- 
trict clerks  $3500    per  annum,    and  yet, 
owing  to  the  number  of  statutes  and  de- 
cisions of  first  comptrollers  running  over 
many  years,  these  officials  frequently  re- 
ceive much  larger  annual  compensation. 
An  instance  is  cited  of    a    district    at- 
torney who  has  for  years  realized  $20,000 
and  another  where  a  district  attorney  re- 
ceived for  a  year  and   a    half    S7063,  al- 
though his  returns  showed  but  little  over 
$1000,  the  balance  being  mileage  to  and 
from  court.    Clerks  of    courts    have  re- 
ceived as  high  as  $14,000  to    cover    this 
having  held  that  naturalizing  fees    need 
not  be  included  in    the    emolument    re- 
turns. 

It  has  been  left  to  the  attorney  general 
to  fix  the  salaries  of  clerks  of  courts  with 
S4000  as  the  limit.  Under  the  present 
law  it  cost  the  government  annually  a 
large  amount  unneccessarily  expended 
by  the  marshal  in  fees  for  guards  for 
prisoners.  The  bill  directs  that  prisoners 
shall  be  committed  for  trial  in  default  of 
bail  to  the  nearest  jail  and  to  be  tried  at 
the  nearest  point  where  the  court  is  held. 
It  directs  that  writs  shall  be  sent  by  mail 
and  does  away  with  the  large  mileage 
charges  for  travel.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  passage  of  the  proposed  law 
would  work  a  much  needed  reform.

The  convention  to  be  held  at  Minne- 
apolis tomorrow  to  promote  the  con- 
sumptioDJofjarticles  manufactured  or  pro- 
duced in  the  Northwest  promises  to  be 
largely  attended.

A  Desirable  Reform. 
The  house  committee  on  judiciary  has 
recommended  a  bill  that  will  materially 
reduce  the  incomes  of  the  United  Siates 
district  attorneys  and  marshals  and  the 
clerks  of  the  United  States  courts,  should 
it  be  favorably  acted  upon  by  congress. 
Just  what  prospect  there  is  of  the  meas- 
ure becoming  a  law  is  unknown,  but  un- 
doubtedly it  will  have  many  opponents, 
because  senators  and  representatives 
will  be  adverse  to  cutting  down  the  in- 
comes of  men  whose  appointments  they 
have  secured  after  a  hard  struggle  and 
upon  whose  aid  in  coming  campaigns 
they  arc  counting  with  confidence. 
However,  there  is  much  that  can  be  said 
in  favor  of  the  bill.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  many  of  these  officials  now  receive 
incomes  that  are  entirely  too  great  and 
that  the  system  by  which  they  derive 
their  incomes  encourages  the  improper 
*  institution  of  criminal  proceedings  in 
cases  where  there  is  no  prospect  of 
conviction. 

The  report  ot  the  committee,  prepared 
by  Representative  W.  A.  Stone, of  Penn- 
sylvania, points  out  that  under  the  pres- 
ent system  of  graded  fees  a  premium  is 
placed  upon  prosecutions.  No  one  who

Haukishurg,  }'a.,  May  23.— The 
biggest  crowd  seen  at  a  state  convention 
for  years  packed  the  Harrisburg  opera 
house  when  the  convention  to  nominate 
the  candidates  of  the  Republican  party 
for  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  audi- 
tor general,  secretary  of  state  and  con- 
gressman-at-large,  was  called  to  order. 
The  opera  house  was  decorated  with 
bunting  and  shields  in  which  the  Ameri- 
can colors  predominated. 

The  assemblage  got  down  to  business 
at  11:15  a.  m.  The  roll  call  showed  the 
presence  cf  2^7  delegates  out  of  264. 
Gen.  Louis  Wagner,  ot  Philadelphia,  was 
chosen  temporary  chairman  by  183  votes 
to  64  for  Mr.  McCauley,  of  Chester,  who 
was  nommated  by  the  adherents  of  Con- 
gressman "Jack"  Robinson,  the  candi- 
date opposing  Walter  Lyon  for  the  otVice 
of  lieutenant  governor. 

Gen.  Wagner,  in  assuming  temporary 
control  of  called  attention  to  the 
iact  that  this  is  the  Republican  conven- 
tion held  to  nominate  a  state  ticket  and 
considered  it  important  for  that  rjason, 
if  for  no  othei;,.  After  the  selection  cf 
committees  on  resolutions,  with  Lyman 
D.  Gilbert,  of  Harrisburg,  ab  chairman, 
a.nd  organization  with  E,  P.  Warren,  of 
Scranton,  the  convention  at  12:10  p.  m. 
took  a  recess  for  one  hour. 

The  Platform  Adopted. 
When  the  convention  met  in  the  after- 
noon the  committee  on  resolutions  pre- 
sen.ed  the  following  platform,  which  was 
adopteJ: 

The  Republicans  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
convention  assembled,  repeat  for  the 
regulation  and  government  of  the  na- 
tional currency  the  following  principles 
of  finance  which  were  announced  by  us 
at  our  last  state  convention  and  which 
since  then  have  received  the  over- 
whelming approval  of  our  fellow-citi- 
zens: 

We  favor  the  expansion  of  the  circu- 
lating medium  of  the  country  until  the 
same  shall  amount  to  S40  per  capita  of 
our  population,  and  approve  the  propo- 
sition to  issue  national  bank  rote;  to  the 
par  value  of  the  amount  of  bonds  de- 
posited to  secure  their  circulation.  W^c 
declare  that  the  obligations  of  the  gov- 
ernment should  be  discharged  in  money, 
approved  and  current  ^in  all  civilized 
nations,  to  the  end  that  a  largelv  in- 
creased reserve  of  gold  should  be  gradu- 
ally accumulated  and  maintained. 

We  declare  our  belief  to  be  that  no 
legislation  can  make  our  currency  meet 
the  needs  of  the  American  people,  un- 
less it  conforms  to  the  following  utter- 
ance of  our  last  national  convention: 

"The  American  people,  from  tradition 
and  interest,  favor  bi-metallism,  and  the 
Republican  party  demands  the  use  of 
both  gold  and  silver  as  standard  money, 
with  such  restrictions  and  under  such 
provisions  to  be  determined  by  legisla- 
tion, as  will  secure  and  maintain  the 
parity  of  values  of  the  two  metals,  so 
that  the  purchasing  and  debt-payine 
power  of  a  dollar,  whether  cl  silver,  gold*, 
or  paper,  shall  be  at  all  times  equal. 
The  interests  of  the  producers  of  the 
country,  its  farmers  and  workingmen, 
demand  that  every  dollar,  paper  or 
metal,  issued  by  the  government,  shall 
be  as  good  as  any  other." 

The  threats  and  efforts  which  the  De- 
mocratic party,  now  in  control  of  the 
executive  and  legislative  departments  of 
the  national  government  are  making  to 
destroy  the  system  of  protection  to  Am- 
erican industries  have  wrecked  our 
manufacturing  establishments,  destroyed 
the  value  of  our  farm  products,  ruined 
our  employers,  beggared  our  working- 
men,  and  brought  distrust  upon  the  hon- 
esty of  their  proposed  legislation. 

We  denounce  this  Democratic  assault 
upon  the  American  protective  system 
because  its  effect  already  has  been  to  re- 
duce to  idleness  two  millions  of  work- 
men, and  values  to  an  amount  greater 
than  the  national  debt  created  for  the 
suppression  of  the  rebellion;  because  it 
enlarges  the  free  list  only  upon  pro- 
ducts which  employ  the  great- 
est number  cf  American  workmen; 
because  it  strikes  with  all  cruelly  the 
farmer,  the  miner,  the  lumberman,  the 
iron,  the  glass  and  the  textile  worker; 
because  it  transfers  work  from  our  own 
mills,  mines  and  workshops  to  foreign 
countries;  because  it  is  sectional  and  is 
aimed  directly  at  Northern  industries 
and  fosters  the  plantation  lystem  and 
destroys  the  farm;  because  it  is  vicious 
in  its  changes  from  specific  toad  valorem 
duties,  in  its  reduction  of  the  revenues  of 
government  by  m  Uions  of  dollars,  and  it 
resorts  to  war  taxes  and  increased  inter- 
nal aid  direct  taxes  to  make  up  the  defi- 
ciency it  needlessly  creates. 

We  commend  and  approve  the  efiForts 
of  our  senators  and  members  of  congress 
to  delay  and  defeat  the  passage  of  legis- 
lation hostile  to  any  .American  industry, 
and  we  denounce  the  treatment  ot  our 
workingmen  by  the  Democratic  com- 
miltee  of  the  senate  which,  in  violation 
of  courtesy  and  of  all  legislative  tradi- 
tion, denied  them  a  hearing,  when  thev 
desired  in  a  constitutional  manner  to  re- 
monstrate against  this  destructive  legis- 
lation. 

We  denounce  the  selection  of  a  South- 
ern Democrat  for  the  secretaryship  of 
the  interior  as  a  deliberate  betrayal  of 
the  welfare  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  deplore  the   needless   persecutions, 


suspicions  and  privations  to  which  tliev 
have  been  subjected  under  that  hostile 
administration. 

We  denounce  the  unpatriotic  and  un- 
American  management  of  our  foreign 
relations  by  the  Democratic  national  ad- 
ministration which  surrenders  American 
treaty  rights  and  vital  interests  in  Samoa, 
and  which  has  unjustifiAbly  planned  and 
labored  to  uphold  and  restore  an  odious 
monarchy  in  Hawaii  and  prevent  the 
establishment  there  of  a  sister  repub- 
lic, in  conflict  with  that  principle  of  self- 
government  upon  which  our  own  repub- 
lic was  founded. 

VVe  demand  the  enactment  of  such 
legislation  as  will  preveet  the  immigra- 
tion of  paupers,  criminals  and  persons 
incapable,  either  physically  or  mentally, 
of  self-support.  We  demand  such  change 
in  our  naturalization  system  as  will  deny 
the  rights  of  American  citizenship  to  an- 
archists and  to  all  other  persons  hostile 
to  «ur  government  and  to  that  liberty  of 
law  upon  which  it  is  founded. 

The     Cfeveland    administration    has 
verified  the  v/orst  apprehensions  of  those 
who  opposed  its  entrance  into  office.     It 
has  demonstrated  its    incapacity  to  gov- 
ern both  foreign    and    domestic  affairs. 
It  has  shown  its  powerlessness  to  counsel 
wisely  even  its  own  party  followers,    so 
that  Democratic  congressmen  are  adrift 
upon  all   ijuestions    where    the  power  of 
public  patronage  does  not  compel  them 
to  act  alike.      Imme<Iiately  upon  its  ac- 
cession to  power,  the   Democratic  party 
betrayed  the    confidence  the  American 
people   had  reposed  in  it,  and  since  then 
It  has      continuously     shown   itself    so 
thoroughly  unequal  to  the    discharge  of 
the  high  trust  committed  to  its  care  that 
its  history  excites  the  contempt  and  dis- 
trust of  every  thoughtful  citizen. 
Hastings  fcr  Governor. 
Gen.    Daniel    S.  Hastings    was  nomi- 
nated for  governor  by  acclamation.    The 
nominating  speech  was  made    by    Gen. 
James  A.  Beaver,  who  said:     "Mr.  Pres- 
ident and    fellow  delegates:    W'e    have 
fallen  upon  evil  times.    They  arc  not  of 
our  seeking.    They  are  not  of  our  choos- 
ing.   They    are    certainly    not    of    cur 
making.  Clearly         foreseen         in 

case  an  attenapt  should  be 
made  to  reverse  the  industrial 
policy  of  this  country  which  has  given  it 
prosperity  never  before  dreamed  of,  we 
did  what  we  could  by  voice  and  vote  to 
avert  the  calamity.  We  may  congratu- 
late ourselves  upon  our  prescience  and 
also  upon  our  devotion  to  principle  and 
duty.  That  was  wise  foresight  on  the 
part  of  the  captain  who  had  for  four 
years  sailed  the  American  craft,  as  the 
United  States  government  which  fur- 
nished for  his  successor  in  i8g2,  a  chait 
showing  the  course  which  he  had  steered 
and  an  inventory  of  the  stores  which 
were  aboard. 

"The  greatest  question  which  confronts 
our  people  at  the  present  time  is  the  set- 
tlement of  the  industrial  policy  of  our 
country.  It  isnot  a  question'of  tariff 
and  schedules.  It  is  more  than  a  choice 
between  ad  valorem  and  specific  duties. 
It  is  greater  than  the  hair-splitting  ques- 
tions which  divide  Our  schools  of  politi- 
cal economists.  It  is  larger  even  than 
the  issue  between  protection  and  free 
trade.  Back  of  Wilson  bills  and  Mc- 
Kinley  bills— back  cf  the  constitution 
Itself— there  n  re  great  fundamental  prin- 
ciples, ancient  as  the  race  and  immutable 
as  the  laws  of  (iod,  uoon  which  our 
policy  as  a  nation  must  rest  if  we  are  to 
bring  to  our  people  the  largest  prosperity 
and  the  fullest  measure  of  freedom. 
There  has  never  been  and  there  never 
will  be  in  the  history  of  the  race,  a  toler- 
ation of  the  idea  that  one  man  shall  eat 
his  bread  in  the  sweat  of  another  man's 
brow.  The  wage-earners  of  this  country 
constitute  its  majority.  They  are  its 
rulers.    They  dictate  it^  policy. 

"It  IS,  therefore,  incumbent  upon  us  as 
a  nation  to  adopt  such  a  policy  as  will 
make  a  wage  rate  which  will  insure  not 
merely  the  bread  which  sustains  the 
body,  but  the  education  which  will  lead 
to  independent  thought  and  independent 
investigation  and  independent  votes.  In 
other  words  we  must  secure  to  the  wage- 
earners  of  this  country  the  proper  re- 
wards of  their  labor  and  those  rewards 
for  those  who  are  industrious  and  frugal, 
and  sustenance  for  the  body,  education 
for  the  mind  and  morals  ;ind  an  inde- 
pendent home  for  the  family  and  provis- 
ion fcr  a  rainy  day. 

"It  will .  mean  the  remunerative  em- 
ployment of  capital.  It  will  mean  a 
home  market  for  agriculture;  it  will  mean 
an  independent,  self-respecting,  wage- 
earning  class  who  cannot  be  awed  by 
threats  nor  purchased  by  blandishments; 
it  will  mean  a  government  based  on  the 
glad  intelligent  consent  of  the  people, 
without  which  all  government  is  a 
failure." 

Concluding,  Mr.  Beaver  nominated  for 
governor  Gen.  Daniel  S.  Hastings,  of 
Center  county,  as  a  man  in  every  way 
fiued  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office. 
Walter  Lyon,  of  Allegheny  county, 
was  nominated  for  lieutenant  governor. 
The  rest  of  the  state  ticket  is  as  follows: 
Auditor  general,  Amos  Mvlin,  of  Lan- 
caster; secretary  of  internal  affairs, 
James  W.  Latta,  of  Philadelphia;  con- 
gressmen-at-large.  Galusha  A.  Grow,  of 
Suscjuehanna,  and  Georire  F.  Huff,  of 
Westmoreland. 

The  only  fight  of  the  day,  aside  from 
that  for  the  nomination  for  lieutenant 
governor,  was  made  against  State  Chair- 
man Gilkeson,  in  the  committee  on  re- 
solutions. W.  I,  Schaffer,  of  Delaware, 
a  friend  of  Robinson,  made  a  motion  that 
the  method  of  choosing  the  chairman  of 
the  state  committee  be  changed  so  that 
he  shall  be  selected  by  the  state  com- 
mittee instead  of  bv  the  candidate.  The 
friends  of  Robinson  advocated  this 
change,  but  a  majority  of  the  committee 
opposed  it,  and  the  motion  was  tabled.

Washington,  May  23.— The  an- 
nouncement that  Senator  Ciorman  would 
speak  today  upon  the  tariff  had  the  effect 
of  bringing  out  a  larger  attendance  than 
usual.  Senator  Kyle  introduced  a  reso- 
lution declaring  for  nonintervention  in 
Hawaiian  affairs,  which  went  over  until 
tomorrow  and  then  the  tariff  bill  was 
taken  up.  Senators  Jones  and  Piatt  dis- 
cus.^^ed  the  "t"  rail  amendment  for  a 
time  after  which  Senator  (;orraan,  pale 
froai  his  recent  illness,  took  the  floor. 

He  spoke  slowly  and  in  a  low  tone. 
He  rehearsed  the  difficulties  that  had 
confronted  the  Democratic  party  in  deal- 
ing w-ith  the  (luestion  of  tariff  reform. 
The  difiliculty  was  not  in  any  opposition, 
but  in  internal  dissension  as  to  how  the 
fruits  of  victory  should  b;^  secured. 
Withal  he  claimed  that  action  by  the 
present  congress  had  not  been  unusually 
aelayed.  It  was  the  last  of  September 
before  the  president  signed  the  McKin- 
ley  bill  and  this  is  only  .May.  The  Wil- 
son bill,  he  said,  had  been  reported  to 
the  house  before  its  effect  upon  existing 
industries  coula  be  properly  studied-  an 
imperfect  measure  that  not  only  failed 
to  meet  tne  treasury  demands,  but 
actually  increased  the  deficit  created  by 
the  Republican  prohibitive  duties. 

There  was  no  expectation  that  it  would 
become  a  law  unchanged.  The  senate 
bad  always  perfected  such  bills.  Vet,  no 
sooner  did  the  finance  committee  begin 
its  work  than  the  crv  for  "action"  was  re- 
newed with  extraordinary  vigor,  and  the 
Democratic  senators  were  informed  that 
any  chanee  would  be  set  down  as  "be- 
trayal of  the  party's  promises,"  and  that 
every  senator  who  showed  the  least  con- 
cern for  the  interests  or  his  own  ^tate 
was  a  traitor  to  the  Union  and  his  party; 
that  the  senate  was  no  longer  a  co-ord'i- 
nate  body,  but  its  sole  duty  was  to  ratify 
blindly  the  action  of  the  house. 

Said  Mr.  Gorman:  "It  would  be  idle, 
Mr.  President,  to  dwell  upon  the  mani- 
fest absurdities  of  this  outgrowth  of  pet- 
ulance. But  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
the  demand  for  prompt  action  seriously 
impaired  the  efficiency  of  the  finance 
committee's  work  and  became  so  strong 
that  revision  was  hastily  completed  and 
the  bill  was  reported  to  the  senate.  I 
ventured  the  assertion  in  ihe  course  of 
the  silver  debate  that  nowhere  was  the 
truth  of  the  old  adage  'the  greater  haste, 
the  less  speed'  better  exemplified  than 
in  legislation.  So  it  proved  then,  and  so 
It  IS  now. 

"I  do  not  propose  to  discuss  the  merits 
or  demerits  of  either  the  original  Wilson 
bill  or  the  measure  first  reported  by  the 
finance  committee.  It  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  there  never  has  been  a  moment 
when  eaher  could  command  a  majority 
of  the  votes  in  this  chamber.  We  might 
deplore  such  a  condition,  and  others 
might  and  did  rail  against  those  in  a 
measure  responsible  for  it.  But  the  fact 
remained  that  we  could  not  pass  the 
bill. 

"Such  was  the  situation  the  Demo- 
cratic senators  had  to  meet  and  they 
have  met  it,  by  the  introduction  of  a 
Democratic  measure  of  tariff  reform 
which  merits  and,  I  believe,  will  receive 
every  Democratic  vote  in  this  body,  the 
endorsement  of  a  Democratic  house,  the 
signature  of  a  Democratic  president  and 
the  approval  of  the  Democratic  party." 
In  answer  to  the  charges  by  the  Re- 
publicans. Mr,  Gorman  asserted  that  the 
bill  had  been  constructed  on  the  Demo- 
cratic theory  of  a  tariff  for  revenue  with 
such  incidental  pro  ection  as  could  be 
given  consistently  to  the  industries  of 
the  country.  It  followed  strictly  the 
course  marked  out  by  President  Cleve- 
land in  his  letter  of  acceptance  upon 
which  he  was  re  elected  and  the  Demo- 
cratic party  intrusted  with  full  power. 

If  there  had  been  the  slightest  appre- 
hension in  the  public  mind  01  a  radical 
overturning  of  our  industrial  affairs,  Mr. 
Cleveland  would  not  have  been  re  elect- 
ed.' This  was  not  a  free  trade  measure, 
but  it  was  a  longer  step  for  freer  trade 
than  either  the  Mills  bill  or  the  tariff  act 
of  1883.  It  was  not  protection  for  protec- 
tion's sake,  but  it  did  discriminate  be- 
tween raw  materials  and  manufactured 
articles  to  the  full  extent  of  the  differ- 
ence between  European  and  American 
wages,  nor  was  it  a  deficit  creating  bill, 
such  as  the  present  law  was.orthe  house 
bill  would  have  been. 

It  was  Democratic  because  it  reduced 
taxation  to  the  requirements  of  the  gov- 
ernment. It  was  just;  it  was  wise;  it  was 
businesslike;  it  was  patriotic  and  it  was 
prudent,  because  it  did  not  attempt  to 
Ignore  facts  in  carrying  out  a  theory.  It 
was  not  perfect  but  it  was  the  most  logi- 
cal, most  fair,  most  broad,  most  timely 
and  would  prove  the  most  advantageous 
tariff  legislation  enacted  since  the  Re- 
publican party  sprang  into  existence. 

Senator  Gorman  denied  that  any  trust 
had  dictated  any  part  of  any  s.hcdule  of 
this  bill.  Justice  to  Louisiana  had  re- 
cj'iired  the  retention  oi  the  sugar  bounty. 
That  the  sugar  trust  had  thriven  under 
the  Republican  tariff  there  could  be  no 
question;  whether  it  would  prosper  under 
the  new  bill  remains  to  be  seen. 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  income  tax, 
Mr.  Gorman  said:  "In  the  matter  of  in- 
ternal revenue,  I  may  say  thit,  person- 
ally, I  am  in  full  accord  with  the  senti- 
ments so  ably  and  so  eloquently  ex- 
pressed by  the  senators  from  New  York 
and  New  Jersey  regarding  the  income 
tax.  Like  them,  I  consider  that  it  served 
its  purpose  as  a  war  tax  and  has  no  fit- 
ting place  in  our  fiscal  system  in  a  time 
«i  peace.  I  could  not,  I  say  frankly 
vote  conscientiously  or  consistently 
with    my    judgment     and    convictions 


of  our  sellle<l  policy,  but  much  as  I  de- 
plore the  fastening  of  an  income  tax  in 
auy  form  upon  our  tarif  bill,  I  cannot 
ignore  the  fact  that  a  lai  ge  majority  of 
my  Democratic  colleagues  differ  from 
myself  in  this  matter  and  are  so  con- 
fident of  the  soundness  of  their  position 
that  they  are  willing  to  subject  it  to  the 
test  of  a  few  years,  this  enabling  the 
people  to  sec  its  actual  v  orkings  and  to 
pass  upon  it  directly." 

At  12:22  p.  m.  Mr.  Teller  moved  to 
table  the  tariff  bill.  Teli  er's  motion  was 
made  to  test  the  sense  of  the  Demo- 
cratic m-ijority  and  see  it  the  bill  was  to 
be  the  bill  which  the  Democratic  party 
intended  to  pass.  The  motion  was  de- 
feated by  a  strict  party  /ote,  28  yeas  to 
38  nays.  Senators  Hill,  Irby  and  Kyle 
vcted  against  the  motion. 

THE  PRESSrTERIAN  ASSEMBLY. 

The  Majority  on  Seminary  C{  ntrol  Was  Adopt- 
ed—Foreign Mis  iioni. 

Saratoga,  N.  V.,  May  23  —An  echo 
of  the  discussion  of  thee  logical  semin- 
aries was  heard  at  the  o  Dcning  of  the 
general  assembly  this  morning,  in  a 
movement  led  by  Elder  Logan  C,  Mur- 
ray, of  New  York,  who  asked  that  his 
name  be  enrolled  as  voting  in  favor  of 
the  report  of  the  majority  which  was 
adopted  yesterdav.  He  vas  followed  by 
six  other  commissioners  'yho  made  the 
same  re(|uest. 

The  report  of  the  regular  committee 
of  theological  seminaries,  to  whom  the 
annual  reports  of  the  seminaries  have 
been  sent  for  considerafo  1  was  made  the 
second  order  for  Friday  a  :ternoon. 

Professor  George  T.  Purvis,  of  Prince- 
ton, N.  J.,  read  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  work  of  the  boird  of  foreign 
missions  showing  the  fdlowing  facts. 
The  last  assembly  called  lor  work  which 
involved  an  expenditure  of  $1,051,000. 
On  account  of  differences  in  value  in  ex- 
change, $995,Q2i  in  gold  have  sufficed  for 
the  demands  thus  made.  The  receipts 
for  the  year  amounted  to  j;843,4ri,  leav- 
ing a  deficit  of  over  $150,0  jo.  The  actual 
debt  of  the  year  is  just  less  §103,000.  Op- 
erating expenses  have  been  reduced  $12,- 
000,  The  women's  boaid  of  missions 
contributed  $324,000,  and  legacies  yield 
nearly  !573,ooo.  Under  commission  by 
the  board  635  missionaries  are  engaged, 
with  1741  native  agents. 

At  yesterday's  session  tf  e  majority  re- 
port on  the  control  of  tl.e  theological 
seminaries  was  adopted.  The  report 
provides  for  gaining  ths  power  and 
rigdt  to  approve  the  appointments  of 
seminaries,  and  asks  the  directors  of  the 
seminaries  to  declare  a  trust  in  favor  of 
the  Presbyterian  church,  which  the  gen- 
eral assembly  may  enfor:einthe  civil 
courts.  At  the  same  time  a  committee 
is  provided  which  shall  consider  and  ad- 
vise with  the  seminaries  and  seek  to 
gam  their  consent  to  the  proposed 
plan. 

The  vote  against  the  ninority  report 
was  438  to  I  If.  while  that  in  favor  of  the 
majority  report  was  437  to  115.

The  Fight  Ovar  the  Sioux  Cily  it  Northern  Rail- 
road. 

Minneapolis,  May  23.— A  Sioux  City 
special  to  the  Journal  lays:  In  the 
struggle  for  the  final  possession  of  the 
Sioux  City  &  Northern  riilroad,  which 
has  been  in  progress  for  a  year  between 
J.  J.  Hill,  of  the  Great  Northern,  and  the 
Credits  Commutation  com  sany.  Hill  has 
won  the  fiVst  decisive  victory  by  the 
action  of  Judge  Shiras  in  the  United 
States  couit  here. 

The  net  earnings  of  th  :  receivership 
for  six  months  have  been  5 n, 000.  The 
interest  on  the  January  bo  ids  has  been 
defaulted.  The  Credits  people  sought 
to  have  the  earnings  applied  on  the  bond 
interest  account  in  ortler  to  prevent  fore- 
closure. The  Terminal  (ompany  con- 
trolled by  Hill  opposed  this,  claiming 
the  money  should  be  applied  to  pay 
back  rentals  due  it  from  the  Northern 
Judge  Shiras  sustained  the  Terminal. 

Representatives  of  th«:  Manhattan 
Trust  company  thereupon  stated  that 
a  supplementary  bill  woulc  be  filed  at 
once  asking  for  a  decree  ol  foreclosure. 
Hill  controls  the  stock  and  directory  of 
the  road,  and  in  case  of  forsclosure  has 
completed  arrangements  to  gam  absol- 
ute control  and  merge  the  property  into 
the  Great  Northern. 

Hill  already  controls  the  terminals  and 
depot  property  and  has  the  inside  track 
on  the  bridge  property  anc  the  Pacific 
Short  Line,  extending  13;  miles  into 
Ne.iraska.  These  properties  were  all 
built  to  operate  in  connection  with  the 
Sioux  City  &  Northern  and  ire  v/orthless 
unless  so  operated.

The  Court  Martial  Growing  Out  of  the  Fatal 

Shooting  of  Capt.  Hedberg  Begun 

Today. 


Twelve  of  the  Best  Known  Army  Officers  of 

High  Rank  Meet  at  Fort 

Snelling. 


A  Conspiracy    Is  Charged  to  Screen  Lieut. 

Maney  Because  He  Is  a  West 

Point  Graduate. 


St.  Paul,  May  23.— The  court  martial 
of  First  Lieut.  James  A.  Maney.  on 
charges  growing  out  ot  the  fatal  shoot- 
ing of  Capt.  Alfred  Hedberg,  at  Fort 
Sheridan,  Chicago,  last  Octocer,  began 
at  Fort  Snelling  today.  Col.  E.  C. 
Mason,  commanding  at  Fort  Snelling,  is 
president  of  the  court,  which  is  made  of 
twehe  of  the  best  known  army  officers 
of  high  rank,  all  of  whom  had  arrived 
last  night  and  were  on  hand  before  1 1 
o'clock  today,  promptly  at  which  hour 
the  court  convened. 

The  killing  of  Capt.  Hedberg  was 
about  the  most  sensational  incident  in 
armv  circles  since  the  time  Jeff  C.  Davis 
shot' and  killed  Gen.  William  Nelson,  at 
the  Gault  house  in  Louisville,  on  Sept. 
29.  1802. 

Capt  Hedberg  was  court  martialed  in 
New  Mexico  in  1872  and  dismissed  from 
the  army.  By  an  act  of  congress  he  was 
reinstated  in  1S81.  Bad  feeling  had 
existed  between  Capt.  Hedberg  and 
Lieut.  Maney  for  a  long  time,  and,  it  is 
said,  that  it  grew  out  of  the  fact  that 
Lieut.  Maney  had  expressed  an  un- 
favorable opmion  of  Hedberg  and  re- 
ferred to  the  afifair  in  New  Mexico.  It 
was  set  up  m  the  murder  case  in  Chicago 
that  Hedberg  had  several  times  threat- 
ened to  kill  Maney,  and  self  defense  was 
the  plea  that  saved  Maney  in  the  civil 
courts  where  he  was  tried  and  acquitted 
on  the  charge  of  murder. 

When  the  court  was  op-jned  today,  the 
scene  was  a  notable  one.  The  court, 
consisting  of  well-known  soldiers,  in  full 
dress  uniforms,  was  most  imposing  in 
appearance  and  their  known  character 
was  a  promise  of  a  fair  and  Impartial 
trial  on  the  charges  to  be  preferred.  The 
place  appointed  for  the  trial.  Fort  Snel- 
ling, on  the  western  edge  of  this  city,  is 
famous  in  Northwestern  history  as  mili- 
tary headi^uarters  and  the  center  around 
which  early  pioneer  life  gathered  here 
and  looked  for  safety  in  times  of  danger. 
Almost  within  sound  ol  peaceful  Minne- 
haha's beautiful  waters,  the  strength  of 
the  fort  reminds  of  sterner  times  when 
the  war  whoop  and  the  deadly  rifle  shot 
were  familiar  sounds.  On  this  historic 
spot  was  the  court  martial  held. 

At  the  opening  of  the  court  today  the 
order  of  Secretary  of  War  Lamont  for 
the  court  was  read.  Then  Lieut.-CoL 
Thomas  F.  Barr,  as  judge  advocate,  read 
the  charge^  and  the  accused  was  called 
upon  to  plead.  The  court  was  not  ap- 
prised ot  the  nature  of  the  charges  until 
Col.  Barr  read  them  in  open  court.  The 
accused  knew  them,  for  the  military  law 
requires  that  when  the  charges  are  form- 
ulated a  copy  of  them  must  be  served 
upon  him. 

There  were  several  charges,  all  being 
summed  up  in  the  general  charge  of  con- 
duct prejudicial  to  discipline.  The  ques- 
tion of  whether  the  acquittal  by  the  civil 
court  was  a  bar  to  this  court  martial  was 
taken  up,  Frank  P.  Blair,  attorney  for 
Lieut.  Maney,  arguing  in  favor  of  that 
construction. 

Capt.  George  A.  Cornish,  Fifteenth 
United  States  infantry,  and  First  Lieut. 
Marcus  Maxwell,  Second  United  States 
infantry,  reported  today  to  the  president 
of  the  general  court  martial.  These  two 
officers  are  important  witnesses  in  the 
case. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  whole  affair  is  an 
outgrowth  of  bitterness  of  feeline  be- 
tween West  Point  graduates  and  those 
officers  who  w»re  promoted  from  the 
ranks,  and  the  Army  and  Navy  Journal 
intimates  that  there  is  a  conspiracy  to 
screen  Lieut.  Maney  because  he  is  a 
West  Point  graduate. 

The  Parnellite  Policy. 

Dublin,  May  33.— A  convention  of  the 
Parnellite  party  was  held  here  yesterday 
under  the  presidency  of  John  B.  Clancey. 
During  the  course  of  tde  opening  ad- 
dress, Mr.  Clancey  said  that  the  Parnell- 
ites  would  continue  to  vote  against  the 
government  for  the  rest  of  the  session.

A  DISSOLUTION  OF  PARLIAMENT. 

A  London  Paper  Claims  That  Will  Probably 
Occur  Soon. 

London,  May  23.— The  Globe  says 
that  the  conviction  is  very  strong  that  an 
immediate  dissolution  of,  parliament  is 
very  probable.  Much  importance  is 
attached  to  the  fact  that  the  government 
does  not  show  a  desire  to  push  the  budget 
and  Welsh  disestablishment  bill,  which 
is  apparently  shelved  in  favor  ot  the 
Scotch  local  government  bill. 

The  Globe  also  says  that  it  is  believed 
that  the  government  desires  to  allow  the 
I'nionists  opportunities  to  deteat  them 
without  appearing  "to  rise  for  a  fall," 
assuming  that  the  shelving  of  the  Welsh 
disestablishment  bill  indicates  a  desire  to 
give  Welshmen  a  good  excuse  to  vote 
against  them. 

On  the  contrary  the  Globe  says  it  was 
said  in  the  house  of  commons  last  night 
that  the  Welsh  members  of  parliament 
had  received  convincing  assurances  from 
the  government  that  the  latter  would  be 
able  to  carry  the  disestablishment  bill 
through  the  house  of  commons  and  it 
will  do  so  at  the  earliest  possible  oppor- 
tunity.  

CHEATING  AT  CARDS  CHARGED. 

A  Slander  Case  in  Cork  That  Attracted  Much 
Interest. 

London,  May  33. — A  suit  for  libel  has 
just  been  tried  at  Cork  in  which  many 
members  of  the  best  society  of  Cork  were 
implicated.  The  case  attracted  atten- 
tion in  England,  because  it  brought  to 
light  a  scandal  which  in  many  respects 
resembled  the  famous  gambling  scandal 
in  which  Sir  William  Gordon-Cumming 
was  accused  of  cheating  at  baccarat. 

In  the  Cork  case  Joseph  Pike  brought 
suit  against  Capt.  Beamish,  claiming 
^5000  for  slander  consisting  in  accusa- 
tions made  by  Beamish  that  the  plaintiff 
had  cheated  at  cards  while  playing  at 
the  County  club.  Both  men  are  deputy 
lieutenants  and  the  witnesses  included 
Sir  George  Coulthurst,  Capts.  Busne  and 
Cooper  and  Lord  Bandon. 

The  defendant  produced  evidence 
supporting  his  accusations  and  said,  as  a 
steward  of  the  club,  he  had  merely  done 
his  duty  in  causing  an  inquiry.  A  ver- 
dict was  given  for  the  defendant,  the 
jury  finding  that  Capt.  Beamish  had  not 
acted  maliciously.

Theodore  Schwan,  as- 
assistant  adjutant  general,  based  upon  a 
year's  careful  study  in  Germany  of  the 
greatest  military  organization  of  modern 
times. 

The  report  treats  of  every  detail  of  the 
German  army,  its  system  of  promotion, 
the  methods  of  adjustment  to  the  needs 
of  peace  and  of  war,  and  the  training 
which  serves  as  a  basis  for  the  ironclad 
discipline  prevailing  in  this  army,  which, 
in  time  of  war,  win  number  3,900,000 
men. 

The  book  conveys  a  striking  sense  of 
the  overwhelming  burden  of  this  vast 
military  system,  the  like  of  which,  per- 
haps, the  world  has  never  before  known.

TO  FREE  HIS  BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


John  Van  Niman  Convicted  of  Killing  a  Man 
Who  is  Alive. 

MuNCiE,  Ind„  May  23.— A  man  about 
38  was  here  last  night  enroute  to  Michi- 
gan, where  he  says  he  ha§  just  ascer- 
tained that  his  brother-in-law,  John  Van 

Niman,  was  serving  out  a  life  sentence 
for  having  murdered  him  (Crow)  ten 
years  ago  near  Big  Rapids,  Mich. 

"The  account  that  I  have  just  read 
stated  that  the  skeleton  of  a  man  had 
been  found  near  Big  Rapids,  Mich., 
along  the  Chicago  &  Western  railroad. 
When  it  was  learned  that  I  was  missing 
the  authorities  supposed  it  was  my  skele- 
ton that  was  found  in  July,  1885,  ten  days 
after  I  had  been  here  and  my  brother-in- 
law  was  known  to  have  been  with  me  at 
the  same  time.  He  was  arrested,  tried, 
declared  guilty  of  my  murder  and  sen- 
tenced to  life  imprisonment." 

WILL  TRY  TO  PROVE  IT. 


Vancouver,  B.  C,  May  23.— Through 
advices  received  by  the  steamship  Em- 
press of  India,  it  is  learned  that  the 
trouble  that  has  been  brooding  in  Corea 
has  at  last  taken  definite  shape  and 
Chinesa  soldiers  arc  being  poured  into 
the  country.  The  first  outbreak  occurred 
at  the  Sing-La-Too,  but  it  was  premature 
through  the  misunderstanding  of  ar- 
rangements of  insurgent  plans  by  the 
persons  at  the  head  of  the  movement  at 
that  point. 

It  had  been  their  intention  to  have  up- 
risings all  over  the  country  simultane- 
ously and  so  paralyze  the  officials  and 
get  control  before  help  could  be  secured. 
This  break,  coming  before  the  general 
uprising,  has  given  the  clue  and  the  in- 
surgents arcbeing  arrested  and  their 
arms  seized  at  many  points.  What  the 
effect  would  have  been,  had  the  whole 
plan  worked  may  be  judged  from  what 
occurred  at  the  Sing-La-Too. 

There  3000  fully  armed  men  suddenly 
mustered,  and  before  the  guards  could 
recover  from  their  surprise  the  govern- 
or's palace  was  in  their  possession.  No 
mercy  was  shown  and  the  governor  and 
his  forty  officials  were  put  to  death,  the 
more  detested  of  them  being  horribly 
and  disgustingly  mutilated. 

Before  the  troops  could  be  gathered 
the  insurgents  were  on  the  march  to 
Zeoal.  To  this  point  600  Chinese  sol- 
diers have  been  dispatched,  but  at  the 
date  of  this  dispatch  it  was  feared  that, 
fired  by  success,  the  rebels  would  over- 
come all  opposition. 

Many  arrests  are  being  made  at  King- 
Ki-Too,  where  another  uprising  was  to 
have  taken  place.  The  rebels  are  even 
at  this  point  gathering  strength,  and  it 
is  feared    that    they  will    set    their   im- 

Srisoned  friends  free  and  fire  the  city, 
ot  much  store  is  set  bv  the  Chinese 
soldiers,  who  will  turn  tail  if  anything 
like  determined  opposition  is  shown.  At 
Yokohama  the  day  the  steamer  sailed 
the  report  was  received  that  the  Cor- 
eans had  been  subdued  with  the  loss  of

The  British  cruiser  Pallas  left  Hong 
Kong,  April  24,  in  search  of  the  missing 
vessels  Morrasachse  and  Brathel.  These 
two  vessels  sailed  from  Java  six  months 
ago,  with  sugar  for  Vancouver,  and 
neither  has  ever  been  heaid  of  since  the 
dav  of  sailing. 

Capt.  Hansom,  of  the  Flying  Dutch- 
man, who  was  captured  by  the  Russians 
and  sentenced  to  four  months'  imprison- 
ment for  violation  of  the  sealing  laws 
has  reached  Yokohama  from  Siberia. 
The  Russians  gave  him  every  opportun- 
ity to  escape,  which  he  finally  did,  get- 
ting away  with  his  schooner,  the  Emma. 

Miss  Simhoff,  instructress  in  Asoule 
Yamatagga  prefecture,  Japan,  was  stoned 
while  attempting  to  address  a  crowd. 
The  sight  ot  her  right  eye  was  destroyed. 

Four  Tokio  papers  have  been  suspend- 
ed for  publishing  violent  anti-foreign 
articles. 

Tests  were  recently  made  in  Tokio  in 
hauling  powers  of  American  and  French 
locomotives.  The  result  was  in  favor  of 
the  Americans,  and  they  will  be  given 
the  preference  in  the  future. 

Water  Works  to  Shut  Down. 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  May  23. — Mayor 
Hillis  last  night  met  a  committee  of 
striking  miners  and  asked  that  they  per- 
mit enough  to  be  mined  to  keep  the  city 
water  works  in  operation  to  supply  the 
people  with  drinking  water  and  save  the 
city  from  burning  up.  The  miners,  how- 
ever, informed  him  that  they  would  not 
permit  it.  The  water  works  will  shut 
down  on  Thursday.

No  One  Will  Get  a  Free  Ride  on  the  Steamer 
North  West. 

There  will  be  no  excursion  on  the 
the  North  West  in  Duluth.  Rumors  to 
the  effect  that  the  board  ot  trade  and 
chamber  of  commerce  had  been  invited 
to  an  excursion  are  denied  by  General 
Agent  John  Gordon.

A  Volcano  in  Eruption. 

New  York,  May  23.— The  Heralds 
Roiue  dispatch  says:  The  volcano  on 
the  island  of  Strombol,  one  of  the  Scipari 
islands,  lying  to  the  north  of  Sicily,  is 
showing  great  activity.  The  eruption  is 
increasing  in  violence  and  there  are  fre- 
quent earthquakes.  The  people  living 
on  the  island  have  left  their  houses  in 
terror.  The  government  has  sent  two 
vessels  to  the  island  to  relieve  the  in- 
habitants in  case  of  need. 


London  Newspapers  Discuss  the  Tariff 
in  the  Senate. 

London,  May  23.— The  Chronicle 
says:  "There  is  a  world  of  meaning  in 
the  decision  of  the  Republican  senators 
in  the  United  States  congress  to  allow 
liberty  of  action  on  the  new  tariff  bill. 
The  Chronicle  argues  that  there  is  little 
difference  between  the  proposed  bill  and 
the  McKinley  law.  and  says  the  Republi- 
cans think  if  the  Democrats  now  make 
admittedly  necessary  changes  in  Jthe 
McKinley  law,  it  will  save  the  Republi- 
cans much  time  and  trouble  when  they 
accede  to  power. 

"Hard  times  have  played  the  mis- 
chief with  President  Cleveland's  policy, 
for  the  continued  export  of  gold  after 
the  repeal  of  tire  silver  law,  to  which  be 
ascribed  the  drain,  lends  color  to  the 
contention  of  the  high  tariff  people  th.at 
the  free  trade  agitation  is  responsible 
for  the  paralysis  of  business  and  the  out- 
flow of  gold.  The  feeling  has  grown 
stronger,  and  the  time  is  now  ripe  for  a 
change  in  economic  policy  and  it  would 
be  wise  for  British  traders  with  the 
United  States  to  conduct  their  business 
with  the  prospect  of  no  material  reduc- 
tion in  the  tariff." 

The  Times  says:  "Indifferent  as  the 
American  public  appears  to  the  great 
efflux  of  gold  from  the  treasury,  it  is 
hardly  too  much  to  say  that  nothing  but 
the  confidence  of  tlie  people  in  Mr. 
Cleveland's  sagacity  prevents  a  pre- 
mium on  gold.  A  vote  in  congress  would 
be  necessary  before  a  gold  loan  could  be 
negotiated  by  the  government,  and  we 
cannot  learn  that  any  steps  have  been 
taken  to  drag  in  gold  by  the  ears  from 
Europe  in  that  manner. 

"The  public  here  would  certainly  re- 
quire a  definite  announcement  that  prin- 
cipal and  interest  would  be  payable  in 
gold,  before  subscribing  for  another  issue 
of  bonds,  and  if  that  condition  were  com- 
lied  with  it  would  be  unnecessary  to 
come  to  this  country  at  all,  for  the  na- 
tional banks  would  then  be  pre- 
pared to  take  the  bonds."

Literature  in  Schools. 

Tbere  has  been  an  increasing  demand 
in  recent  years  that  the  pupils  in  Ameri- 
can public  schools  shall  have  the  best 
literature  to  read,  in  order  that  they 
shall  both  learn  to  read  intelligently  and 
with  fit  expression,  and  that  their  read- 
ing shall  be  something  very  much  better 
than  an  elocutionary  exerci-se,  namely,  a 
series  of  widely  directed  excursions  in 
the  world's  best  thought  and  fittest  uUer- 
asce.  It  is  claimed  that  one  very  im- 
portant reason  for  beginning  as  early  as 
possible  in  the  child's  school  life  with 
the  best  literature  suited  to  his  degree  of 
development,  and  continuing  in  judi- 
cious gradation  as  long  as  his  school 
life  lasts,  is  the  ster  n  fact  that  children 
never  can  read  all  the  excellent  litera- 
ture, even  by  reading  through  childhood 
and  manhood;  and  in  a  great  majority  of 
cases,  a  large  part  of  their  reading  is 
dune  in  their  school  years.  This  fact 
renders  it  of  the  first  importance  that 
during  those  years  they  shall  have  the 
opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with 
as  many  as  possible  of  the  noble,  wise, 
and  beautiful  portions  of  the  world's 
literature. 

In  many  of  our  schools  too  much 
stress  is  laid  upon  the  art  of  elocution. 
It  is  well  that  the  child  shall  be  taught 
to  read  with  proper  emphasis,  expression 
and  spirit,  but  intelligence  should  not  be 
sacrificed  to  elocution  as  is  frequently 
the  case.  Comparatively  few  can  master 
the  elocutionary  art  and  fewer  can  use 
it  to  advantage.  Many  of  the  teachers 
of  elocution  are  also  incompetent  or 
have  ideas  of  emphasis  and  expression 
that  are  a  positive  injury  to  the  pupil. 
It  may  be  doubted  whether  such  elocu- 
tionary skill  as  fits  one  to  read  a.Ioud  to 
the  gratification  of  a  single  listener,  or 
of  a  company,  can  be  acquired  more 
surely  by  reading  "elegant  extracts" 
than  by  reading  a  complete  story  by 
Hawthorne,  an  entire  poem  by  Long- 
fellow or  Whittier,  or  an  essay  by  Emer- 
son or  Macauley.  A  high  and  gratified 
interest  lends  force  and  grace  to  the 
reader's  utterance. 

The  selections  in  the  ordinary 
"Reader"  are  usually  good,  but  they 
fnight  be  improved.  Instead  of  reading 
a  page  or  two  of  "Evangeline,"  why  not 
read  the  whole  charming,  pathetic  poem, 
and  have  for  all  time  in  one's  mind  the 
complete  story  as  it  shaped  itself  in  the 
mind  ot  the  poet?  Why  should  the  boy 
read  an  extract  from  Hawthorne's  in- 
comparable tale  of  "The  Great  Stone 
Face."  instead  of  reading  the  whole  and 
feeling  himself  thenceforth  uplifted  and 
made  for  all  his  life  manlier  by  the  mem- 
orable story?  According  to  the  traditional 
use  of  "Readers"  the  pupil  went,  time 
and  again,  through  each  of  the  five  or 
six.  Let  it  be  understood  that  reading  is 
not  a  mere  exercise  in  vocal  traming.but 
a  progress  in  literary  acquirement;  not 
"marking  time"  in  a  limited  range  of 
"elegant  extracts,"  but  a  march  through 
tbe  fields  of  that  literature  from  which 
the  world  has  drawn  its  intellectual  in- 
spiration, and  it  will  be  easily  seen  that 
the  school  years  rnay  cover  many  master- 
pieces, to  the  great  satisfaction  of  pupils 
while  studying  these,  and  to  the  acquisi- 
tion of  treasures  which  will  enrich  and 
delight  them  forever  after. 

Several  years  ago,  Houghton,  Miftlin 
&  Co.,  the  well  known  Boston  publishers, 
began  publishing  for  supplementary 
reading  entire  stories,  essays,  and  poems 
from  Hawthorne,  Emerson,  Longfellow, 
Whittier.  Holmes,  Lowell,  Thoreau,  and 
scores  of  authors  hardly  less  famous. 
The  use  of  these  has  extended  very 
widely,  so  that  now  they  can  be  found  in 
rnoEt  important  centers  of  population 
and  cultivation  in  the  United  States. 
Their  use  has  been,  in  the 
hands  of  skillful  teachers,  invariably 
attended  with  the  most  satisfactory  re- 
sults, quickening  and  enlarging  the  in- 
telligence of  pupils,  and  fostering  in 
them  an  appreciation  of  excellent  liter- 
ature and  an  eager  desire  to  secure  it. 
With  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
judgment  of  those  most  competent  to  es- 
timate the  importance  of  using  the  best 
literature  for  reading  in  schools,  a  note 
of  inquiry  was  sent  by  these  publishers 
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to  eminent  educators,  presidents  of  col- 
leges and  normal  schools,  professors, 
literary  men,  school  superintendents  and 
others,  and  their  replies  have  been  given 
in  a  pamphlet  recently  issued.  The  re- 
plies generally  declare  that  the  results 
of  using  this  form  of  reading  matter  have 
been  very  gratifying,  the  pupils  being 
both  interested  and  benefited. 


The  Senate  Tariff  Bill.

From  the  above  comparison  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  compromise  tariff  bill, 
which  will  probably  pass  the  senate, does 
not  differ  to  so  large  an  extent  from  the 
house  bill  as  many  have  supposed.  It 
makes  a  large  reduction  from  the  aver- 
age duties  established  by  the  McKinley 
law,  and  while  it  falls  far  short  of  what 
the  Democrats  demanded  in  their  na- 
tional platform,  it  will  probably  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  members  of  the  house  and 
by  the  administration  as  a  satisfactory 
move  in  the  direction  favored  by  that 
platform.  Probably  a  comparison  with 
the  tariff  law  which  preceded  the  Mc- 
Kinley law  would  show  that  there  is  not 
a  very  radical  difference. 


The  withdrawal  of  Mayor  Kcch,  of 
Milwaukee,  from  tae  contest  for  the  Re- 
publican nomination  for  governor  of 
Wisconsin  is  a  surprise.  Mr.  Koch 
seemed  to  have  the  nomination  easily 
within  his  grasp.  Private  business  re- 
quires all  his  attention,  he  says. 


An  English  editor  has  given  notice  to 
his  contributors  that  he  has  enough  poems 
and  short  stories  on  hand  to  last  until  the 
twentieth  century  ana  he  does  not  want 
any  more.

On  the  Mosquito  Const. 

A  Washington  dispatch  to  The  Herald 
yesterday  gave  the  contents  of  letters 
received  from  Minister  Baker  and  Capt. 
Watson  regarding  the  status  of  affairs  on 
the  Mosquito  coast.  There  was  little 
change  from  the  condition  of  things  sev- 
eral weeks  ago,  and  the  diplomatic  ques- 
tions involved  in  the  controversy  over 
the  control  of  that  territory  remain  un- 
settled. The  British  authorities  contend 
that  they  should  have  control  of  the 
Mosquito  coast  owing  to  the  fact  that  a 
British  protectorate  was  established  over 
the  Mosquito  Indians  200  years  ago.  but 
this  contention  is  contrary  to  common 
sense  and  the  doctrine  of  home  rule. 

According  to  a  correspondent  of  the 
Boston  Transcript,  writing  from  Blue- 
fields,  Nicaragua  has  the  only  claim  that 
is  consistent  with  common  sense.  The 
Mosviuito  Indians,  over  whom  the  British 
protectorate  was  established,  have  left 
the  coast  and  their  place,  has  been  taken 
by  what  are  called  "British  Creoles,"  or 
in  other  words  negroes  from  Jamaica. 
The  contention  that  the  old  protectorate 
is  still  in  force  is  urged  for  the  purpose 
of  making  it  cover  these  Jamaica  ne- 
groes, who,  in  the  event  of  its  success, 
would  be  the  vanguard  of  British  occu- 
pation. Nicaragua  would  then  be  con- 
verted into  a  Pacific  state  cut  off  from 
her  Eastern  seaboard,  with  the  mouths 
ot  the  rivers  that  g'.ve  her  products  their 
Eastern  exit  in  the  hands  of  a  foreign 
power. 

Manifestly  such  a  state  of  affairs  would 
be  unendurable  to  Nicaragua,  and  this 
country  has  also  some  interest  m  the 
matter,  because,  in  the  event  of  the  corrr- 
pletion  of  the  Nicaragua  canal,  we  might 
find,  should  Nicaragua  fail  to  make  good 
her  claim,  a  British  outpost  right  at  the 
entrance  of  that  waterway.

FARMERS  WILL  BUILD, 


Nortti 


Dakota  Men  to  Construct  a  Road  to 
Carry  Their  Wheat. 

D.  W.  Hines,  a  North  Dakota  farmer, 
is  in  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  awaken- 
ing some  interest  in  a  scheme  which  he 
and  some  other  farmers  near  the  boun- 
dary line  in  North  Dakota  are  trying  to 
put  through.  At  present  they  live  from 
15  to  40  miles  from  any  railroad.  Several 
times  the  Northern  Pacific  has  been  in- 
duced to  survey  for  a  spur,  and  then  Jim 
Kill  scars  them  off  by  threatening  to 
build  in  himself.  Now  the  farmers  are 
going  to  build  themselves.  They  want 
their  wheat  to  come  to  Duluth, 

The  road  contemplated  is  to  be  built 
from  Thief  River  Falls  on  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Duluth  &  Winnipeg 
westward  through  Warren,  Drayton,  St, 
Thomas,  Cavalier,  Tina,  Olga,  past  the 
Turtle  mountains  to  Portle  on  the  Soo 
line  where  the  soft  coal  mines  will  be 
tapped.  This  branch  would  be  265  miles 
long.  This  summer  it  wiil  be  begun  at 
Drayton  and  about  forty  miles  com- 
pleted. This  will  give  a  connection  with 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  Mr,  Hines  says 
from  4,000,000  to  5,000,000  bushels  of 
wheat  will  go  over  it  this  summer. 

The  farmers  will  organize  a  compauy 
and  build  the  road  themselves  taking 
taking  stock  for  their  work.  Their  right- 
of-way  they  will  get  for  almost  nothing, 
each  farmer  giving  it  over  his    property. 

Mr.  Hines  thinks  the  people  of  Duluth 
ought  to  be  interested.  They  will  get 
several  million  bushels  more  of  grain 
each  year  and  will  be  the  means  of  op- 
ening up  new  territory  in  a  very  short 
time.

The  school  board  has  finally  prepared 
its  letter  to  the  public  explaining  why 
the  people  are  asked  to  vote  an  issue  of 
$150,000  bonds  at  this  time.  The  elec- 
tion will  be  held  on  next  Saturday. 

The  board  says  that  while  in  these 
days  of  retrenchment  it  may  seem  un- 
wise to  expend  so  much  in  completing 
the  buildings,  it  has,  after  mature  con- 
sideration, decided  that  it  can  no  longer 
delay  their  erection.  They  should  have 
been  built  in  1893.  They  cannot  be 
ready  for  occupancy  before  September, 
1895. 

"During  the  last  school  year  1196  new 
pupils  w;:re  enrolled  in  the  Duluth 
schools— that  is  to  say,  thirty  new  school 
rooms  were  occupied  last  year.  If  we 
do  not  commence  todav,  what  will  we  do 
with  the  growth  of  1894  and  the  first 
eight  months  of  I895?  '^here  will  be 
knocking  for  admission  some  1500  to 
1800  new  pupils  Sept.  i,  1895,  if  the  pres- 
ent rate  of  increase  continues.  We  feel 
it  our  first  duty  to  provide  for  these 
young  people." 

The  statement  is  then  made  that  never 
can  the  board  build  so   cheaply    as  now. 
Excavations  are  being  made  at  a  reduc- 
tion of  42  per  cent,  masonry  is  33 1 ,  per 
cent  cheaper  and  a  saving  of  froin  20  to 
25  per  cent  is    expected    on    the  super- 
structure.   The  plans  of    the   buildings 
have  been  changed   also  so    that  thete 
will  be  a  total  saving  over    the    original 
plans  of  from  $25,000  to  §35,000. 
A  Shortage  in  Sight. 
"Aside  from  any  question  of  the  neces- 
sity of  these  buildings,  there  is  yet  an  ar- 
gument with    taxpayers    that    will    out- 
weigh all  others.    Everyone  knows  that 
the  taxpayers  are  largely  delinquent  for 
1893  and  everyone  expects  that  the  short- 
age will  be    greater   this    coming    year. 
The  school  board  sees  a  probable  short- 
age from  this    source    this   fail  of  from 
$125,000  to  $150,000,    This  is  money  that 
is  required  to  run  the  schools  and  unless 
this  money  is    forthcoming   the    greater 
part  of  the  schools  will  have  to  be  closed 
this  fall  unless  the  banks  carry  the  dis- 
trict, which  is  impossible— the  amount  is 
too  large. 

"If  these  bonds  are  issued  it  is  impos- 
sible for  us  to  expend  all  the  money  this 
year.  There  is  considerable  money  now 
in^e  building  fund.  After  this  year's 
work  of  construction  there  would  still  be 
over  $100,000  on  hand  to  deposit  in  the 
banks  here  during  the  coming  winter. 
Now,  we  cannot  use  this  building  fund 
to  run  the  schools,  but  we  can  use  it  as  a 
lever  to  induce  the  banks  to  carry  our 
general  fund  until  the  people  can  pay  up 
their  back  taxes, 

"If  the  money  cannot  be  raised  by 
these  bonds  it  seems  to  us  that  a  levy  of 
$200,000  in  addition  to  our  regular  levy 
for  school  purposes  must  be  made  this 
fall,  that  is.  if  $1 50.000  is  to  be  collected 
at  least  $200,000  must  bi  levied,  it 
seems,  therefore,  to  us  a  wise  policy  to 
issue  these  bonds  for  the  above  reasons, 
which  are  briefly  stated  below: 

"First.  We  will  be  in  urgent  need  of 
the  buildings  belore  we  can  possibly  get 
them. 

"Second.  We  can  never  get  them  so 
cheaply. 

"Third.  We  can  never  employ  labor 
to  greater  benefit  to  the  citizens  of  Du- 
luth than  at  this  time. 

"Fourth.  It  will  reduce  the  school 
taxation  for  the  coming  year  and  give 
the  taxpayers  time  to  pay  their  back 
taxes," 

For  these  reasons  the  board  thinks  the 
people  ought  to  vote  the  bonds.

Uniontown.  Pa.,  May  24.— At  day- 
break the  battle  which  has  been  threat- 
ened at  the  Stickle  Hollow  mines  of  the 
Washington  Coal  and  Coke  company  in 
the  fourth  pool  for  the  past  three  days 
occurred,  and  as  a  result  at  least  three 
strikers  are  lying  dead  and  a  half  dozen 
are  seriously  wounded.  The  exact  nun- 
ber  of  killed  and  wounded  cannot  be  as- 
certained yet,  as  they  were  carried  ofif 
the  ground  as  they  were  mowed  down 
by  the  fifty  Winchesters  guarding  the 
plants. 

It  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  a  battle, 
as  not  a  shot  was  fired  by  the  strikers, 
but  seemingly  without  provocation  the 
volleys  were  fired  by  the  deputies  while 
the  strikers  were  assembled  in  the  public 
road. 

Shortly  before  midnight  last  night  200 
strikers  assembled  at  the  Stickle  Hollow 
plants,  coming  from  Lucyville,  Fayette 
City,  Freeport,  Allenport,  and  many 
other  points  on  the  Monongahela  river. 
Some  of  them  were  armed  but  the  ma- 
jority were  not.  They  went  into  »he 
camp  near  the  plant,  where  they  re- 
mained until  3  o'clock,  when  they  ad- 
journed to  the  public  road  leading  to  the 
works,  and  over  which  the  workmen 
would  have  to  pass  to  the  pit. 

Here  they  made  a  line  of  defense  to 
interrupt  the  workmen  and  attempt  to 
get  them  to  return  home.  According  to 
the  plans  they  stopped  the  first  delega- 
tions of  miners,  and  after  a  little  per- 
suasion induced  them  to  join  the  strike. 
The  men  turned  back  and  about  the  time 
they  were  starting  back  home  with  their 
dinner  buckets,  the  deputies  who  were 
on  guard  and  witnesses  to  the  affair 
were  oidered  to  shoot. 

ThrM  Volleys  Fired. 

They  fired  three  volleys  into  the  mob 
at  the  range  of  only  about  fifty  yards. 
The  first  volleys  brought  forth  no  re- 
sponse from  the  strikers,  who  were 
thought  to  be  well  armed,  but  instead 
they  ran  in  every  direction,  leaving  the 
dead  and  wounded  lying  in  the  publi(. 
road.  The  deputies  followed  with  two 
more  volleys  and  were  shooting  when 
the  last  strikers  disappeared. 

The  report  of  the  affair  given  by  the 
officials  of  the  company  is  to  the  effect 
that  three  strikers  were  picked  up  dead 
in  the  road  after  the  shooting  and  about 
a  half  dozen  wounded  ones  were  carried 
away  by  their  comrades.  The  reports 
say  six  men  were  killed  and  sixteen 
wounded.  The  plant  is  so  far  back  in 
the  country  that  the  actual  facts  have 
not  yet  been  received. 

The  company  officials  say  that  the 
strikers  served  notice  on  them  that  they 
expected  to  assault  the  works,  and  act- 
ing on  this  information  the  deputies  con- 
sidered this  interference  with  the  work- 
men as  the  beginning  of  the  assault  and 
for  that  reason  fired  on  them. 

Last  night  was  one  of  mortal  terror  in 
the  citizens  of  the  Stickle  mines.  The 
strikers  kept  up  the  threatening  demon- 
strations and  even  threatened  to  visit  the 
houses  of  the  workmen  and  give  them 
their  choice'  to  quit  work  or  meet  death 
in  the  presence  of  their  families. 
Kept  a  CloM  Watch. 

Camp  fires  were  built  and  scouting 
parties  were  sent  to  keep  a  close  watch 
on  the  plants.  The  force  of  deputies 
was  doubled,  all  the  available  men  in  the 
community  being  sworn  in.  In  addition 
a  man  drove  here  at  i  :3o  o'clock  this 
morning  for  the  sheriff  to  fro  down  and 
take  charge  of  the  men  and  also  to  take 
with  him  more  deputies.  The  sheriff  did 
not  heed  the  call  and  did  not  go  down. 
Deputy  Sheriff  Richards  had  charge  of 
the  men  and  Sheriff  Wilhelm  considered 
him  capable  of  holding  the  fort. 

The  latest  news  from  the  scene  of  the 
trouble  say  that  the  strikers  have  all  gone 
and  that  the  situation  is  peaceable  to- 
day. The  workmen  have  not  gone  to 
work,  but  are  willing  to  do  so,  as  soon  as 
the  excitement  subsides. 

A  battle  was  narrowly  averted  at  Fair- 
chance  last  night.  Sheriff  Wilheln  sent 
five  men  to  that  place  to  go  on  duty  as 
deputies  at  the  works  of  the  Faircbance 
Furnace  company.  It  is  the  custom  of 
the  strikers  to  assemble  at  the  station 
when  a  passenger  train  arrives,  to  see  if 
any  new  men  arrive  and  to  take  charge 
of  them  as  soon  as  they  get  off  the  train. 
When  the  deputies  got  off  the  train, 
having    no   guns,   the   strikers  thought 


they  were  workmen,  and  surrounding 
them,  took  them  to  the  camp.  They 
held  them  prisoners  there  ontil  the 
other  deputies  charged  on  the  camp  and 
put  all  the  strikers  to  flight. 

Troubi*  at  Hill  Farm  Faarad. 
The  town  was  greatly  excited,  and  the 
strikers  threatened  an  attack  on  the  de- 
puties and  all  citizens  were  taking  sides 
with  the  companies.  Today  the  situa- 
tion at  the  Hill  Farm  mines  where  the 
company  has  been  defying  the  strikers 
and  running  full  under  the  gaze  of  a 
camp  of  300  strikers  is  decidedly  alarm- 
ing, and  an  outbreak  is  feared  'oetore 
night. 

At  2  o'clock,  500  strikers  from  the 
southern  end  of  the  region  marched  to 
Hill  Farm  and  joined  the  tew  men  who 
have  been  camped  there  and  are  now 
said  to  be  planning  an  attack  on  the 
works.  The  plants  are  guarded  bv  fifty 
deputies  and  a  conflict  will  result  dis- 
astrously. 

The  strikers  say  they  cannot  expect  to 
win  as  long  as  some  plants  are  allowed 
to  run,  and  are  determined  to  force  all 
the  plants  to  shut  down,regardless  of  the 
loss  of  life  it  may  occasion.  Superin- 
tendent Kimball,  ot  the  Hill  Farm 
mines,  is  here  getting  out  an  injunction 
restraining  the  striKers  from  camping  on 
or  near  the  works. 

Was  a  Fierce  Conflict. 
Later— The  extent  of  the  daylight  bat- 
tle at  Stickle  Hollow  is  just  becoming 
known.  There  has  not  been  so  fierce  a 
conflict  in  the  coke  region  or  river  dis- 
trict since  the  inauguration  of  the  strike. 
In  fact  it  IS  the  first  engagement  in 
which  both  deputies  and  strikers  were 
shooting  to  kill.  Later  reports  have  in- 
creased the  number  of  killed  to  five  and 
the  wounded  to  eight,  and  other  victims 
of  the  unfortunate  affair  may  be  found 
when  time  can  be  had  for  a  more  thor- 
ough investigation  ot  the  result. 

It  was  not  a  one  sided  affair  as  at  first 
reported,  but  was  a  battle  with  as  many 
guns  on  one  side  as  on  the  other  and 
with  as  much  firing  by  the  strikers  as  by 
the  deputies,  .\mong  the  wounded  are 
three  deputies,  while  the  killed  are  all 
strikers. 

When  the  workmen  came  to  the  strik- 
ers in  the  public  roads,  they  were  asked 
to  go  home.  The  workmen  were  about 
to  comply  with  the  demand  when  the 
deputies  rushed  into  the  midst  of  the 
men,  got  possession  of  the  workmen  and 
marched  them  to  the  pit  In  this  part  of 
the  performance  a  deputy  sheriff  fired  a 
shot,  which  opened  up  the  battle.  There 
was  volley  after  volley  fired  by  each  side 
at  close  range. 

Were  Forced  to  Flee. 
The  strikers  stood  their  ground  while 
their  comrades  were  falling  one  by  one, 
but  their  ammunition  giving  out,  and  it 
requiring  too  much  time  to  load  the  shot 
guns  and  rifles,  they  were  forced  to  give 
up  the  fight  and  flee  to  escape  the  rain  of 
bullets  from  the  fifty  Winchesters.  It  is 
said  the  strikers  were  advancing  on  the 
line  of  deputies  when  the  latter  fired  the 
first  shot. 

A  large  number  of  strikers|were  arrest- 
ed by  the  deputies  today,  who  had  guns 
in  their  possession  and  who  were 
equipped  with  ammunition.  They  are 
now  held  prisoners  there  and  will  be 
brought  to  jail  together  here.  The  ar- 
rests occasioned  no  trouble,  the  strikers 
giving  up  willingly.  It  is  now  believed 
the  deputies  had  some  provocation  for 
shooting  when  they  did.

Striking  Miners  Do  Serious  Damage  at  the 
Centralia  Mines. 

Centralia,  III.,  May  24. — About  500 
striking  miners  from  Duquion  and  the 
St.  Johns  mine  arrived  in  this  city  today 
on  an  Illinois  freight  train  and  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Big  Four  mine  operated 
by  Pottenger  &  Davis  in  the  northern 
limits  of  the  citv.  They  demolished 
considerable  of  the  machinery  and  filled 
the  shaft  with  about  fifteen  feet  of 
debris,  dump  carts  and  other  loose  ma- 
terial about  the  mine. 

Every  glass  and  sash  in  the  building 
was  smashed.  The  total  damage  to  the 
property  is  estimated  at  $2000.  The  Big 
Four  mine  has  for  the  past  three  days 
been  running  with  about  thirty  men,  and 
yesterday  they  refused  to  come  out  at 
the  request  of  the  local  committee. 

The  Duquoin  strikers  boarded  a  freight 
train  in  that  city  and  forced  the  engineer, 
Charles  Stewart,  to  haul  them  here. 
Sheriff  Helms  was  notified  at  Salem  that 
the  men  were  coming  and  a  special  en- 
gine was  given  to  convey  him  here,  but 
he  did  not  arrive  in  time  to  prevent  the 
destruction  of  the  property. 

The  striking  miners  held  a  meeting 
and  left  the  city  on  toot  for  Odin,  four 
miles  north  of  here,  to  shut  down  the 
mine  there.  The  sheriff  swore  in  about 
fifty  deputies  who  were  equipped  with 
Winchesters  from  the  armory  here,  and 
left  for  Odin  on  a  special  train.  The 
miners  were  well  armed  with  pistols  and 
plenty  of  ammunition. 

A  SUCCESSFUL  OPERATION. 


Mr.  Gladstone's  Eye  Operated  On  for  Cataract 
Today. 

London,  May  24.— Mr.  Gladstone's 
right  eye  was  successfully  operated  upon 
today.  Doctors  Nettleship  and  Haber- 
shon  both  attended  the  distinguished 
patient  in  Lord  Rendell's  house  early  in 
the  day,  and  some  time  afterwards  they 
issued  a  bulletin  stating  that  the  eye  had 
been  operated  on  for  cataract  and  the 
operation  was  ouite  successful.  "The 
operation  took  place  at  9:30  a.  m..  Dr. 
John  Bowring  Lawford  assisting  the  two 
surgeons  already  mentioned. 

Mr.  Gladstone's  health  was  well  main- 
tained after  the  operation,  and  the  doc- 
tors state  that  the  result  confirms  the 
diagnosis  of  Dr.  Grainger,  of  Chester. 
The  ex-premier  is  said  to  be  in  as  good 
spirits  as  can  possibly  be  expected.

The    Presbyterian  Awembly  Today  Enter- 
tained the  Appeal  of  Prof.  Smith 
From  the  Ohio  Synod. 


Argument  of  the  Professor  Begun  by  Alleg- 
ing Prejudice  by  Members  of  the 
Trial  Presbytery. 


Claims  Charges  Are  Totally  Defective  in  Not 
Formulating  the  Doctrine  Where  Of- 
fenses Are  Alleged. 


Doctrine  of  Inspiration   Alleged  in  Charges 

Not  Taught  in  Scriptures  or  In  the 

Confession. 


Saratoga,  N.  Y.,  May  24.— The  inter- 
est in  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  Professor 
Smith  was  early  manifested  this  morning 
and  during  the  devotional  service  the 
gallery  was  unusually  full.  The  only  va- 
cant seats  at  the  opening  of  the  general 
assembly  at  9:30  were  two  reserved  for 
the  family  of  Professor  Smith.  They  re- 
mained vacant  until  the  appeal  case  was 
ready  and  then  Mrs.  Smith  entered,  ac- 
companied by  Mrs.  Briggs,  of  New  York; 
Dr.  Henry  M.  Field,  Dr.  Rollin  A.  Saw- 
yer and  Professor  Smith's  mother  and 
brother. 

Elder  Yereance,  of  New  York,  rose  to  a 
question  of  privilege  and  called  attention 
to  an  article  published  in  the  Evangelist, 
of  which  Dr.  Field  is  editor.  The  matter 
complained  ot  referred  to  the  election  of 
moderator  last  week.  A  commissioner 
protested  against  the  advertising  that 
was  being  given  to  what  Mr.  Yereance 
declared  was  "reputed  to  be  a  religious 
newspaper." 

The  judicial  committee  asked  to  have 
their  report  on  the  Smith  case  returned 
to  them  for  slight  change.  This  was 
granted  and  the  proposed  change  was 
made,  affecting  the  rule  for  the  hearing 
of  members  of  the  assembly.  It  was 
provided  that  the  assembly  shall  be 
heard  upon  roll  call,  three  minutes  being 
granted  to  each  member. 

Dr.  Young,  ex-moderatcr,  protested 
against  such  waste  of  time.  He  stated 
that  this  rule  of  last  year  caused  the  as- 
sembly to  lose  a  whole  day  and  a  half. 
Despite  this  objection  the  rule  was 
adopted. 

Notice  was  read  that  the  hours  given 
to  the  synod  of  Ohio  had  been  ap- 
portioned as  follows:  To  Rev.  Charles 
Townsend,  of  Cleveland,  seven  minutes; 
to  Rev.  George  L.  Kalb,  D.D.,  of  Belle- 
fontaine,  ten  minutes;  Thomas  Mc- 
Dougall,  Cincinna.i,  twenty  minutes; 
Rev.  M.  Powell,  of  Athens,  seven  min- 
utes: Rev.  Arthur  C.  Ludlow,  of  Cleve- 
land, six  minutes,  and  Thomas  McDoug- 
all,  ten  minutes. 

The  assembly  was  then  constituted  as 
a  court  and  the  reading  of  the  records 
in  its  place  proceeded  with.  These 
papers  contain  the  record  of  the  synod, 
the  notice  ot  appeal  and  the  appeal  of 
Professor  Smith. 

After  the  reading  of  these  papers  the 
assembly  without  opposition  proceeded 
to  entertain  the  appeal  of  Professor  Smith, 
and  at  10:30  o'clock  the  argument  on  the 
appeal  was  begun  by  Dr.  Smith.  The 
reading  of  the  full  records  was  waived, 
except  so  far  as  they  were  to  be  used  in 
the  argument.  Professor  Smith  stated 
that  he  proposed  only  to  argue  six  of 
the  grounds  of  appeal  instead  of  twelve. 
The  argument  at  the  start  concerned  the 
existence  of  prejudice  in  the  members  of 
the  presbytery  which  originally  tried  him. 

Professor  Smith  sought  to  show  that 
the  records  of  the  original  trial  proved 
that  the  judiciary  was  prejudiced  in  that 
It  allowed  members  of  the  body  to  sit  in 
the  case  who  had  published  opinions 
touching  the  guilt  of  the  accused.  It 
was  further  shown  that  the  regular  order 
prescribed  for  judicial  process  by  the 
constituton  of  the  church  has  not  been 
complied  with  in  the  preliminary  stages 
before  the  beginning  of  *actual  trial.  The 
third  point  argued  bad  reference  to  the 
form  in  which  the  charges  were  cast, 
and  here  it  was  argued  that  those 
charges  were  fatally  defective  in  that 
they  did  not  formulate  the  doctrine  where 
offenses  were  alleged. 

The  professor  said  that  the  doctrine 
of  inspiration  mentioned  in  the  charges 
was  one  "implied"  in  the  confession-  of 
faith,  in  Vhich  case  the  constitutional 
law  demanded  of  the  church  that  the 
doctrine  offended  against  should  be 
"fundamental."  That  which  is  funda- 
mental will  never  be  left  to  infer.  The 
doctrine  of  inspiration  alleged  in  the 
charges  was  contended  to  be  one  not 
taught  in  Scriptures  or  in  the  confession 
and  in  fact  contrary  to  the  confession  of 
faith. 

Inerrancy  of  the  original  autography 
of  the  Scriptures  was  declared  to  be  en- 
tirely out  of  the  doctrine  of  inspiration. 
It  was  shown  that  the  doctrine  of  iner- 
rancy has  a  theological  origin  not  a  bib- 
lical origin,  and  the  concern  as  it  stands 
IS  no  support  to  the  position  of  the  prose- 
cution. Professor  Smith  then  went  on  to 
argue  that  the  implication  of  the  charge 
contained  a  contradiction  of  true  Presby- 
terian doctrine.    At  this  point  he  said: 

"And  now  we  have  reached  the  point 
where  we  may  examine  the  utterances  of 
the  last  general  assembly.  I  do  not 
mean  of  course,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  this 
assembly  to  review  or  revise  any  partic- 
ular decision  of  the  assembly  of  1S93. 
with  the  idea  of  setting  it  aside.  The 
confession  of  faith  says  that  all  synods 
may  err  or  have  erred,  and  that  their 
decisions  must  be  examined." 

Professor  Smith  went  on  to  show  that 
the  Washington  assembly  evaded  the 
issue  raised  by  the  doctrine's  confession, 
in  failing  to  declare  that  the  Scriptures 
not  only  "arc"  the  word  of  God, 
but  "are"  inerrant.  To  say  that 
the  original  autographs  "were"  inerrant 
makes  it  necessary  that  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures "were"  the  word  of  God  but  on  the 
contrary,  the  doctripe  set  forth  by  the 
confession  was  stated  to  be  that  the 
Bible  is  contained  in  the  present  Hebrew 
and  Greek  copies  as  the  present  arbiter 


of  present  controversies.  The  objection 
had  reference  to  the  ic  entity  of  the 
charges  upon  which  he  was  found  guilty 
and  the  lack  of  definiteneis  in  their  al- 
legations. At  this  point  the  assembly 
took  a  recess.

THE  BOAT  WAS  UPSET. 


The  Accident  Occurred  at  the  ttecontf  Portage 
ol  the  River. 

Tower,  Minn.,  May  24.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.)— S.  E.  Potts,  of  Negaunee, 
Mich.,  arrived  here  last  niglit  from  Rainy 
Lake  City  and  reported  the  death  of  his 
brother,  James  R.  Potts,  by  drowning  in 
the  Vermilion  river  yesterdiy morning. 

The  accident  occurred  at  the  second 
portage  on  the  river  as  thty  came  up. 
The  party  consisted  of  Tan  es  R.  Potts 
and  D.  P.  Redding,  postmaster  at  Rainy 
Lake  City,  who  were  in  one  boat,  and  S.

Redding  aitd  his  compai.iou  followed 
a  little  later,  and  in  some  vay  they  lost 
control  of  their  boat  and  it  was  upset. 
Potts  sank,  while  Redding  clung  to  a 
rock  and  the  boat  was  earned  over  the 
rapids  bottom  side  up.  Reading's  shouts 
for  help  reached  the  paity  in  the  oiher 
l)oat  and  they  returned  and  rescued  him. 

The  body  of  the  drowned  man  could 
not  be  found,  and  as  they  were  beyond 
the  reach  of  assistance  Mr,  Redding  re- 
turned to  Rainy  Lake  City  tD  secure  help 
and  means  to  recover  the  Ixxiy.  The 
rest  of  the  party  came  on  to  Tower  to 
communicate  with  the  rebitives  of  the 
deceased.

Washington,  May  24.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— Attorney  J.  C.  Keyes.  of 
Duluth,  representing  the  Minnesota 
Canal  company,  is  in  Washington  and 
the  Altamonte,  the  rival  company,  is  re- 
presented by  E.  P.  Jennison,  of  Chicago. 
It  will  be  recalled  that  Represenutive 
Baldwin  introduced  a  bill  granting  to  the 
Altamonte  company  the  privilege  of 
overflowing  certain  lands  in  tbe  Fond  du 
Lac  reservation.  This  action  was  taken 
by  Maj.  Baldwin  after  several  Duluth 
men  had  endorsed  the  Altamonte  pro- 
ject. This  endorsement  it  will  be  re- 
membered, was  afterwards  repudiated 
by  the  chamber  of  commerce.  Maj. 
Baldwin,  in  accordance  with  their  wishes, 
put  a  stop  to  any  further  legislation. 

Maj.  Baldwin  and  the  representatives 
of  the  two  companies  had  a  hearing  be- 
fore the  committee  on  Indian  affairs  to- 
day. The  Minnesota  Canal  company 
was  represented  by  ex-congressman 
Dunnell  and  Attorney  Keyes,  who  re- 
quested that  the  privileges  asked  for  by 
the  Altamonte  company  be  transferred 
to  the  Minnesota  Canal  company.  Maj. 
Baldwin  said  he  would  support  the  com- 
pany which  could  confer  the  greatest 
benefits  upon  Duluth. 

Mr.  Keyes  consumed  the  entire  time 
of  the  committee  discussingthe  proposed 
dam  on  the  St.  Louis  river,  and  an  ad- 
journment was  taken  without  anything 
being  accomplished.  Maj.  Baldwin  will 
await  the  action  of  the  committee  before 
taking  further  action. 

Representative  Baldwin  today  called 
up  in  tbe  house  his  bill  providing  for  the 
sale  of  the  Chippewa  pine  lands,  but 
objection  was  maxle  to  its  consideration 
and  it  went  over. 


WAS  HORRIBLY  BURNED. 


Terrible  Accident  to  a  f-iremaa  on   Boari  a 
Locomotive. 

Galesburg,  111 ,  May  24.— When  the 
Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  fast  mail 
train  was  four  miles  east  of  Kewanee, 
running  at  the  rate  of  fifty  miles  per 
hour,  the  glass  in  the  lubricator  became 
broked  and  instantly  three-quarters  was 
spilled  by  strong  pressure  through  the 
cab.  Striking  the  hot  boiler  bead,  the 
oil  was  ignited  and  the  next  moment  the 
whole  interior  of  the  cab   was  m   Hames. 

The  fireman,  Ed  Martin,  was  standing 
in  front  of  the  lubricator,  and  his  clothes 
saturated  with  oil  were  quickly  all  ablaze. 
He  rolled  on  the  cab  floor  to  extinguish 
the  flames.  Engineer  Biddings  shut  off 
the  steam  and  set  the  brakes  and  brought 
the  train  to  a  sundstill. 

Martin,  l>efore  the  train  stopped, 
had  jumped  from  the  ^oor 
and  with  the  flames  streaming 
from  his  clothes  rushed  to  the  water 
tank,  raised  the  cover  and  jumped  in, 
extinguishing  the  flames.  Giddings 
leaped  from  his  engineand  rolled  around 
in  tbe  wet  grass. 

Martin  was  put  on  a  freight  train  and 
brought  home.  The  clothes,  save  his 
undershirt  had  been  destroyed  by  the 
fire.  He  was  horribly  burned  and  is  m 
a  precarious  condition.  Giddings'  left 
hand  was  badly  bjmed  and  his  clothes 
burned  off  him.

He 
claiqped  that  he  was  not  a  contestor  of 
homestead  claims,  that  he  was  a  buyar 
of  pine  lands,  ard  that  he  wanted  to  go 
north  to  examine  timber  without  having 
any  difficulty  with  those  wtio  were  locat- 
ed on  claims  as  homesteaders. 

On  his  return  to  the  hotel  Mr.  Morn- 
son  said:  "I  was  treated  \n  a  courteous 
and  gentlemanly  manner  by  Mr.  O'Keefe 
and  I  explained  the  object  of  my  visit.  I 
found  a  number  of  the  homesteaders  pre- 
sent and  told  them  that  I  desired  to  ex- 
amine some  lands  that  1  wished  to  pur- 
chase. I  gave  them  a  list  of  the  descrip- 
tions of  the  lands  and  told  them  to  ex- 
amine them  at  leisure,  and  that  if  they 
desired  they  could  send  a  man  along 
with  my  partv  and  that  I  would  pay  him 
for  his  time,  he  to  assist  me  in  the  work 
incident  to  the  trip. 

"Regarding  my  connection  with  the 
affair  of  Friday  I  have  to  say  that  no  one 
offered  to  molest  me  until  I  interfered 
on  behalf  of  Harry  Mee.  I  was  told  to 
get  out  of  the  way,  and  that  was  all.  But 
.as  Mr.  Mee  is  an  old  acquaintance  of 
mine,  and  supposing  him  to  be  in  dan- 
ger, I  could  not  feel  justified  in  deserting 
him  and  I  don't  think  it  is  any  greater 
disgrace  to  be  marched  through  the 
streets  with  a  rope  around  my  neck  than 
it  would  be  to  lun  away  from  a  friend  in 
peril. 

"I  don't  blame  the  settlers  for  their  bit- 
terness against  Cook.  He  deserves 
punishment.  I  have  known  him  to  ac- 
cept the  hospitalities  of  men  located  on 
claims,  share  their  meals  and  shelter, 
and  then  take  steps  to  locate  contestants 
on  their  claims." 

The  homesteaders  looked  over  Morri- 
son's list  of  descriptions  and  finally  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  wait  on  Morrison 
and  state  what  they  would  do.  They 
accepted  his  proposition  with  an  amend- 
ment— that  they  would  send  two  men 
with  him  instead  of  one,  one  at  their  own 
expense  and  one  at  the  expense  of  Mor- 
rison. It  was  further  provided  that  Mor- 
rison was  to  have  no  private  conferences 
with  Explorers  James  Loucks,  Charles 
Bailey  or  James  Gallagher,  who  are  now 
in  the  territory  which  Morrison  proposes 
to  visit.  Morrison  accepted  the  terms 
and  everything  was  settled  to  the  mutual 
satisfaction  of  all.  Had  this  not  been 
done,  he  was  prepared  to  return  to  Du- 
luth next  morning,  and  so  informed  the 
settlers  at  the  beginning  of  the  negoti- 
ations. 

The  feeling  here  is  very  bitter  against 
those  who  have  made  a  business  of  en- 
tering timber  and  stone  claims  against 
the  homesteaders,  and  the  latter  appear 
to  have  the  universal  sympathy  of  citi- 
zens of  Tower.

Will  be  Paid  During  the  Year  in  Which  the 
Worlt  is  Done. 

Washington,  May  24.— Survey  of 
public  lands  are  hereafter  to  be  paid  for 
by  the  government  during  the  year  in 
which  the  work  is  actually  do.ne,  accord- 
ing to  a  decision  rendered  by  First 
Comptroller  Bowler,  of  the  treasury  de- 
partment. The  opinion  is  of  consider- 
able importance  to  the  general  land 
office  and  will  affect  contracts  made  for 
work  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the>  next 
fiscal  year. 

The  question  was  raised  whether, 
when  a  surveying  contract  is  extended 
after  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited 
foi  performance  of  the  work,  such  work 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation 
for  the  year  of  actual  service  or  in  which 
the  extension  is  granted. 

The  first  comptroller  holds  that  pay- 
ment for  the  work  done  under  a  contract 
extension  will  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  ex- 
tension is  made,  as  if  the  extension  con- 
stituted a  new  contract.  Payment  for 
work  done  under  a  contract  or  its  exten- 
sion not  intended  to  be  performed  m  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  made,  or  no  part  of 
which  IS  capable  of  being  done  during 
that  year,  is  to  be  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  the  subsequent  fiscal  year  in 
which  the  services  are  actually  per- 
formed. 

THE  BANDS  OF  COXEYITES. 


Five  Thousand  Men  Making  Their  Way  To- 
ward the  Uapitol. 

W.ASHiNGTON,  May  2t'. — Representa- 
tives Davis  and  Taubeneck  have 
been  making  a  careful  esti- 
mate of  the  different  bands 
of  Coxeyites  on  the  way  to  Washington 
and  they  claim  that  there  are  5000  men 
tramping  or  riding  on  boats  or  borrowed 
trains  toward  the  capitol. 

Mr.  Davis  does  not  believe  in  the  wis- 
dom or  efficacy  of  the  Coxey  movement, 
and  has  written  a  magazine  article  in 
which  he  points  out  that  the  movement 
is  a  result  of  currency  contraction  and 
summarizes  it  as  "organized  want." 

If  the  government  should  yield  to 
Coxey's  demands,  other  armies  would 
march  on  the  capitol  with  other  de- 
mands, and  the  result  would  be  govern- 
ment by  tbe  multitude.  The  remedy  for 
the  present  state  of  business  he  finds  in 
the  ballot,  which  he  defines  as  a  "record- 
ed opinion." 

"No  Coxeyites  have  come  from  Kan- 
sas," he  said  in  a  conversation  on  the 
subject,  "because  Kansas  has  expressed 
herself  properly  by  her  elections,  and 
Nebraska,  which  is  largely  a  Populist 
state,  has  contributed  not  more  than  sev- 
enty-five men  to  the  movement." 

By  imprisoning  the  Commonweal 
leaders,  he  says,  the  authorities  have 
made  a  swan  out  of  a  goose.  The  chief 
danger  from  the  movement,  he  thinks, 
will  develop  next  fall  when  the  weather 
becomes  too  cold  for  the  men  to  camp 
out  doors.    Then  he  looks  for  trouble. 


TO  USE  UP  SURPLUS  HORSES. 


An  Oregon  Company  Will  Kill  Them  and  Use 
the  Flesh.  Hide  and  Hair. 
Portland,  Ore.,  May  24. — A  company 

has  been  organized  here  to  use  up  the 
surplus  supply  of  horses  which  now  ex- 
ist in  the  Northwest  and  at  the  same 
time  make  it  profitable  for  raising  good 
American  stock,  furnishing  another 
source  of  demand  for  the  mongrel  herd. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  company  to 
bring  the  horses  to  an  abbatoir,  a  site  for 
which  has  been  chosen  near  this  city  and 
there  kill  them.  The  flesh  will  be  ren- 
dered of  its  oil  and  the  residue,  with  the 
bones  and  hoofs,  will  be  made  into  a  fer- 
tilizer. The  hides  that  always  have  a 
market  value  will  be  salted,  and  the 
hair  will  be  used  in  upholstery  work. 

A  portion  of  the  meat  will  be  com- 
pressed as  chicken  food.  It  is  estimated 
that  in  Oregon,  Washington,  Montana, 
Nevada  and  Idaho  there  are  at  present 
2,000,000  of  haltbreed  wild  horses  for 
which  no  market  can  now  be  found. 


Secretary  Herbert's  Trip. 

Tacoma,  Wash  ,  May  24.— Secretary 
of  the  Navy  Herbert  and  party  arrived 
here  last  evening.  Secretary  Herbert 
was  banqueted  by  tbe  business  men  at 
the  Commercial  club  last  night.  Today 
the  party  will  be  shown  about  the  city 
and  taken  across  the  bay  to  the  Tacoma 
dry  dock.  The  secretary  leaves  Friday 
at  midnight  over  the  Northern  Pacific 
for  Washington. 

Arizona  Banit  Assigned. 

Phcenix,  Ariz..  May  24  —The  Bank  of 
Tempe,  at  Tempe,  Ariz  ,  has  suspended 
and  assigned  to  A.  A.  Abrams,  of  Phct- 
nex.  The  Phcenix  National  bank  is  the 
heaviest  creditor.  P.  P.  Daggs,  the  pres- 
ident, says  the  assets  will  exceed  the  lia- 
bilities and  that  depositors  will  be  paid 
dollar  for  dollar. 


A  Peculiar  Phenomenon. 

Newman,  111.,  May  24.— Great  excite- 
ment has  been  created  over  the  appear- 
ance of  smoke  issuing  from  the  ground 
on  Thomas  Shaw's  farm,  three  miles 
west  of  the  city.  On  approaching  the 
spot  where  it  seems  to  come  forth  no 
smoke  is  to  be  seen.

HILL  TO  SOPPOIfT  IT. 


Senator  Gorman's   Statement  Leads  to   the 

Belief  That  Hill  Will  Support  the 

Tariff  Bill. 


He  Will  Continue  to  Fight  the   Income  Tax, 

But  May  Finally  Accept  its  Modified 

Form. 


He  is  Disposed  to  Accept  the  Other  Parts  of 
the  Bill  as  the  Best  Obtain- 
able. 


Washington,  May  24.— Senator  Gor- 
man's practical  assurance  in  hii  speech 
yesterday  that  the  Democratic  party  in 
the  senate  was  now  united  in  support  of 
the  tariff  bill  has  led  to  a  renewal  of 
speculation  as  to  the  attitude  of  Senator 
Hill.  There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  whether  Mr.  Gorman  meant  to  in- 
clude Senator  Hill  on  the  list  of  sup- 
porters or  to  create  the  impression  that 
the  bill  would  have  the  support  of  a 
Democratic  majority  without  Hill's  as- 
sistance, but  it  is  considered  probable 
by  those  high  in  the  councils  of  the 
Maryland  senator  ttiat  he  had  assurance 
that  the  bill  would  have  the  support  of 
Mr.  Hill  when  the  final  test  should  come 
on  the  bill. 

Mr.  Hill  has  said  since  his  return  from 
New  York  that  he  would  not  offer  any 
opposition  to  the  tariff  features  of  the 
bill,  which  is  taken  to  mean  that  while 
he  is  still  unreconciled  to  the  income  tax, 
he  is  disposed  to  accept  the  other  parts 
of  the  bill  as  tbe  best  obtainable,  and 
concentrate  his  opposition  upon  the  in- 
come tax. 

Members  of  the  finance  committee  say 
that  this  provision  will  be  retained  at  all 
hazards  and  they 'are  beginning  to  ihiuk 
that  Mr.  Hili  will  accept  the  bill  in  the 
end  with  this  provision  in  its  modified 
form.  Mr.  Hill  yesterday  voied  against 
laying  the  bill  on  the  table,  but  that  vote 
was  without  special  significance,  except 
that  it  indicated  that  tbe  New  York  sen- 
ator thought  that  the  effort  to  secure  tar- 
iff legislation  should  not   be   abandoned. 

When  asked  whether  he  cared  to  say 
anything  apropos  Senator  Gorman's 
speech,  Mr.  Hill  replied  that  he  did  not 
desire  to  talk  about  it  at  all. 


LOOKING  FOR  BIG  MONEY. 


A  Detective  Searching  For  $40,000  in  Gold 
In  an  Illinois  Town. 

Robinson,  111.,  May  24. — Robinson  is 
stirred  by  a  sensation  over  the  discovery 
that  a  detective  has  been  here  for  the 
past  month  attempting  to  unearth  $40,000 
in  gold  said  to  have  been  left  by  the  late 
Dr.  David  Wilson,  who  died  several 
months  ago. 

Several  warrants  have  been  served  for 
the  purpose  of  searching  the  homes  of 
relatives  for  the  lost  §40,000.

— Three  men 

entered  the  First  National  bank   at  3    p. 

m.  yesterday,  held  up    the  officials  and 

and  emptied  the  vaults,  securing  $20,000 

in  cash.  City  Marshal  Muekley  and 
Deputy  Will  Stevens  opened  fire  on  the 
robbers. 

In  the  fusilade  that  followed.  Marshal 
Muekley,  James  McQueen,  Charles 
Leonard,  Theodore  Summers  and  T.  E. 
Clemmons  were  wounded  and  George 
Buckingham  was  instantly  killed.  One 
of  tbe  robbers  was  shot  dead  and  was 
was  identified  as  George  Bennett.

Congressman  Warner  Thinks  no  Law  Can  be 
Framed  to  Crush  Them. 
Washington,  May  24.— Representa- 
tive Warner,  of  New  York,  who  secured 
the  free  sugar  amendment  to  the  Wilson 
bill,  says  it  will  be  futile   to    attempt    to 

strengthen  the  Sherman  anti -trust  law  in 
order  to  make  it  reach  the  sugar  trust 
and  like  organizations.  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Olney's  recent  report  to  the  senate 
stated  that  he  had  prosecuted  the  sugar 
trust,  but  that  the  case  had  been  decided 
against  the  government  in  the  various 
lower  courts,  and  was  now  pending  in 
the  United  States  supreme  court. 

Speaking  of  the  report,  Mr,  Warner 
said:  "It  has  been  suggested  that  con- 
gress should  amend  the  law  so  as  to  give 
the  attorney  general  greater  power  and 
overcome  the  objections  of  the  courts. 
This  plan  was  with  a  view  to  instituting 
a  general  crusade  against  the  trusts.  I 
advised  against  any  amendment  of  the 
law,  as  I  think  it  would  amount  to  nothing. 
It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  so 
frame  an  anti-trust  law  as  to  anticipate 
all  the  devious  ways  of  trade  combina- 
tions. You  can  readily  make  your  laws 
strong  enough  to  deal  with  trusts  now 
formed,  but  as  soon  as  the  law  is  made 
the  trusts'change  their  plan  of  organiza- 
tion so  as  to  take  them  just  outside  the 
pale  of  the  law. 

"Moreover  it  would  be  difficult  to 
amend  the  trust  law  to  meet  the  decision 
of  the  courts,  for  those  decisions  turn 
mainly  on  a  question  of  tact.  They  hold 
that  the  law  is  aimed  against  monopolies 
formed  in  restraint  of  trade,  but  that  the 
showing  that  the  sugar  trust  has  com- 
bined to  control  the  market  is  not  such  a 
showing  of  fact  as  will  bring  the  concern 
within  the  terms  of  the  law.  With  such 
judge-made  law  in  existence,  it  is  use- 
less to  pass  anti-trust  amendments,  as 
the  trusts  will  re-organize  to  meet 
them."

The  Differences  Between  Portugal  and  Brazil 
Are  Ended. 
New  York,  May  24.— The  Hc-ald'i> 
Buenos  Ayres  dispatch  says:  The  cor- 
respondent at  Rio  Janeiro  telegraphs  to- 
day that  President  Peixoto  has  sent  a 
message  to  the  Brazilian  congress,  an- 
nouncing that  the  differences  which  have 
existed  between  Brazil  and  Portugal 
have  been  amicably  settled.

THE  STATE  GAME  LAW. 

Its   Constitutionality   Brought  to  a  Test  in  the 
Supreme  Court. 

St.  Paul,  May  24.— The  constitution- 
ality of  the  state  game  law  has  been 
brought  to  a  test  in  the  supreme  court  in 
four  cases  involving  both  the  storage  anc* 
carrying  of  game  out  of  season. 

The  first  two  cases  were  those  of  tht 
state  against  Rodman  and  Cobb,  tht 
Commission  men  arrested  and  fined  fot 
having  game  in  their  possession  after  tht 
expiration  of  thes^ason. 

As  the  law  now  stands  it    is    a    pena 
offence  to  have  in  one's  possession  gami 
of  any  kind    after  the  expiration  of  th 
season,  whether  killed  in  season  or  out 
The  con^mission   men  bad  sixty  saddle; 
of  venison  and  they  claimed  it  waskillec 
in    season  and   hid    been    merely   heUi 
over,  and  that  the   provisions  of  the  law 
holding  them  liable  in  this   case  is  ur- 
constitutional,  being   a  contravention  cf 
the  bill  of  rights. 

The  other  two  cisos  were  against  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroari  company  for 
carrying  game  illegally  killed.

The  recent  dLsciiRsion  of  llic  condition  of 
DUT  young  Moinen  in  En;?lish  life  in  Tho 
NinotiX'nth  C'onturj- hn.s  Ihv.i  Rug{?i»stixl  by 
tho  chiingv!  which  tho  higher  education  of 
girls  has  forcoil  upon  the  nttontion  of 
mothers  In  KnKHsh  society.  Tho  djvuKhtcrs 
arc  being  educated  like  the  ixms,  nnd  they 
cravo  tho  liberty  and  opportunities  whicli 
tho  sons  enjoy.  It  is  Imiwssiblc  to  hold 
theso  young  girls  in  the  s.'inie  social  re- 
straint which  existed  Ix-foro  Xownham 
and  Girton  wcro  in  existence,  and  the 
Engli.sh  mothers  aro  up  in  arms  Ijccausc 
the  girls  rcfu.so  to  bo  complacent  maidens 
nnd  take  the  traditional  ixjsition  of  young 
women  who  aro  Ijending  all  their  energies 
to  neciiro  favorable  offers  of  marriage. 
While  this  discussion  does  not  exactly  fit 
into  tho  grtKnes  of  <nir  own  nocinl  life, 
thero  is  a  great  deal  in  it  that  isBuggestivo 
and  important.  Wo  nil  rejoic*^  at  the  open- 
ing of  careers  for  young  women,  and  it  is

It.  is  a  great 
thing  to  have  gained  this  social  and  in- 
dustrial fnHMloni,  and  where  the  demands 
are  not  too  heavy  tho  independenco  and 
freedom  which  women  havo  gained  nro 
having  the  happiest  effect  upon  tlieir  per- 
sonal welfare.

Thiscla-^.s  most  closely 
com-sponds  to  the  daughters  of  English- 
men in  the  upper  walks  of  life,  and  it  is 
not  only  In  tlie  education  of  thc.^e  girls 
that  a  wider  range  of  thought  nml  life  is 
to  l>o  possible,  hilt  they  are  to  give  a  cer- 
tain elevation  to  the  standartls  of  American 
life.  They  are  to  set  forth  the  true  posi- 
tion of  womjui  not  ns  nn  exception  of  at 
tainmcnt  amor»g  the  few%  but  as  the  nor- 
mal expression  of  onr  Ixst  life.  Thes»  ed 
ucated  women  v»ill  Ix-coine,  to  a  gnat  i-x- 
tent,  our  teaelier.-;  of  the  higher  etlucation, 
but  a  largo  port  ion  of  thiiii  will  find  tho 
fulfillment  of  tlieir  ambitions  in  marriage 
and  will  Ix-comc  monror  less  the  leaders  of 
society.  What  our  liigh«'r  eduaition  is  ex 
pected  to  nccomplish  is  not  to  turn  out 
into  tho  world  two  or  thrp<^  thou.snnd  blue- 
stockings every  year,  but  to  send  into 
American  society  hundreds  of  young  wom- 
en who  will  realize  their  worth  in  cann^rs,

The  men  and  women 
now  in  middle  age  had  in  few  instances 
the  advantages,  social  and  intellectual, 
which  are  now  enjoyed  by  their  daughters, 
and  it  is  greatly  to  their  credit  that  they 
have  n-.«pondeil  to  tho  demand  that  their 
girls  shall  como  under  the  influence  of  tho 
higher  etlucation  to  such  an  extent  that  in 
almost  every  scx;lal  circle  the  college  wom- 
en begin  to  be  an  appreciable  and  influen- 
tial element. 

The  question  now  at  the  front  is  whether 
theso  girls  shall  begin  to  take  tho  lea<l. 
The  effect  of  their  wider  training  is  to 
make  a  humdrum  life  irksome  and  dis- 
tasteful, and  to  make  the  position  of  a 
woman  waiting  for  inatrlniony,  which 
may  never  come,  one  that  stifles  the  very 
training  which  she  hasreceivMl.  While  no 
0110  would  wish  th.it  young  women  sJiould 
n{H?dlefi9ly  expose  theniH«'lves  to  censure  by 
taking  too  much  libertj',  it  is  not  possible 
that  girls  thus  educated  will  con.sent  to 
'*tlie  trivial  n»und"  and  "the  common 
task"  which  nrv  tho  tniditional  life  of 
most  young  women  as  we  have  known 
them,  and  It  is  In  England  no  less  than 
in  America  that  parents  iieetl  t'>  lieetliuvit- 
cd  to  appreciate  tho  position  in  which 
their  daughter):,  tralnetl  in  tho  new  cdu- 
catitm,  stand.  The  friction  which  in  some 
quarters  is  complained  of  i.4  largely  Ixicause 
tho  fatlicrs  and  tho  mothers  of  our  girls 
aro  not  intellig<jnt  in  appreciating  tho  po- 
sition in  which  our  girls  are  placed  or  the 
demands  which  the  new  ordt-r  of  things 
creat<;3.  Tho  only  way  of  escape  Is  for  tlie 
girls,  with  such  tact  and  dLscrotion  a» 
they  can  employ,  to  take  matters  into  their 
own  hands  and  Insist  that  the  liberty 
which  is  given  to  their  brothers  shall  he, 
to  a  proper  extent,  allowed  to  themselves. 
What  we  want  in  American  stjciety  is  to 
gain  tho  advantages  of  the  higher  educa- 
tion not  nimi)l.v  for  the  girls  who  are  In- 
tent upon  careers,  bat  for  those  girlswhtjse 
pn  1  ■.ble,  mission  is  to  ix-come  centers  of 
lnlluen<  ••  in  our  homes,  and  whose  iilti- 
mut'  •  '  i<  will  bi-  that  of  leaders  in  the 
stiCi    .

THE  SCHOOL  BOND  ISSUE. 


Several  Grounds  Advanced  for  Not  Advocating 

a  Loan. 
To  ihe  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  present  school  board  seem  to  have 
a  penchant  for  improvements  and  build- 
ing and    a    lavish    expenditure    of    the 

school  fund  which  a  refusal  of  the  tax 
papers  to  furnish  the  finds  alone  can 
stop.  They  have  issued  a  call  for  an 
election  for  the  voters  to  decide  on  the 
il'iestion  of  the  further  issue  of  $150,00-: 
of  school  bonds,  and  in  their  manifesto 
recently  published  in  the  daily  papers 
attempt  to  justify  thtir  call,  giving 
rea'onslheretorwhich  I  will  briefly  scan: 

First.  That  some  1500 new  pupils  will 
need  school  accommodations  in  1895. 
This,  if  it  were  the  real  es?ence  of  the 
call  (while  discounting  the  future  alto- 
gether too  larjelv)  would  be  entitled 
to  our  most  earnest  consideration,  but  m 
the  event  of  the  further  reasons  given  it 
must  be  taken  as  a  blind. 

Second.  Conceding  »he  cheapness  of 
building  at  the  present  time  is  no  argu- 
ment for  making  paupers  of  our  tax- 
payers. 

Third.  The  argument  which  the  man- 
ifesto asserts  will,  with  the  taxpavers 
outweigh  all  other?,  is  that  the  taxes  for 
1893  are  largely  delinquent  and  that  the 
shortage  will  be  still  greater  for  1804.  in 
view  of  which  they  see  a  coming  sbort- 
.■\ge  of  some  $125,000  of  money  that 
would  be  required  to  run  the  schools, 
and  while  these  bonds  cannot  be  used 
tor  that  purpose,  the  manifesto  says 
"ihey  can  be  used  as  a  lever  to  induce 
the  banks  lo  carry  ihem."  I  do  not  know 
what  that  means,  unless  to  pay  them  in- 
terest on  a  deposit,  which  you  have  lo 
borrow  money  to  make.  Our  position 
cannot  surely  be  so  deplorable  as  thati 

Fourth.  If  the  bonds  are  not  issued, 
so  says  the  manifesto,  it  would  seem  that 
an  aoditional  levy  of  $200,000  toourregu- 
1  r  school  rate  would  have  to  be  made  in 
order  to  raise  $150,000,  allowing  $50,000 
for  delinquents,  or  in  other  words,  the 
man  who  pays  his  tax  pays  25  per  cent 
additional  for         the        delinrjuent 

without  interest  or  recompense 
<-xcept  a  visionary  future  re- 
duction while  the  county  charges  the 
delinquent  15  per  cent  with  costs  for  the 
first  year  and  12  per  cent  on  the  sum 
total  thereafter.  A  most  peculiar  forced 
loan  I  No  great  inducement  for  those 
who  can,  to  pay  their  taxes,  and  quite 
discouraging  to  those  who  from  necessity 
cannot.  Such  a  condition  is  again  de- 
plorable, yet  in  the  face  of  all  these  the 
board  contracts  lo  build  a  road  into  the 
coal  bouse  at  the  Central  High  school 
from  the  street  for  $7000. 

The  expression  and  action  are  hard  lo 
reconcile  and  the  voters  should  make 
careful  inquiry  before  voting  for  this 
issue  of  bonds.  E.  I.ngalls.

A  Regrettable  Affair. 

The  Pennsylvania  coke  region  was  the 
scene  of  a  terrible  massacre  this  morn- 
iDg,  and  six  men  are  reported  dead. 
They  were  striking  coke  workers  at 
Stickle  Hollow,  which  is  near  Perryapolis 
on  the  Pittsburg,  McKeesport  & 
Youghiogheny  railroad,  and  the  reports 
so  far  received  show  that  they  had  done 
nothing  to  provoke  the  murderous  attack 
made  upon  them  by  a  band  of  deputy 
sheriffs  armed  with  Winchesters. 

The  shooting  down  of  these  men  in 
cold  blood  will  undoubtedly  intensify  the 
feeling  of  their  brethren  and  it  is  feared 
that  serious  trouble  will  result.  The 
state  authorities  must  take  instant  steps 
to  bring  the  deputies  to  justice,  or  the 
rage  of  the  strikers  provoked  by  this 
terrible  affair  will  vent  itself  in  a 
serious  manner.  Whoever  was  in 
command  of  the  deputies  and  gave  the 
order  to  fire  committed  a  terrible  mis- 
take. 

It  is  right  and  proper  that  the  safety 
of  the  men  who  desire  to  work  should  be 
maintained  and  the  companies'  property 
be  protected  from  damage,  but  there  can 
be  no  e.xcuse  for  opening  nre  on  a  crowd 
of  strikers  merely  because  they  try  to 
prevent  the  coke  plants  being  operated, 
without  resorting  to  acts  of  violence  that 
endanger  life  and  property. 

Later  reports  say  that  there  was  firing 
on  both  sides  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
deputies  had  some  provocation  lor  the 
shooting  they  did.  It  appears,  however, 
that  the  first  shot  was  fired  by  a  deputy, 
and  that  previous  to  this  the  deputies 
had  marched  workmen  back  into  the  pit 
when  they  were  about  to  comply  with 
the  request  of  the  strikers  to  go  home. 
This  was  hardly  in  the  line  of  the  dep- 
uties' duty. 


Compulsory  Arbitration. 

Another  attempt  is  being  made  to  de- 
vise a  system  of  compulsory  arbitration, 
and  while  everyone  will  hope  that  it  may 
prove  successtul  there  will  be  grave 
doubts  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  feasible 
plan  being  evolved.  The  present  at- 
tempt is  being  made  by  Congressman 
Tawney  of  this  state  and  was  suggested 
by  recent  developments  growing  out  of 
the  trouble  on  the  Great  Northern  road 
and  the  voluntary  arbitration  by  which 
the  strike  was  settled. 

Mr.  Tawney's  bill  proposes  that  the 
operation  of  the  law  shall  be  through  the 
United  States  courts,  although  arbitrat- 
ors se  ected  by  the  interested  parties,  to- 
gether with  those  to  be  selected  by  the 
court,  perform  the  function  of  jurors.  In 
case  of  interruption  or  threatened  inter- 
ruption of  interstate  railroad  business 
through  a  strike,  either  party  to  the  con- 
troversy may  apply  to  the  United  States 
district  court  to  have  the  other  party 
show  cause  why  the  court  should  not  ap- 
point an  arbitration  board. 

If  the  matter  is  not  considered  very 
important  the  court  may.  by  the  consent 
of  bcth  parties,  decide  the  case  in  con- 
troversy. But  should  eithrr  party  object 
to  this,  a  board  of  five  arbitrators  is  to  be 
appointed,  one  by  each  party  interested 
and  three  by  the  court.  If  either  of  the 
persons  named  by  the  court  is  objection- 
able to  either  party,  be  shall  have  the 
light  to  challenge  him, and  if  the  reasons 
for  the  objection  are  considered  sound 
by  the  court,  another  shall  be  named. 

Of  the  three  arbitrators  to  be  selected 
by  the  court,  neither  shall  be  railroad 
official  or  stockholder,  nor  a  railroad 
employe,  the  object  being  to  complete 
the  selection  of  absolutely  disinterested 
persons.  These  five  arbitrators  shall 
hear  both  sides,  wh'ch  may  be  repre- 
sented by  counsel,  and  the  decision  of 
the  arbitrators,  when  filed,  shall  have 
the  force  of  a  judgment  of  the  court, 
and  may  be  executed  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  a  judgment  or  other  order  of  the 
court. 

Mr.  Tawney's  plan  appears  to  be  em- 
inently fair  to  both  sides  in  a  controversy 
and  to  provide  an  excellent  method  of 
securing  a  just  settlement  of  the  differ- 
ences that  may  exist,  but  it  is  weak  so 
far  as  enforcing  the  decision  of  the  arbi- 
trators is  concerned.  It  is  true  their  de- 
cision would  have  the  force  of   a  judg-

ment  of  the  court  and  could  be  executed 
in  a  similar  way,  but  it  is  not  always  pos- 
sible to  execute  the  judgment  of  a  court. 
How  could  several  thousand  workmen 
be  compelled  to  obey  the  decision  of  the 
arbitrators,  if  they  declined  to  obey  it? 
This  is  the  weak  point  of  every  scheme 
of  compulsory  arbitration. 


Duluth  Holds  the  Belt. 

Minneapolis  did  not  equal  Duluth  in 
its  entertainment  of  the  delegates  to  the 
convention  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Loco- 
motive Engineers.  They  left  Duluth 
singing  the  city's  praises  and  overjoyed 
with  the  cordiality  of  their  reception  and 
the  hospitality  extended  to  them  here. 
Then  they  visited  Minneapolis,  and  they 
soon  felt  as  if  they  had  dropped  into  an 
ice  house.  It  was  a  great  contrast  from 
^heir  Duluth  welcome. 

One  report  of  the  dismal  scene  at  Min- 
neapolis says:  "Duluth  still  holds  the 
belt,  for  Minneapolis  day  with  the  engi- 
neers was  a  drizzle  and  the  barbecue  at 
Harriet  a  fizzle.  The  chef  filled  his  tank 
with  tanglefoot  and  neglected  the  ox. 
The  ox  fell  into  the  fire  and  was  after- 
ward soused  into  the  lake  and  put  on  the 
fire  again,  but  to  no  purpose.  Even 
Coxey's  army  would  have  turned  up  its 
aggregate  nose  at  such  a  spread.  The 
humble  sandwich  was  made  to  do  duty 
in  place  of  the  anticipated  beef  and  the 
soul  of  Charlie  Hathaway  was  plunged 
into  the  depths  of  grief." 

Duluth's  reputation  for  hospitality  has 
been  more  than  doubled  by  the  Minne- 
apolis neglect  of  the  engineers. 


The  Northwestern  Home  Trade  associ- 
ation which  was  organized  at  Minneapo- 
lis yesterday,  promises  to  do  a  great 
work  in  advancing  the  industrial  inter- 
ests of  the  Northwest.  The  election  of 
John  A.  Willard  of  Mankato  as  the  presi- 
dent of  the  association  assures  an  active 
head,  and  that  the  movement  will  be 
pushed  with  vigor.  The  association  will 
seek  to  induce  consumers  throughout  the 
Northwest  to  give  the  preference  to 
Northwestern  merchants  and  Northwest- 
ern goods,  price  and  quality  being  equal. 


In  the  fieht  at  Washington  between 
the  Minnesota  Canal  company  and  the 
Altamonte  Water  company,  the  sym- 
pathy of  Duluth  will  be  with  the  canal 
company.  It  has  gone  steadily  ahead 
with  its  work  and  expended  a  large 
amount  of  money  in  surveys  and  con- 
demnation proceedings.  Having  shown 
its  good  faith  it  has  gained  popular  sym- 
pathy. The  Altamonte  scheme  looks 
like  an  attempt  to  bleed  the  canal  com- 
pany, but  it  can  hardly  succeed. 


A  vigorous  onslaught  is  being  made  in 
congress  on  the  civil  service  commission. 
Several  items  in  the  appropriation  bill 
have  been  stricken  out  by  the  house  and 
other  *  amendments  will  probably  be 
made  curtailing  the  power  of  the  com- 
mission. While  much  good  has  been 
done  in  some  directions  by  the  commis- 
sion, its  work  has  been  considerable  of  a 
farce  in  other  respects. 


"Mike"  McDonald,  the  well  known 
sporting  man  of  Chicago,  is  said  to  be  a 
candidate  for  congress.  He  can  be  cer- 
tain of  the  enthusiastic  support  of  the 
Chicago  gamblers  and  saloonkeepers, 
and  their  votes  count  heavily. 


France  has  another  cabinet  crisis.  The 
president  is  now  looking  in  vain  for 
some  one  to  undertake  the  formation  of 
a  new  ministry.    It  is  a  difficult  task,  be- 
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cause  every  prominent  man  thinks  he 
ought  to  be  premier  and  is  not  willing  to 
take  a  subordinate  position  in  the  cabi- 
net. The  near  approach  of  the  presi- 
dential election  is  also  having  its  effect 
upon  the  situation. 


Congressman  Haugen,  who  represents 
the  Superior  district,  has  announced  his 
candidacy  for  the  Republican  nomina- 
tion for  governor  of  Wisconsin.  A 
Washington  paper  recently  said  that 
Mr.  Haugen  speaks  English,  Norwegian 
and  German,  besides  one  or  two  other 
languages,  so  that  he  is  well  equipped 
for  a  campaign  in  Wisconsin. 


Every  one  will  rejoice  that  the  opera- 
tion upon  Mr.  Gladstone's  eye  for  cata- 
ract has  resulted  successfully.  Any 
operation  is  dangerous  in  the  case  of  a 
man  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  extreme  age, 
and  therefore  there  was  considerable 
anxiety  as  to  the  outcome.  The  aged 
ex-premier  has  remarkable  vitality,  as 
has  been  frequently  demonstrated.

The  St.  Louis  River  Water  Power 
company  held  its  annual  stockholders' 
meeting  yesterday  at  Superior,  it  being 
a  Wisconsin  corporation.  The  following 
directors  were  elected:  J.  M.  Butler,  D. 
K.  Hcutz  and  J.  H.  Harding,  of  Phila- 
delphia; J.  E.  Mclntire,  of  Eau  Claire; 
James  Hardon  and  VV.  B.  Lowrie,  of  Su- 
perior, and  J.  H.  Triggs  and  F.  E.  Ken- 
nedy, of  Duluth.  Ninety-nine  per  cent 
of  the  stock  was  represented  at  the  meet- 
ing. J.  M.  Butler,  who  represents  ihe 
Jay  Cooke  interests,  gave  a  report  of  the 
status  of  the  company  and  outlook. 
Nothing  further  was  done. 

The  company  is  undoubtedly  taking 
measures  looking  toward  the  improve- 
ment of  the  water  power  up  the  river. 
Some  time  ago  Mr.  Tail,  an  engineer 
who  had  been  connected  wi»h  the  im- 
provement of  the  water  power  at  Niagara 
Falls,  was  here  and  examined  the  river 
thoroughly  for  an  Eastern  syndicate,  it  is 
said.  What  the  result  of  this  investiga- 
tion was  is  not  known. 

Mr.  Butler  said  this  morning:  "Some- 
thing will  probably  be  done  toward 
developing  the  St.  Louis  river  water 
power  during  the  coming  summer.  There 
is  a  great  interest  in  the  water  powers  of 
the  country  now,  largely  incited  by  the 
development  at  Niagara  Falls  and  you 
will  see  many  of  them  improved  in  the 
next  few  years.  They  have  had  great  suc- 
cess at  Niagara.  No  other  power  can 
compete  with  that  of  water  and  we  have 
an  abundance  of  it  on  the  St.  Louis  river. 
If  we  could  get  the  river  dredged  as  far 
as  Fond  du  Lac,  we  could  line  the  bank 
up  there  with  flour  mills.  I  have  several 
times  been  in  Washington  to  see  if  I 
could  not  get  an  appropriation  put  in  to 
improve  the  river,  but  those  Southern 
fellows  seem  to  get  it  all. 

"The  Minnesota  and  Altamonie 
schemes  I  have  not  considered  as  liable! 
to  aEect  us  very  much.  Their  plans 
call  for  such  a  large  outlay  of  money 
that,  even  if  their  schemes  are  practica- 
ble, which  I  doubt,  tbey  can  hardly  make 
interest  on  their  money.  It  would  be 
hard  to  make  it  pay  on  an  investment  of 
§2,000,000,  to  say  nothing  of  $5,000,000 
or  more.  Then  we  are  sufificiently  pro- 
tected by  statutes,  I  think,  to  prevent 
their  damaging  our  power.  Ves,  I  think 
there  will  be  considerable  work  done  by 
our  company  this  year." 

It  is  said  that  a  local  engineer  is  even 
now  working  on  some  plans  and  esti- 
mates for  the  company.  There  have 
been  some  transfers  of  property  up  in 
the  section  lately  and  it  may  be  that  at 
last  a  move  is  to  be  made. 

The  St.  Louis  River  Brick  company,  in 
which  Mr.  Butler  is  also  interested,  held 
its  stockholders'  meeting  here  yesterday. 
The  directors  elected  were:  J.  M.  Butler 
and  D.  K,  Houtz,  of  Philadelphia; 
[.  E.  Mclntire,  of  Eau  Claire; 
K.  G.  Squire,  of  Massachusetts; 
F.  E,  Kennedy,  H.  W.  Eckstein  and 
C.  B.  Co\,  of  Duluth.  A  report  of  the 
past  year  and  an  outline  for  future  work 
was  made.  The  company  has  a  large 
amount  of  brick  on  hand,  the  market  is 
overstocked  and  prices  are  low,  but  it  is 
thought  that  work  will  be  resumed  be- 
fore the  summer  is  over.

Duluth  Heights  People  Will  Ask  Why  They  Are 
Not  Provided  as  Ordered. 

Last  summer  the  council  ordered  eight 
arc  street  lights  to  be  placed  on  Duluth 
Heights  and  designated  the  corners  on 
which  they  should  be  located.  Not  a 
thing  has  been  done  toward  putting  them 
in,  but  the  council  has  taken  no  notice  of 
this.  The  citizens  of  the  Heights  com- 
plain severely  of  this  and  can  hardly  be 
blamed  if  they  do  swear  every  time  they 
gaze  on  the  gasoline  lamps  which  were 
given  them  by  the  board  ot  public  works 
as  a  temporary  makeshift.  They  seem 
to  have  become  decidedly  permanent. 

It  is  not  unlikely  that  the  council  will 
be  asked  soon  why  these  electric  lights 
have  not  been  placed  as  ordered.  Last 
year  the  townsite  company  made  most 
of  the  requests  for  school  buildings,  fire 
protection  and  other  conveniences,  but 
the  peculiar  view  that  it  was  only  to 
benefit  the  company  that  these  were 
wanted  was  taken  by  some  of  the  offi- 
cials. Now  the  citizens  propose  to  do 
the  petitioning  themselves.  They  own 
most  of  the  townsite  themselves  and  say 
that  the  taxes  on  Duluth  Heights  proper 
were  more  generally  paid  this  year  than 
upon  any  other  suburb  of  Duluth. 
Therefore  they  think  they  arc  entitled  to 
as  much  as  any  of  the  others,  and  pro- 
pose to  ask  for  their  rights  in  a  loud 
voice.

RACING  MEN  PLEASED. 


A  Si preme  Court  Judge  Holds  the  Ives  Pool 
Law  Constitutional. 

New  York,  May  24.— In  all  probabil- 
ity it  will  be  decided  today  whether  or 
not  racing  will  be  continued  during  the 
sumruer,  whether  or  not  Mike  Dwyer 
coc:r..Uied  an  offense  in  running  the 
Brt  oklyn  handicap. 

The  opinion  handed  down  by  Supreme 
Cotrt  Justice  Merwin,  declaring  the  Ives 
pocl  'aw  to  be  constitutional,  has  caused 
a  g.e:it  deal  of  rejoicing  among  racing 
me:u  It  is  claimed  that  being  a  supreme 
court  decision,  it  nullities  that  of  Judge 
Prj  or,  thus  rendering  the  pool  law  oper- 
ati^e. 

This,  of  course,  does  not  prevent  an- 
oth  :r  supreme  court  judge  £rom  handing 
don"  n  a  contradictory  decision,  but 
usually  supreme  court  decisions  are  con- 
sidered as  binding  by  other  justices  of 
the  sime  court  until  reversed  by  the 
api  ellate  court. 

S^icretary  Mclntyre.  of  the  Brooklyn 
Jociey  club,  is  greatly  pleased  at  the  out- 
icoc.  '  "Yes,"  said  he,  "this  means  a 
tetr  porary  victory  for  us.  Mr.  Dwyer's 
arrest  was  due  to  the  allegation  that  the 
Ives  pool  bill  was  inoperative  and  that 
consequently  he  was  conducting  a  lot- 
tery Since  the  pool  law  is  declared  con- 
stititional,  Mr.  Dwyer  is  acting  in  ac- 
cor  lance  with  the  law." 

La.vyer  Harris,  Mr.  Bowers'  associate, 
coir.cided  with  Mr.  Mclntyre's  opinion, 
but  added:  "Of  course  we  cannot  tell 
wh.-t  the  other  side  may  do.  Possibly 
they  .vill  endeavor  to  differentiate  be- 
tween the  case  which  resulted  in  the  rul- 
ing of  the  general  term  and  in  President 
D«  yfc:r's  case.  The  former  is  nothing 
mf'-e  or  less  than  a  pool  selling  case, 
wh  .T^as  Mr.  Dwyer  is  accused  of  violat- 
ing the  lottery  law  by  running  a  handi- 
cap, if  pool  selling  is  not  a  lottery,  how 
car  ;inv  reasonable  person  regard  the 
rur.nmg  of  a  handicap  to  be  a  lottery? 
Justice  Merwin's  decision  is  based  on  the 
gn  M-.d  that  the  selling  of  pools  was 
gaii'Mg  and  not  a  lottery.  Therefore, 
the  ;udge  argues,  the  Ives  pool  bill, 
wh  en  legalizes  it,  could  not  violate  the 
ror  stitution  in  legalizing  a  lottery."

and,  as  the  Clevelands  have  had  much 
"easier"  opponents  in  their  April  and  May 
games  than  they  will  meet  on  their  June 
trip  east  of  the  AUeghanies,  it  would  be 
well  for  their  friends  to  wait  till  about 
July  4  before  they  attempt  to  aay  just 
what  the  team  is  going  to  do. 

But  to  return  to  the  pitching  department 
of  the  League.  Where  the  Clevelands  are 
strong  the  Bostons  are  weak.  The  cham- 
pions have  one  good  pitcher.  Nichols,  I 
think,  is  doing  the  best  work  of  any  man 
in  the  League.  His  winter  trip  to  the  Pa- 
cific coast  (lid  him  a  world  of  good.  With 
Nichols  in  the  nine  it  is  almost  a  certainty 
that  the  Bostons  win.  But  the  other  pitch- 
ers of  the  team  are  very  "tacky."  Stivetts 
seems  to  have  lost  his  once  famous  speed 
and  is  being  hit  hard.  Staley  is  an  unsuc- 
cessful man,  and  I  doubt  whether  he  will 
pitch  good  ball  any  time  this  season.  Lov- 
ett  is  an  experiment  and  is  pitching  on 
probation. 

In  Pittsburg  Killen  is  rounding  up,  Gum- 
bert  pitches  "in  and  out,"  and  Ehret  does 
very  good  work.  The  rest  of  their  talent  is 
suppositional.  Knell  and  Terry  were  so 
rank  that  both  were  released.  Unless  the 
Pirates'  pitching  department  strengthens 
and  spreads  out  very  soon  the  club  will  not 
be  in  the  race  long. 

If  the  Philadelphias  had  the  Cleveland 
pitchers,  the  race  would  be  a  mere  canter 
for  them.  Outside  of  their  pitching  they 
compose  the  strongest  team  in  the  country 
and  the  heaviest  hitting  nine  since  the  De- 
troits  of  1887.  But  the  Phillies  never  win 
by  small  .scores.  They  have  to  bat  out  ev- 
erything they  get.  It  will  be  mighty  intei-- 
estiug  to  watch  the  results  when  the  Cleve- 
lands meet  the  Quakers  in  Philadelphia  on 
June  7,  8  and  9. 

The  Baltimores  are  at  this  time  well  fixed 
for  pttchers.  McMahon  and  JIullane  are 
doing  championship  work,  and  IJrown,  their 
new  pitcher,  has  shown  well  in  the  few 
games  he  has  played.  This  snappy,  aggress- 
ive team  is  attracting  wide  attention  by  the 
way  they  have  been  holding  on  to  a  one, 
two,  three  place  in  the  race.  The  pace  is 
too  hot  for  them,  however,  and  they  will 
.surely  fall  back  as  the  sea.son  progresses. 
They  may  end  fifth,  but  hardly  better. 

New  York's  pitching  department  prom- 
ises to  be  the  best  in  the  League,  barring 
Cleveland's,  before  the  year  is  far  advanced. 
For  the  first  time  in  his  career  Rusiehas 
come  to  his  work  alrao.st  at  the  start.  His 
twirling  at  this  time  is  as  good  as  it  was 
any  time  last  year,  and  when  the  hot 
weather  thaws  him  out  for  hisbe.st  he  will 
have  no  peer  in  his  position.  Meekin  has 
already  shown  that  the  money  paid  for  his 
relea.se,  together  with  Farrell's,  was  not  ill 
expended.  Ail  he  has  needed  was  a  go<Kl 
winning  team  to  biick.  him  up. 

German  is  late  getting  into  form,  owing 
to  a  spring  attack  of  grip,  which  left  him 
somewhat  weak.  As  the  club  has  no  hur- 
ried use  for  him.  Captain  Ward  is  leaving 
him  out  of  harness  to  get  in  good  trim. 
Everybody  knows  what  German  can  do. 
He  is  a  winning  pitcher.  In  Clarke,  the 
champion  pitcher  of  last  year's  Eastern 
league,  the  club  has  a  good  man  for  whom 
they  have  no  active  use.  He  is  held  wholly 
in  reserve. 

The  Giants,  however,  have  a  newly  dis- 
covered jewel  who  has  fiashed  out  in  the 
baseball  firmament  as  a  star  of  the  first 
magnitude.  Iluyler  Westervelt  previous  to 
Saturday,  May  5,  had  no  baseb;ill  fame  Ikv 
yond  the  Metropolitan  district.  In  two 
hours  on  the  afternoon  of  that  d.-iy  young 
Westervelt  became  famous,  and  liis  name 
flashed  over  thousands  of  miles  of  wires 
that  night,  while  next  day  the  whole  coun- 
try was  reading  about  his  triumph. 

The  culmination  of  hissndden  fame  came 
nhort-ly  before  ♦>  o'clock  that  day  on  the 
Polo  ground  in  New  York,  when  one  half 
of  the  great  crowd  of  18,000  people  brokr 
ioto  the  field  like  a  human  flood,  picked 
Westervelt  up,  raised  him  above  the  sea  of 
head*  wd  bore  tiim  amid  Min  rov  ot  con- 


tinuous applause  across  iiie  ueiu  10  lue 
dressing  rooms  in  the  clubhouse. 

And  why?  Because  by  his  remarkable 
pitching  the  Boston  champions  had  becu 
beaten  5  to  ti.     They  had  secured  but  thrr-c 

hits  from  his  delivery,  two  of  which  were 
"scratches."  His  v/ork  had  been  steady, 
and  his  victory  was  no  "fluke."  Even  the 
opposing  champions  recognized  in  him  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  professionul  pitch- 
ing ranks,  for  he  has  wonderful  speed,  fair 
control,  a  good  curve  and  a  very  bothersome 
drop. 

Huyler  Westervelt  is  to  the  manner  born. 
He  is  well  educated,  comes  from  a  family 
of  social  prominence  near  New  York  city, 
is  handsome,  gentlemanly  and  not  more 
than  22  or  23  years  old.  His  abilities  as  a 
pitcher  have  been  known  locally  for  several 
years,  as  he  did  successful  work  for  amateur 
athletic  clubs  in  the  vicinity  of  New  York. 
It  was  only  by  much  persuasion  on  the 
part  of  personal  friends  that  he  finally 
agreed  to  play  professionally. 

Of  the  pitching  talent  in  the  other  League 
clubs  there  is  not  much  to  say.  It  is  weak 
all  around.  Breitenstein  in  Pt.  Louis,  Par- 
rott  in  Cincinnati  and  Hemming  in  Louis- 
ville have  done  moderately  wi?U — Breiten- 
stein especially.  But  Washington  and  Chi- 
cago hav^  pot  a  good  t  wirier  ou  their  lists— 
not  one  who  is  in  winning  form.  It  is  by 
reason  of  this  in  particular  that  the  two 
teams  do  not  win  enough  to  keep  out  of 
each  other's  way  while  floundering  ai-ound 
at  the  bottom. 

In  Brooklyn  there  is  great  disappoint- 
ment over  pitchers.  Kennedy  is  the  only 
one  on  their  "string"  who  lias  been  able  to 
pitch  satisfactory  spring  ball,  and  he  was 
laid  up  a  fortnight  with  n  split  hand.  Stein 
became  afllictecl  with  a  sore  arm,  and  the 
rest  of  the  flock  couldn't  win  a  game  in  a 
month  by  united  efforts. 

Meantime  some  of  the  old  guard — Keefe, 
Baldwin,  Getzein,  King,  Crane  and  Galvin 
— are  standing  with  iheir  coats  on  their 
arms  ready  to  answer  a  call  for  help.

(15 1  per  cent  annually  of  the  cost  of  »aid  fioles. 
including  the  coet  of  setting  the  same;  provided 
any  such  company  so  desiring  the  use  of  said 
{K>le».  shall  in  additi  m  to  said  fifteen  per  cent 
assume  and  become  liable  for  tino-half  the  ex- 
pense of  maintaining  such  poles  during  tha  pa- 
riod  the  same  may  l>e  used  by  such  company  so 
desiring  their  use.  The  said  Dnlnth  General 
Electric  Comi>nny  shall  bsrecjuiretl  to  furnish  to

AGAIN  REVERSED. 


Malcolm  Campbell's  Judgment  Against  Her- 
man, Becklinger  &  Herman  Set  Aside. 

A  year  or  so  ago  Malcolm  Campbell 
secured  a  judgment  for  $2000  against 
Herman,  Becklinger  &  Herman  for  in- 
juries received  by  falling  from  a  scaffold- 
ing in  New  Duluth.  Judge  Nelson  set 
aside  the  verdict  as  unreasonable  and 
not  warranted  by  the  evidence  aad  or- 
dered a  new  trial.  Upon  the  second 
trial  Campbell  got  a  verdict  for  $1000, 
This  was  allowed  to  stand. 

The  defendants  carried  the  case  to  the 
United  States  court  of  appeals.  This 
morning  a  mandate  arrivea  reversing 
the  action  of  the  jury  and  awarding  de- 
fciulants  judgment  against  Campbell  for 
the  amount  of  the  costs,  $458.95.  A  new 
trial  is  ordered.

GRADY  IS  ALSO  HELD 


Court  Commissioner  Carey  Decides  to  Ho!d 

Him  to  Await  the  Action  of  the 

Grand  Jury. 


He  is  Charged  With    Perjury  in  His  Final 

Proof  Before  the  United  States 

Land  Office. 


He  Claimed  He  Settled  in  1890,  But  Others 

Testified  He  Was  Not  There  Until 

1892. 


The  preliminary  evamination  of  John 
Grady,  charged  with  perjury  by  Special 
Agent  Gray  of  the  United  States  land 
department,  came  up  this  morning  be- 
fore United  States  Court  Commissioner 
Carey.  United  States  District  Attorney 
E.  C.  Stringer  appeared  for  the  govern- 
ment and  Grady  got  along  without  legal 
assistance.  A  stenographer  appeared, 
however,  for  Judge  HoUembeck  and  took 
notes  on  the  testimony. 

The  complaint  alleges  that  Grady  per- 
jured himself  when  he  made  final  proof. 
One  of  the  principal  witnesses  was  A.  J. 
Taylor,  register  of  the  local  United  States 
land  office,  who  produced  the  final  proof 
papers  sworn  to  by  the  defendant  when 
he  took  the  last  steps  towards  securing 
title  to  his  pre-emption. 

Other  witnesses  were  James  Hill, 
George  R.  Neilson,  Charles  P.  Carlson 
and  James  W.  Thompson,  who  gave 
testimony  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  improvements  on  the  defendant's 
claim.  G.  H.  Lesage,  aclerk  in  the  land 
office,  also  was  placed  on  the  witness 
stand. 

The  prosecution  presented  testimony 
that  Grady  was  never  on  the  land  until 
some  time  in  iSq2.  In  his  final  proof 
papers,  he  alleged  that  he  settled  on  it 
in  i8qo. 

After  the  case  was  closed,  while  he 
did  not  consider  the  case  made  against 
Grady  a  strong  one.  Judge  Carey  de- 
cided that  the  testimony  was  sufficient  to 
warrant  him  in  holding  him  to  the  next 
session  of  the  United  States  grand  jury 
which  meets  at  St.  Paul  the  last  of  June. 
Bonds  were  fixed  in  the  sum  of  Siooo,  in 
default  of  which  the  defendant  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Ramsey  county  jail. 

Joseph  Martin  was  also  arraigned  on 
the  charge  of  introducing  intoxicating 
liquor  among  the  Indians  on  the  Fond 
du  Lac  Indian  reservation.  He  was  also 
held  in  the  sum  of  $200  and  committed 
to  the  county  jail  at  St.  Paul.

Four  first  violins,  three  second  violins, 
one  viola,  one  'cello,  one  bass  viol,  two 
cornets,  two  clarionets,  one  flute  and  two 
trombones  made  Professor  Tonning's 
studio  an  assemblage  of  sweet  sounds 
last  evening.  Inquiry  revealed  nearly  all 
the  members  of  the  Philharmonic  club 
practicing,  under  the  able  direction  of 
their  leader,  various  pieces  they  have  in 
preparation  for  tomorrow  night's  concert 
at  the  Bethel.

ANOTHER  SUIT  BEGUN. 


Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas  Trust  Company  is 
Again  a  Defendant. 

Again  the  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas 
Trust  company  is  defendant  in  a  suit 
brought  on  the  ground  of  usury.  This 
time  the  plaintiff  is  Emma  Norris,  whose 
lot  in  Lester  Park  has  been  foreclosed 
upon  by  the  company.  She  made  ten 
promissory  notes  in  all  of  $546  each,  for 
which  she  obtained  only  $2787.83.  The 
contract  contains  a  clause  insuring  her 
husband's  life,  which  is  made  for  the 
purpose,  she  alleges,  of  covering  the 
usurious  rate  of  interest,  20  per  cent. 

The  complaint  alleges  that  the  com- 
pany has  never  complied  with  the  laws 
of  the  state  governmg  the  transaction  of 
a  life  insurance  business,  and  therefore 
the  contract  is  illegal  and  void,  and  the 
rate  of  interest  usury.  She  asks  for  the 
cancellation  of  the  mortgage  and  certifi- 
cate of  sale  under  the  foreclosure,  and 
that  the  property  be  adjudged  hers. 

The  case  of  the  same  company  against 
Neil  McLachlan,  in  which  the  first  de- 
cision against  the  company  was  made, 
has  been  appealed  to  the  supreme  court. 

Thomas  reary,  a  former  employe  of 
the  Lyceum,  has  brought  suit  against  A. 
M.  Miller  for  $15,000  for  injuries  re- 
ceived in  August,  1893.  He  alleges  that 
he  was  told  by  his  employer  to  carry  a 
rope  from  the  basement  to  the  backroom 
of  the  theater  on  the  upper  floor.  The 
only  passage  way  open  was  through  an 
apartment  where  there  was  located  ma- 
chinery for  operating  ventilating  fans. 

In  this  room  was  a  belt  through  which 
he  had  to  go.  It  had  not  been  in  motion 
for  a  long  time  and  he  thought  it  was 
not  then.  It  was,  however,  and  he  was 
thrown  to  the  floor  and  one  of  his  legs 
was  broken,  for  which  damage  he  brings 
the  suit. 

Meyer  Glassner  has  filed  his  answer 
to  the  suit  of  Morris  Steinberg  for  defa- 
mation of  character,  wherein  he  is 
charged  with  being  a  thief.  In  the 
answer  he  denies  everything  except  the 
allegation  that  at  the  time  Steinberg  had 
a  good  reputation  for  honesty  and  integ- 
rity, "and  as  to  that  defendant  denies 
that  he  has  any  knowledge  sufficient  to 
form  a  belief." 

The  personal  injury  suit  of  W.  N.  Ed- 
mondson  against  Oppel  &  Sons  and  the 
city  has  been  dismissed  as  to  the  city 
an^  the  case  against  Oppel  &  Sons  has 
been  placed  on  the  June  term  calendar. 

A.  F.  Huntoon  has  filed  a  notice  of  a 
motion  for  judgment  against  A.  Rock- 
well by  default  of  answer. 

Dsfault  judgments  have  been  filed  for 
$1670.82  in  the  case  of  the  Bank  of  Com- 
merce of  West  Superior  against  J.  B. 
Weimer  et  al  and  for  $661.10  in  the  case 
of  the  Bank  of  West  Duluth  against 
James  G.  McCullom. 

Next  Monday  will  be  the  last  day  for 
filing  notes  of  issue  for  the  June  term, 
which  begins  June  5.  The  juries  have 
already  been  drawn.

other j^  f  on  the  Centralia  miners  be- 
fore «  *•  today.  Just  i<.bout  3  o'clock, 
about  ntT»  Strikers  crept  stealthily  to  the 
mines  which  had  been  left  lightly 
guarded  under  the  belief  that  another 
attack,  if  made,  would  be  on  the  armory 
where  the  arrested  men  were  confined 
under  a  heavy  guard. 

The  first  known  of  the  striker^'  ap- 
proach was  a  fusilade  of  bullets  against 
the  mine  company's  office.  Fortunately 
there  were  no  guards  there,  but  a  short 
distance  away.  The  guards  returned  the 
fire  with  their  Winchesters  and  the  at- 
tackers took  to  their  heels.  So  far  as 
known  no  one  was  hurt. 

Assistance  soon  came  to  the  guards 
and  no  further  trouble  occurred.  A  little 
after  q  o'clock  the  troops  ordered  here 
under  Col.  R.  M.  Smith,  arrived  and  the 
region  was  imicediately  put  under  mili- 
tary guard.  Word  was  received  from 
Du  Quoin  that  strikers  are  organizing 
and  preparing  to  take  a  train.  The 
troops  are  strong,  however,  and  will  re- 
pulse any  mob  that  may  come.  Sheriff 
Helms  also  has  a  large  force  of  deputies 
now  on  duty,  composed  of  men  who  will 
not  hesitate  to  act  promptly  in  an  emer- 
gency. 

The  arrested  Du  Quoin  men  bad  a 
hard  night  of  it  on  the  armory  floor  with 
no  bedding  and  complain  bitterly.  Some 
ot  their  leaders  assert  that  none  of  the 
Du  Quoin  men  committed  any  overt  act, 
but  that  their  force  is  sufifering  for  the 
acts  of  others.  It  is  not  yet  known 
whether  they  will  be  prosecuted  for  the 
damage  done  at  Centralia  or  for  stealing 
the  Illinois  Central  train,  or  both.  Anton 
Oisin,  who  was  shot  yesterday  in  the 
fight,  will  recover. 

MIUTIA  REACH  LA  SALLE. 

The  Coal  Companies  Have  Abandoned  All  the 
Mines. 

La  Salle,  111.,  May  25.— The  coal 
companies  have  abandoned  the  mines 
here  and  all  protection  has  been  with- 
drawn. An  armed  mob  of  600  miners 
are  said  to  be  on  the  way  from  Spring 
Valley  and  there  is  considerable  appre- 
hension as  to  the  result. 

The  latest  dev  lopment  of  the  labor 
troubles  here  is  that  the  miners  are  or- 
ganizing to  march  on  Ottawa,  where  two 
of  their  number  arrested  during  yes- 
terday's riot  are  confined.  The  au- 
thoiities  in  that  city  are  not  prepared  to 
cope  with  such  a  mob,  and  if  the  plan  be 
carried  out  it  will  be  necessary  to  send 
an  armed  force  there  for  protection. 

Five  companies  of  militia  have  just 
arrived  from  Ottawa,  Streaior  and  Aur- 
ora and  are  now  going  into  camp  at 
Rockwell,  a  mining  settlement  at  the 
east  end  of  the  citv.  Their  coming  has 
done  much  to  relieve  the  terror  and 
anxiety  of  the  people. 


PERISHED  IN  THE  SNOW. 

Probable  Fata  of  a  Man  in  the  Cascade  Moun- 
tains. 

Mount  Vernon,  Wash.,  May  25.— 
While  several  citizens  were  crossing 
the  Skagit  river  in  a  canoe,  they  found  an 
old  quinine  bottle  floating  on  some  dry 
float  wood.  It  contained  a  paper  with 
the  following  letter  inside: 

"Head  Waters  of  the  South  Fork, 
Cascade  Crkkk,  April  17, 1894. — I  have 
been  in  the  mountains  for  the  past  three 
weeks  snowbound  and  have  had  nothing 
to  eat  for  three  days.  It  is  impossible 
for  me  ever  to  get  out  alive.  You  will 
find  me  when  the  snow  goes  off.  I  am 
nearly  wild.  For  God's  sake  try  and 
save  me.  I  have  a  wife  in  St.  Paul. 
Her  name  is  Mary  Jacabow.  In  the  name 
of  God  what  shall  1  do?    Save  me: 

"H.  Jacabow." 

The  point  designated  is  about  125 
miles  above  this  place  and  the  snow  the 
past  winter  is  supposed  to  have  been 
twenty-five  feet  deep.  Telegrams  have 
been  sent  to  patties  at  Sauk  City,  seventy- 
five  miles  up  the  river,  f>  investigate 
the  matter.

ALL  QUIET  AT  STICKLE   HOLLOW. 

The  Scene  of  Yesterday's  Bloody  Battle  Quiet 
Today. 

Uniontown,  Pa,  May  25.— The 
Washington  Run  plants  where  the 
bloody  battle  occurred  yesterday  is  as 
quiet  today  as  if  nothing  had  happened. 
The  strikers  have  not  been  near  the 
plants  and  have  not  even  held  a  meet- 
ing. The  tramp  of  the  deputies  about 
the  yards  is  about  the  only  sign  of  life, 
the  plant  being  shut  down  tight. 

The  workingmen  did  not  return  to 
work,  and  it  is  said  they  have  transferred 
their  sympathy  to  the  side  of  the  strikers 
as  a  result  of  yesterday's  shooting.  The 
night  was  one  of  terror  at  the  plant,  a 
report  having  been  circulated  that  3000 
men  from  the  river  district  were  march- 
ing on  Stickle  Hollow  to  avenge  the 
death  of  their   comrades. 

Armed  scouts  and  pickets  were  on 
duty  all  night  to  warn  the  deputies  of 
their  first  approach,  that  they  might  be 
ready  to  receive  them.  This  march,  if 
it  had  been  planned,  was  abandoned 
when  President  Cairns,  of  the  district, 
arrived  on  the  scene  last  night. 

The  river  men  are  all  calm  and  have 
been  counselled  by  their  leaders  to  keep 
within  the  bounds  of  the  law.  The  in- 
quest held  by  Squire,  of  Berrytown 
township,  on  the  four  dead  bodies  of  the 
strikers,  found  the  shooting  justifiable 
and  exonerated  the  deputies.  Coroner 
Batten,  however,  says  the  inquest  was 
unauthorized  and  without  instructions. 
He  has  ordered  Deputy  Coroner  Echard 
to  hold  another  inquest  tod£\y  and  to 
make  a  thorough  investigation.  A  few 
leaders  say  they  will  prefer  charges  of 
murder  against  the  deputies.

AN  APPEAL  FOR  HELP. 


The  Irish    Parliamentary   Party  Wants  More 
Funds. 

London,  May  35.— Justin  McCarthy, 
chairman  of  the  Irish  parliamentary 
party,  has  issued  an  appeal  to  the  peo- 
ple in  pursuance  of  a  unanimous  resolu- 
tion ot  the  party  that  without  immediate 
and  generous  help  they  could  not  help  to 
retain  for  the  remainder  of  the  session 
the  constant  attendance  of  the  Irish  mem- 
bers in   Westminster.     The  appeal  savs: 

"Our  friends  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  have  contributed  most  gener- 
ously to  our  parliamentary  fund  during 
the  past  year,  but  in  view  of  the  indus 
trial  depression  there  and  in  Australia 
we  cannot  expect  large  assistance  from 
abroad." 

The  chairman  acknowledges  the  act- 
ive support  and  co-operation  which  the 
Irish  parliamentary  party  has  received 
from  the  Irish,  points  out  the  work  ac- 
complished and  dwells  upon  the  neces- 
sity of  bringing  it  to  a  triumphant  con- 
clusion. He  then  adds:  "Without  a 
prompt  and  generous  response  it  is  im- 
possible to  prepare  for  the  general  elec- 
tion, which  cannot  very  long  be  delayed.

Made  a  Terrific  Report. 
Berlin,  May  25.--Tbere  was  an  ex- 
plosion today  in  the  military  balloon  de- 
partment in  Templehof.  A  gasometer, 
with  charged  gas  cylinders,  blew  up  with 
a  terrific  report,  causing  considerable 
damage  to  the  stores  in  the  barracks  in 
which  the  troops  were  quartered.  The 
concussion  also  broke  a  large  number  of 
windows  at  a  considerable  distance  from 
the  actual  site  of  the  explosion.  The 
cause  of  the  disaster  is  not  known. 


Crii'PLE  Creek,  Col.,  May  25.— At 
g:30  Mayor  Whiting  received  a  telephone 
message  that  the  miners  from  the  Bull 
Hill  had  surrounded  the  Independence 
and  Portland  mines,  and  that  a  battle 
was  in  progress.  Another  message  to 
the  mayor  is  to  the  effect  that  the  shaft 
house  of  the  Strong  mine  has  been  blown 
up.  The  town  is  in  a  terrible  state  of 
excitement  and  it  is  believed  a  serious 
conflict  is  inevitable. 

A  wagon  load  of  powder  was  backed 
up  against  the  shaft  house  of  the  Strong 
mine  by  strikers  and  exploded.  Eleven 
men  were  in  the  shaft  house  a  short  time 
before.  Whether  they  got  out  alive  or 
not  is  not  known.  All  the  telephone  lines 
leading  into  the  bills  have  been  cut  and 
it  is  feared  the  telegraph  wires  will  go 
soon.  It  is  reported  the  Dover  deputies 
reached  Victor  and  were  immediately 
assaulted. 

Had  a  Pitched  Battle. 
When  the  special  train  bearing  150 
armed  deputies  reached  Victor,  the  dep- 
uties were  immediately  surrounded  by 
400  miners.  A  pitched  battle  ensued  in 
which  the  deputies  took  refuge  behind 
the  train.  It  is  not  known  whether  any 
were  killed.  The  deputies  finally  pro 
ceeded  to  the  Independence  shaft  and 
took  possession.  They  are  being  be- 
sieged by  a  part  of  the  miners.  The 
Arna  Lee  shaft  as  well  as  the  shaft 
house  has  been  blown  up.  The  mob  has 
gone  to  the  other  two  mines  with  the  in- 
tention of  blowing  up  the  shaft,  after 
which  they  will  proceed  to  Shipton. 
Thomas  Jones,  injured  yesterday,  died 
today. 

Later— I  p.  m.      Eighteen   or   twenty 
deputies  who  were  scattered  about  in  the 
cabins  below  the  Independence    mine  at 
Wilson  Creek  have  just    surrendered  to 
the  strikers.    They  were  told  that  if  they 
would  quietly  hand  over    their  rifles  and 
side  arms  they    would    not    receive  per- 
sonal injury,  and  after  a  conference  the 
deputi;.s  gave  in.    They  are    now  being 
marched    to    the    city    under    a  strong 
guard.     Whether  they  will    or  not  reach 
this  city  in  safely  is  an  open  question. 
More  Trouble  Probable. 
The  guards  that  came  up  from  Denver 
are  now  somewhere  in  the    hills  east  of 
Independence  mine,  while    hundreds  of 
miners    armed    with    Winchesters    are 
patrolling  the  road  about  Victor  to    the 
south  and  north.    At  the  summit  of  Bull 
Hill,  the  miners  have  a  barracks  of  logs 
and  broken  rock,  which  is  supplied  with 
loopholes   and    ladders.      Considerable 
ammunition  is  stored  there    and    also  a 
quantity  of  provisions,  but    there    is    no 
water.     Whole  kegs  of  blasting    powder 
have  been  stored  in    the  barricade    and 
there  is  no  telling  to  what  desperate  ex- 
treme the  men  may  go. 

Later  news  from  the  scene  of  the 
struggle  is  to  the  effect  that  no  shots 
were  fired  in  the  scrimmage  between  the 
deputies  and  the  mob.  The  deputies 
are  camped  south  of  the  town  of  Victor 
and  declare  they  will  go  to  the  Victor 
naine  or  die  in  the  attempt.  It  is  re- 
ported that  Superintendent  McDonald, 
of  the  Anna  Lee  and  Strong  mines,  has 
been  shot.

Members  of  the  Committee  Say  He  Designs 

to  Put  Them  in  an  Embarrassing 

Position. 


Hall  of    Missouri    Satisfied   With    Changes 

Made  By  the  Senate  in  the  Income 

Tax. 


Washington,  May  25.— Senator  Hill 
has  notified  Senator  Dubois  that  he  in- 
tends to  move  to  put  lead  ore  on  the 
free  list  and  will  attack  the  position  of 
the  senate  tinance  committee  in  levying 
a  duty  of  three-fourths  of  a  cent  per 
pound  on  that  article.  Senator  Hill  says 
that  in  the  last  congress  the  house,  over- 
whelmingly Democratic,  passed  a  bill 
for  free  lead  ore,  and  yet  the  senate  com- 
mittee  disregards  this  and  places  a  duty 

upon  the  ore. 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  finance 
committee  m  talking  of  the  matter  say 
they  know  that  the  mtention  of  the  New 
York  senator  is  to  place  them  in  a  po- 
sition of  embarrassment.  Senators  Du- 
bois and  Teller  consulted  with  members 
of  the  finance  committee  and  assured 
them  that  thev  would  defend  the  duty  on 
lead  ore. . 

After  six  weeks  spent  in  his  district, 
Representative  Hall  of  Missouri,  one  of 
those  most  in  favor  of  the  income  tax 
feature  of  the  tariff  bill,  is  back  and  is 
giving  his  attention  to  the  changes  which 
the  senate  finance  committee  has 
wrought  in  the   income   tax. 

"1  have  ^one  over  the  senate  bill  care- 
fully," said  Mr.  Hall,"  and  I  find  that  the 
changes  affected  are  of  detail  and  not  of 
substance.  The  senators  have  recogn- 
ized the  essential  principle  of  the 
measure,  that  men  shall  bear  the  tax 
burden  according  to  their  wealth.  With 
that  recognized  as  a  government  prin- 
ciple and  policy,  the  main  change  made 
by  the  senate  is  in  limiting  its  operations 
to  five  years.  All  income  taxes  are 
temporary  when  first  enacted,  but  when 
once  in  force  they  become  permanent. 
Englana's  income  tax  was  temporary  at 
first,  but  it  has  continued  for  years. 
Germany  and  Italy  have  had  the  same 
experience.  So  that  we  can  feel  con- 
fident, in  accepting  an  income  tax 
limited  to  five  years,  that  it  will  be  per- 
manently engrafted  on  our  laws  beiore 
the  time  expires. 

"Taken  as  a  whole,however.  the  senate 
bill  will  be  thoroughly  satisfactory  to  the 
friends  of  an  American  income  tax.  I 
am  equally  as  positive  of  its  passage  by 
congress  and  of  its  incorporation  on  our 
law  books.  And  I  am  free  to  say  that  I 
will  carry  on  the  contest  until  the  law  is 
made  permanent  and  the  policy  of  the 
government  is  established  that  wealth 
pays  the  tax  burdens  in  proportion  to  the 
protection  it  receives." 

There  seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of  dis- 
satisfaction among  the  Georgia  delegates 
in  congress  and  others  interested  in  the 
contemplated  exposition  at  Atlanta  at 
the  sale,  by  Secretary  Carlisle,  of  the  gov- 
ernment building  at  Chicago  for  ;f325o. 
The  parties  to  whom  it  was  sold  nave 
asked  the  Atlanta  exposition  authorities 
$25,000  for  it. 

Owing  to  a  cut  in  the  estimates  sub- 
mitted last  year  for  the  increase  in  the 
navy,  the  navy  department  has  gotten 
into  a  sad  plight.  The  estimates  pro- 
posed by  the  bureau  chiefs  are  just  suf- 
ficient to  carry  forward  the  work  to 
which  the  government  was  actually 
pledged  by  contracts,  but  they  were 
iicaled  down  before  reaching  congress. 
As  a  consequence  several  of  the  largest 
contractors  for  naval  construction  must 
go  without  their  money  for  months,  al- 
though their  work  has  been  completed 
and  turned  over  to  the  government.  If 
the  department  attempts  to  pay  these 
bills  the  appropriation  would  be  so  re- 
duced that  It  would  be  necessary  to  dis- 
charge every  draughtsman  and  clerk 
employed  in  Washington  and  navy  yards 
under  the  head  of  increase  in  the  navy. 
The  delegation  of  Osage  Indians  which 
has  been  in  the  city  during  the  past  two 
weeks  has  returned  to  the  reservation  of 
the  Osages  in  Oklahoma.  They  were 
sent  here  by  the  Osage    nation    to    dis-

cuss  reservation  matters  with  congre  ss 
and  their  nation  paid  the  expenses  of  the 
delegation.  Whilfc  here  they  held  sev- 
eral conferences  with  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs  Armstrong,  at  which  vari- 
oOs  reservation  matters  Were  discussed. 
The  commissioner  recently  appointed 
agents  to  parcel  out  their  lands. 

Director  Preston  of  the  mint  today  re- 
ceived fiom  Special  Inspector  Myer  of 
customs  at  El  Pasco,  Tex., a $5  gold  piece 
with  a  request  for  a  decision  as  to  its 
genuineness,  the  instector  stating  that  it 
was  the  evidence  against  a  party  accused 
of  passing  counterfeit  gold  coin.  E>i- 
rector  Preston  observed  that  the  coin 
lacked  sonority,  and  from  its  genuine 
appearance  suspected  that  owing  to  too 
rapid  rolling  of  the  gold  strips  prepara- 
tory to  cutting  the  planchets,  an  air  bub- 
ble or  blister  was  formed  just  at  the  spot 
in  the  strips  from  which  the  coin  was  cut. 
With  a  steel  ink  eraser  Mr.  Preston  split 
the  coin  far  enough  to  ascertain  that  his 
diagnosis  was  correct.  It  is  stated  that 
these  slight  imperfections  occur  occa- 
sionally, especially  when  the  strips  are 
rolled  rapidly.  The  coin  will  be  returned 
with  the  statement  that  it  is  genuine. 

Consolidation  of  offices  of  the  general 
land  office  and  the  geological  survey  in 
making  surveys  of  public  lands  is  now 
one  of  the  plans  being  contemplated 
at  the  interior  department.  Secretary 
Smith  has  decided  to  make  an  investi-

A  Marble  Bust  Will  be  Shortly  Unveiled  in 
England. 

London,  May  25,— Edmund  W.  Gosse 
writes  to  the  Times  announcing  a  pro- 
posed English  memorial  to  the  poet 
Keats.  He  says  that  an  American  com- 
pany has  been  .engaged  during  the  past 
rive  years  preparing  it,  and  that  the  de- 
tails have  been  kept  absolutely  secret, 
even  in  the  United  States. 

The  movement  was  due  to  the  energy 
of  F.  Holland  Day,  of  Norwood,  Mass., 
who  is  a  Keats'  enthusiast.  Mr.  Day 
consulied  James  Russell  Lowell  and 
other  men  of  letters  and  artists  in 
the  United  States  and  received  the 
warmest  encouragement.  Had  he  lived. 
Mr.  Lowell  would  have  undoubtedly 
been  the  head  of  the  movement  which 
has  since  been  urged  forward  by  Charles 
Elliot  Norton,  T.  B.  Aldrich,  R.  W. 
Glider,  the  late  Dr.  T.  M.  Parsons  and 
most  of  those  prominent  in  American 
poetical  and  literary  circles. 

Private  invitations  for  subscriptions 
towards  the  work  of  art  were  sent  in  i8gi 
to  writers,  artists  and  amateurs  in  the 
United  States  and  about  100  of  them  re- 
sponded. The  work  is  now  accomplished. 
Mr.  Day  has  arrived  in  England  with  a 
marble  bust  of  Keats  which  will  shortly 
be  unveiled  in  the  parish  church  at 
Hampstead. 

It  merely  awaits  the  execution  of  the 
accepted  design  for  a  bracket  on  which 
the  advice  of  E.  Onslow  Ford,  the 
sculptor,  was  obtained.  The  formal  an- 
nouncement of  the  date  for  the  unveiling 
ceremonies  will  shortly  be  made. 


A  LIZARD  IN  THE  MILK. 


Mrs.  Cummings.  of  Brooklyn,  Almost  Scared 
Out  of  Her  Senses. 

New  York,  May  25. —Mrs.  Mary 
Cummings,  of  Brooklyn,  will  not  rely  on 
Grocer  Schuttleburg,  her  next  door 
neighbor,  to  furnish  her  with  her  morn- 
ing supply  of  goods  any  longer.

When  she  regained  her  senses 
she  hurried  back  to  the  store  and  de- 
manded an  explanation.  The  grocer 
was  unable  to  explain,  declaring  that  he 
was  not  the  owner  of  the  pump  which 
furnished  the  water  supposed  to  be  *  in 
the  milk. 

This  did  not  satisfy  Mrs.  Cummings.

Martin,  of  Minneapolis,  member  of    the 

executive  board  of  the  Knights  of  Labor, 

whose  arrest    on  a  charge    of    malicious 

libel  occurred  the  other  day  in  Scranton, 

is  in  the  city.    The  facts    leading  up  to 

the  arrest  are  thus  stated  by  Mr.  Martin: 

Just  after  the  general  election  of  officers 

last     September,    ex- General      Master 

Workman  Powderly  wrote  to  General 
Master  Workman  Sovereign,  stating  that 
he  had  sent  certain  property  to  the  gen- 
eral office,  enumerating  the  same,  and 
concluding  his  letter  by  saying,  that, 
with  the  exception  of  letters  bearing  the 
seals  of  district,  state  and  local  assem- 
blies now  in  his  office,  there  was  no  other 
property  of  the  order  in  his  possession. 

This  at  the  time  was  considered  satis- 
factory. Later  Powderly  and  A.  W. 
Wright  brought  suits  against  the  order 
for  money  alleged  to  be  due  them.  At 
the  meeting  ot  the  general  executive 
board  in  Chicago  it  was  decided  that  it 
was  time  that  Powderly  turned  over 
everything  belonging  to  the  order.  It 
was  decided  that  the  secret  of  the  phil- 
osopher's stone  which  Powderly  received 
from  Uriah  Stevens  should  be  given  to 
Hayes  and  Sovereign. 

Both  Sovereign  and  Hayes  had  re- 
ceived letters  from  members  of  the  order 
regarding  honors  they  wish  conferred 
upon  them.  Instructions  had  been  issued 
to  organizers  that  the  general  master 
workmen  would  confer  thi^  degree  for 
those  that  did  certain  organizing  work. 
Hayes  was  instructed  to  ask  Powderly  to 
send  him  this  secret  and  did  so.  Pow- 
derly replied  with  an  unqualified  refusal. 

The  general  executive  board  through 
Hayes  then  ordered  Powderly  to  restore 
the  property  within  ten  days  under  pen- 
alty of  standing  expelled.  This  is  what 
led  to  the  trouble  between  Martin  and 
Powderly.  Further  arrests  on  both  sides 
are  expected,  as  Powderly  is  determined 
to  remain  in  the  order  as  long  as  he  has 
an  inch  of  fighting  ground  left,  and  the 
new  officers  seems  equally  determined  to 
punish  him.

They  found 
m  them  a  will  bequeathing  300,000  francs 
to  a  CO  i^rade  of  the  name  of  Jean  Grave, 
to  be  used  for  the  benefit  ot  his  anar- 
chist comrades  in  the  event  of  his  death. 
It  is  asserted  he  has  supplied  the  anar- 
chists with  funds.  The  Belgium  govern- 
ment will  demand  the  extradition  of 
Beaulieu  and  Gauch.

Tarin  Bill  Managers  Threaten  to  Take  Extreme 
Measures. 

Washington,  May  25.— The  mana- 
gers of  the  tariff  bill  in  the  senate  jjrew 
somewhat  restive  yesterday  on  account 
of  the  delay  which  has  occured  over  the 
tariff  bill  during  the  past  day  or    two. 

There  was  a  consultation  between  Sen- 
ators Harris,  Jones,  \est,  Brice,  Cock- 
rell  and  others,  at  which  it  was  decided 
to  notify  the  Republican  side  that  tbe 
progress  made  was  not  satisfactory,  and 
unless  the  bill  moved  along  a  little  more 
rapidly  that  longer  hours  would  inevit- 
ably result.

San  Franci.sc<\  May  25.— Fraud  has 
been  unearthed  in  the  ball  of  records  in 
this  city,  which  may  lead  to  the  frustra- 
tion of  a  clever  scheme  to  land  foreign 
born  Chinese.  The  record  of  the  health 
department  has  been  interlined  in  sev- 
eral hundred  instances  expressing  the 
birth  of  Chinese.  By  these  means  foreign 
born  Chinese  have  obtained  birth  cer- 
tificates, which  they  think  will  entitle 
them  to  residence  under  the  Geary  act.

Kansas  City.  Mo.,  May  25. — The  re- 
tail butchers  entered  into  a  deal  with  the 
local  packing  houses  about  a  week  ago 
whereby  the  former  butchers  were  to 
supply  the  retail  trade  of  the  city.

A  Striking  Comparison. 

The  Minneapolis  Tribune  a  tew  days 
ago  published  some  statistics  regarding 
the  traffic  through  the  St.  Mary's  Fails 
canal,  better  known  as  the  Soo  canal,  as 
compared  with  the  business  passing 
through  the  Suez  canal.  The  figures 
will  astonish  those  who  have  not  kept 
themselves  posted  upon  the  growth  of 
traffic  on  the  great  lakes,  and  especially 
between  Lake  Superior  and  the  lower 
lakes. 

According  to  these  figures,  the  Soo 
canal  has  eclipsed  the  Suez  in  registered 
tonnage  for  five  consecutive  years,  and 
the  Soo's  record  for  the  five  years  shows 
nearly  20  per  cent  more  tonnage  than 
the  figures  for  the  Suez,  while  during  the 
past  two  years  the  tonnage  of  the  Soo 
was  33  per  cent  greater  than  for  the 
Suez,  although  the  latter  is  open  all  the 
year,  while  the  Soo  canal  is  open  only 
seven  months  each  year.  The  record  by 
years  since  1886  is  as  follows:

In  1872  the  registered  tons  admitted  in- 
to the  Suez  canal  were  1,160,743,  as  com- 
pared with  914,735  that  passed  through 
the  Soo,  while  in  1892,  the  tonnage  pas- 
sing the  Soo  was  10,647,203,  as  against 
7,712,028  passing  the  Suez.  The  Soo's 
traffic  multiplied  twelve-fold  in  twenty 
years,  while  that  of  the  Suez  multiplied 
seven  times."  "This  illustrates,"  says 
the  Tribune,  "how  much  more  important 
is  the  commerce  of  the  Northwest,  than 
the  trade  of  the  Orient.  The  great  lakes 
are  the  roadway  of  a  far  vaster  com- 
merre  than  that  which  Columbus  sought 
through  the  trackless  wastes  of  the  ocean 
ia  his  search  for  a  western  route  to  the 
Indies. 

These  figures  likewise  illusirate  the 
great  growth  of  the  commerce  of  Du- 
luth. During  the  period  covered  by 
these  figures,  Duluth  has  risen  from  a 
small  village  to  a  large  city,  and  its  ma- 
rine business  has  grown  in  equal  ratio  to 
its  population.  The  increase  in  the  ton- 
nage passing  through  the  Soo  canal  can- 
not be  abscribed  exclusively  to  the 
growth  of  Duluth's  business,  but  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  three-fourths  of  it  rep- 
resents the  growth  of  Duluth.

from  many  quarters  this  year  have  been 
smaller  than  usual,  and  now,  upon  the 
eve  of  a  general  election,  Mr.  McCarthy 
and  his  gallant  band  find  themselves 
without  sufficient  lunds  to  enter  upon  the 
campaign. 

The  fact  that  members  of  the  British 
parliament  receive  no  salaries  whatever 
makes  it  almost  impossible  for  men 
without  means  to  sit  in  that  body.  Nat- 
urally the  majority  of  the  Irish  members 
are  in  poor  financial  circumstances  and 
must  receive  some  support.  An  election 
campaign  is  also  expensive,  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  do  much  without  funds  for 
the  many  legitimate  expenses.  The 
coming  campaign  will  be  one  of  the  most 
important  that  the  home  rule  cause  has 
met. 

Upon  thd  verdict  of  the  British  people 
in  the  ensuing  elections  will  depend  the 
fate  of  the  home  rule  bill  introduced  by 
Mr.  Gladstone,  passed  by  the  commons 
and  rejected  by  the  house  ot  lords.  The 
Conservatives  and  the  Unionists  will 
maKe  a  mighty  effort  to  defeat  the  Rose- 
bery  government  and  with  its  defeat  will 
fall  the  Irish  home  rule  bill.  All  who 
take  an  interest  in  the  home  rule  cause 
should,  therefore,  hasten  to  respond  to 
the  urgent  appeal  made  by  Justin  Mc- 
Carthy.

Professor  Smith's  Case. 

The  whole  dispute  between  Professor 
Henry  Preserved  Smith  and  those  who 
had  him  condemned  in  the  Ohio  synod 
for  heresy  narrows  down  to  the  point 
whether  there  is  room  in  the  Presbyterian 
chnich  for  a  man  who  regards  it  possible 
to  detect  error  of  statement  between  the 
two  covers  of  the  Bible.  This  is  the  issue 
that  is  now  raised  before  the  Presbyterian 
assembly  in  session  at  Saratoga. 

It  was  practically  the  same  issue  that 
arose  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Briggs,  and  in 
his  case  the  assembly  declared  that 
his  views  were  heretical  and  opposed  to 
the  church  doctrine.  It  would  therefore 
seem  probable  that  Professor  Smith's 
appeal  from  the  condemnation  of  his 
own  presbytery  and  of  the  Ohio  synod 
will  be  decided  by  the  assembly  in  a 
similar  way. 

Yet  how  many  Presbyterian  clergy- 
men there  are  who  entertain  the  views 
on  this  subject  held  by  Dr.  Briggs  and 
Dr.  Smith.  The  old  theory  of  verbal  in- 
spiration has  given  place  with  many  of 
them  to  more  reverent  views  of  the  divine 
method  of  illumination  and  although  Dr. 
Briggs  and  Dr.  Smith  may  now  be 
branded  as  heretics,  their  views  will  soon 
supplant  the  older  notions  which  were 
useful  in  their  day,  and  this  fact  is  thor- 
oughly appreciated  by  many  of  those 
who  are  now  sitting  in  judgment  on  Dr. 
Smith.  Will  they  decide  according  to 
their  real  beliefs  or  will  they  vote  with 
the  old  conservative  element  that  be- 
lieves in  verbal  inspiration  and  thus  con- 
vict the  professor  of  heresy? 


A  Washington  dispatch  says  that  the 
managers  of  the  tariff  bill  in  the  senate 
are  weary  of  the  delay  in  the  considera- 
tion of  the  bill  and  threaten  to  enforce 
longer  hours.  The  people  grew  weary 
long  ago,  and  they  are  liable  to  make 
some  of  the  obstructing  senators  still 
more  weary  when  they  come  up  for  re- 
election.

Last  Tuesday,  a  committee  from  the 
council,  composed  of  Aldermen  Getty. 
Cox  and  Christensen,  accompanied  by 
Frank  M.  Zeller,  went  to  Albert  Lea, 
Minn.,  to  examine  the  workings  of  the 
automatic  telephone  system  recently 
established  there.  The  committee  re- 
turned last  night  and  concerning  the 
trip.  Mr.  Getty  this  morning  said: 

"VVe  had  a  most  pleasant  time.  Albert 
Lea  is  a  beautiful  town  of  5000  people, 
located  in  a  farming  country.  While  we 
were  there,  the  streets  were  crowded  by 
the  farmers  who  were  in  to  town  on  busi- 
ness. The  city  owns  its  own  waterworks 
and  electric  plant.  The  council  is  com- 
posed of  seven  members,  all  pleasant 
gentlemen  and  they,  with  Mayor  Nat- 
void,  did  all  in  their  power  to  make  our 
visit  profitable  and  agreeable. 

"The  automatic  system  has  just  been 
established  there  and  now  is  in  tine 
working  order.  Fifty  instruments  have 
connections,  and  as  soon  as  thev  can  be 
suppliea  by  the  manufacturer  fiftv  more 
will  be  put  in.  Soon,  too,  small  sur- 
rounding towns  will  be  connected.  There 
are  twenty-eight  creameries  in  the  county 
of  Freeborn,  and  many  of  them,  to- 
gether with  some  of  the  leading  farmers, 
will  put  in  instruments.  The  franchise 
in  Albert  Lea  is  owned  by  a  gentleman 
named  Fobe?,  who  is  a  local  resident. 

"A  number  of  tests  were  made  for  our 
benefu  and  they  were  very  sitisfactory. 
Mr.  Zeller  talked  over  the  line  to  usfrom 
a  distance  and  we  were  struck  not  only 
by  the  unusual  distinctness  of  the  tones 
of  his  voice  but  also  with  the  ease  very 
low  tones  could  be  heard  and  plainly  un- 
derstood. The  ticking  of  a  watch  was 
heard  with  the  greatest  of  ease,  and  the 
notes  of  a  violin,  coming  over  a  wire  of 
considerable  distance,  were  very  perfect 
and  distinct, 

"Another  advantage  this  system  gives 
is  this:  That  several  partiescan  talk  to- 
gether at  the  same  time.  Several  mem- 
btri  of  a  committee.for  example,  can  call 
one  another  up,  hold  a  little  meeting, 
just  as  though  ihey  were  together  in  the 
same  room.  The  people  of  Albert  Lea 
are  greatly  pleased  with  the  new  system 
and  all  the  old  fashioned  instruments 
have  been  banished. 

"Now  1  don't  care  to  talk  much  before 
we  make  our  commi.tee  report  to  the 
council.  In  Duluth  we  want  the  best 
system  that  can  be  secured.  The 
main  thing  now  is  to  know 
juit  exactly  wb?it  effect  electrical  cars, 
with  their  rumble  and  noise,  will  have  on 
these  automatic  instruments.  Albert 
Lea  has  quiet  streets  and  no  electrical 
cars.  At  La  Porte,  Ind.,  there  are  elec- 
trical cars  and  it  is  claimed  that  they 
seriously  affect  the  workings  of  the  auto- 
mttic  system  which  is  in  vogue  there. 
The  Be'l  people  have  offered  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  a  committee  from  the  coun- 
cil if  it  will  go  down  to  La  Porte  and 
make  some  investigations  there.  Such 
a  trip  will  probably  be  made,"

The  warmest 
June  day  in  all  that  period  was  in  last 
year  the  19th,  when  the  thermometer 
registered  92  degrees,  (Jn  June  28.  1883 
it  registered  the  same  heat.  The  coldest 
June  dav|was  33  degrees  on  the  8th  in  1S85. 
The  average  precipitation  for  the  montn 
has  been  4  94  inches,  and  the  greatest 
monthly  precipitation  was  lo.S-;  inches 
in  1874.  The  average  number  of  cloudy 
days  was  9,  partly  cloudy  13,  cloudless. 
8.  The  prevailirg  winds  came  from  the 
northeast  and  the  highest  recorded 
velocity  was  48  miles  on  June  24,    1880.

Sakatoga,  N.  Y.,  May  25.— The  first 
patt  of  the  Presbyterian  assembly  this 
jaornirg  was  set  apart  for  the  reception 
of  the  delegation  from  the  Baptist  con- 
vention now  in  session  in  this  city.  They 
are  D.  H.  Strong,  president  of  Roches- 
ter the  >logical  seminary;  Dr.  Northrup, 
dean  if  the  divinity  school  of  the  L^ni- 
versit>  of  Chicago;  Dr.  .\lvah  Hovey,  of 
Xewtoi  theological  institute:  Hon,  C.  W. 

Kinslcv,  of  Massachusetts,  and  Dr.  H. 
L.  Morehouse,  field  secretary  of  the 
liap'.i^:  Home  Missionary  society.  The 
assei  ;  ly  was  addressed  by  Drs.  Strong 
and  Northrup  and  responses  were  made 
by  the  moderator. 

The  1  the  assembly  was  constituted  for 
the  hexring  of  the  Smith  case  and  ad- 
dressed by  Elder  Daniel  H.  Shields,  a 
member  of  the  Cincinnati  prosecuting 
committee,  who  was  introduced  as  a 
plai:.  nan  and  a  farmer.  It  was  an- 
nouri  .^d  that  about  three  quarters  of  an 
hour  remained  for  the  appelle. 

Mr.  Shields'  argument  traversed  the 
twelve  grounds  of  the  appeal  put  for- 
ward by  Professor  Smith  and  was  read 
fron-  Manuscript.  In  the  course  of  his 
remiirks.  Elder  Shields  said  that  the 
comiriltee  did  not  for  a  moment  doubt 
the  outcome  of  the  matter  in  the  present 
assernbly.  He  then  proceeded  to  read  a 
few  extracts  from  Professor  Smith's 
writi;.  :;s. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Shields'  speech  the 
.isse  vi'jly  applauded,  but  the  hand  clop- 
ping  %.as  suddenly  stopped  by  the  mod- 
erator s  gavel  and  vigorous  hissing.  The 
prosecuting  committee  rested  at  a  few 
iviiniics  before  11  o'clock,  though  they 
stiii  h  id  si.\  minutes  to  spare  out  ot  their 
four  b  >urs. 

Ah^T  the  assembly  had  "shaken  itself" 
at  tt  e  moderator's  suggestion,  Professor 
Srai  1.  began  his  argument  in  reply.  He 
regr'.ued  that  the  committee  had  sought 
to  in:,'ress  the  assembly  with  the  belief 
that  he  did  not  value  the  Bible  highly. 
Oa  ;h.'  contrary,  he  has  always  endeav- 
ored to  live  by  that  book, 

Prcr'essor  Smith  then  proceeded  to 
disc.r  3  briefly  the  objections  he  had 
mac!:  but  which  he  had  not  thought  fit 
to  ds  -uss  until  they  had  been  taken  up 
by  tct  prosecuting  attorney.  They  re- 
lated .he  actions  of  members  of  the  low- 
er c^i:rt,  who  had  printed  expressions 
coat-prning  the  guilt  of  the  accused  in 
the  newspapers,  the  refusal  to  receive  a 
whcle  book  in  testimony  when  a  part 
had  i)oen  introduced  by  the  prosecution 
and  the  taking  of  a  vote  in  a  member's 
abserce.

The  Strange  Case  ot  Mrs.  William  Martin,  of 
New  York. 
San  Dikgo,  Cal.,  May  25.— There  was 
a  notable  reunion  at  the  Hotel  Del  Cor- 
ona yesterday  when  William  Martin, 
manager  of  the  New  York  Witness,  met 

his  wife  and  child  for  whom  he  has 
searched  for  the  past  three  years  in  all 
parts  of  the  world. 

Mrs.  Martin,  while  revealing  by  her 
strange  absence  that  her  mind  was  affec- 
ted, gave  the  lie  that  she  left  home  and 
evaded  her  husband  through  her  own 
will  alone.  Martin  will  leave  with  his 
wife  .•\nd  child  tomorrow  afternoon  for 
their  New  York  home,  accompanied  by 
a  private  detective  who  will  guatd  the 
party. 

Martin  m.ade  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  facts  in  the  case.  He  corroborated 
fully  the  account  previously  given  by  Dr. 
Heydecker,  of  the  disappearance  of  his 
wife  nearly  three  years  ago.  He  said: 
"I  am  not,  of  course,  familiar  with  the 
details  of  Dr.  Heydecker's  fight  with  the 
detectives  at  San  Fr.ancisco  and  on  the 
way  of  Coronado,  but  the  other  parts  of 
the  story  I  know  are  true.  The  wonder- 
ful success  my  wife's  lawyer  h.is  had  in 
keeping  her  away  from  her  friends, 
while  he  was  handling  her  estate  would 
not  seem  to  be  remarkable  if  one  were 
acquainted  with  the  laws  of  New  York 
state,  which  are  very  peculiar  and,  as  it 
happens  in  this  case,  outrageous  and 
unjust. 

"Under  it  he  was  not  only  not  com- 
pelled to  tell  me  of  my  wife's  where- 
about?, but  he  was  strictly  forbidden  to 
reveal  the  address,  I  have  absolutely 
no  control  of  my  wife's  property,  and 
therefore  with  her  away  ftnd  with  power 
of  attorney  from  her  he  was  rcaster  of 
the  situation.  While  Mrs.  Martin  is  able 
to  take  care  ot  herself,  it  is  expected  her 
mind  is  affected.  1  shall  ask  for  her  ex- 
amination, and  if  she  is  found  insane  I 
wish  the  guardianship  of  the  children. 
Regarding  her  fortune  1  wish  it  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  I  do  not  wish  to 
be  placed  in  charge  of  that,  I  will  de- 
mand that  it  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
trustees  for  the  benefit  of  our  chil- 
dren." 

Dr.  Heydecker,  who  was  with  Mrs. 
Martin  at  the  hotel,  said  that  Seth 
Sprague  Terry  threatened  to  sue  him  for 
defamation  of  character  if  the  published 
interview  was  correct,  charging  that 
Terry  employed  detectives  at  San  Fran- 
cisco to  obtain  control  of  Mrs.  Martin 
and  that  the  Detective  Meetler,  em- 
ployed by  Dr.  Heydecker,  had  been 
bought  off  by  Terry.  "Terry  is  welcome 
to  all  the  satisfaction  he  can  get  from 
me,"  said  Dr.  Heydecker,  "My  power 
in  the  matter  of  securing  possession  of 
Mrs.  Martin  is  positive  and  Terry  knows 
it,"

THE  MANEY  COURT  MARTIAL. 


No  Injunction  Yet  ^Issued  by  the  Federal 
Court, 

St.  Pall,  May  25.— The  statement 
that  the  federal  court  intended  to  grant 
the  application  of  Counsel  Blair  on  be- 
half of  Lieut.  Maney  for  a  writ  of  pro- 
hibition stopping  the.  progress  of  the 
military  trial  at  Fort  Snelling  is  prema- 
ture. 

At  1 1  o'clock  today  Judge  Nelson  de- 
nied that  he  had  taken  any  steps  in  the 
matter  and  peremptorily  refused  to  dis- 
cuss any  phase  of  the  case.  It  is  thought, 
however,  that  either  today  or  tomorrow 
such  an  issue  will  be  made  and  the  pre- 
liminary incjuiry  fixed  for  Monday. 

The  court  martial  was  called  to  order 
at  Fort  Snelling  at  11  o'clock  and  pro- 
ceeded with  the  trial. 

The  denial  of  Judge  Nelson  that  a  writ 
of  prohibition  against  the  court  martial 
had  been  issued  seems  to  have  been 
technical  rather  than  aclual,  A  paper 
was  served  on  the  members  of  the  court 
martial  when  they  met  today  to  appear 
in  court  Monday  morning  to  argue  the 
question  whether  the  application  for  a 
writ  of  prohibition  against  the  court 
martial  shall  be  heard  by  the  United 
States  district  court.  In  the  meantime 
the  trial  will  proceed  as  usual,  no  re- 
straining order  accompanying  the  writ 
that  was  served. 


Hill  and  Brice  Denounced. 

EvANSViLi.E,  Ind.,  May  23.— The  first 
district  Democrats  at  Rockport  renom- 
inated Arthur  H.  Taylor  for  congress. 
Resolutions  denouncing  Hill,  Brice  and 
Gorman  as  the  Benedict  Arnolds  of  the 
Democrats  and  demanding  that  sugar  be 
put  on  the  free  list  were  adopted.  They 
also  demand  that  the  income  tax  be  re- 
tained in  the  tariff  bill  as  it  came  from 
the  house.

Chic.vgo,  May  25. — Suit  for  §ioc,ooo 
damages  was  begun  in  the  United  States 
circuit  court  this  afternoon  by  the  French 
Republic  against  the  World's  Columbian 
exposition.  The  litigation  grows  out  of 
tfce  French  government's  claim  for  dam- 
.iges  tor  goods  injured  during  the  Manu- 
factures' building  fire.

A  Four-Story  Building  in  Brooklyn  Collapsed 

This  Afternoon  and  One  Man  Was 

Killed. 


Three  Men  Are  Missing  and  Probably  Dead 

While  Five  or  Six  Are  Badly 

Hurt. 


Four  Men  Are  Buried  Under  Thirty  Tons  of 

Bricks  and  all  Are  Badly 

Injured. 


Brook LV.N,  N.  Y.,  May  25. — A  4-story 
brick  building  on  Atlantic  avenue,  near 
Court  street,  collapsed  about  2:30  this 
afternoon.  One  man  was  killed,  three 
are  missing  and  five  or  six  are  badly 
hurt.  The  structure  was  used  as  a  store 
house  and  a  fire  started  in  the  building 
about  three  weeks  ago.  This  probably 
caused  the  walls  to  weaken.  Four  men 
are  buried  under  thirty  tons  of  bricks. 
One  of  them  can  be  heard  by  the  rescu- 
ing party  and  he  says  all  of  them  are 
badly  injured.  The  name  of  the  man 
killed  is  Ericksen. 


DISPERSED  BY  THE  RAIN. 


Bloodshed  Probably  Averted  Near  Connells- 
ville  by  the  Wet  Weather. 

CoNNELLSviLLE,  Pa,,  May  25, — The 
cold  rain  last  night  dispersed  several 
mobs  of  strikers  and  probably  averted 
bloodshed.  The  strikers  were  excited 
over  the  killing  ot  their  fellow  workmen 
at  the  Washington  mines  and  were 
ready  for  any  desperate  undertaking  to 
revenge  the  terrible  slaughter.  Several 
mobs  were  organized  with  the  avowed 
intention  of  killing  some  deputies,  but 
the  cold  rain  and  bitter  northwest  winds 
drove  them  to  shelter. 

The  leaders  announced  last  evening 
that  the  men  were  becoming  desperate 
and  it  was  beyond  their  power  to  control 
them.  Numerous  appeals  were  sent  out 
to  the  local  leaders  to  hold  the  men  in 
check,  but  to  each  the  answer  was  that 
the  men  could  not  be  kept  under  con- 
trol any  longer.  When  the  news  reached 
head(iuarters  that  the  mob  was  forming, 
the  leaders  gave  up  and  waited  develop- 
ments. 

The  first  mob  was  formed  near  Penns- 
ville  and  marched  to  Mover.  The  wind 
was  blowing  coidly  and  the  rain  was 
falling  in  sheets,  but  still  the  infuriated 
mobs  swept  on  over  the  muddy  roads 
accompanied  by  brass  and  martial  bands 
which  played  between  showers. 

When  the  strikers  arrived  within  a 
c|uarter  of  a  mile  of  the  plant  they  were 
met  by  a  delegation  of  strikers,  who  told 
them  It  was  useless  to  attack  the  works. 
Seventy-five  men,  they  said,  were  guard- 
ing the  plants  and  twoGatling  guns  were 
in  readiness  to  mow  them  down.  The 
strikers  then  turned  towards  Summit, 
but  they  soon  became  exhausted  ,  and 
after  many  had  fallen  by  the  wayside 
weak  and  unable  to  go  farther  the  mob 
dispersed. 

Another  mob  of  1000  marched  to  Jim- 
town  to  make  an  attack  at  daybreak,  but 
the  cold  wind  and  rain  so  benumbed 
them  that  they  finally  sought  shelter  in 
the  homes  of  other  strikers  near  the 
works.  At  Dunbar  .1  large  mob  also 
assembled  but  dispersed  as  soon  as  they 
learned  that  the  company  had  secured 
an  injunction.  The  company  reports 
heavy  gains  at  all  their  plants  today  and 
many  are  now  running  full.

Aa  Auroral  Arrh  Two  Tliuiisand  Miles  lA>ng^. 

Among  the  many  interesting  communi- 
cations to  the  Astronomical  and  Physical 
society  of  Toronto  during  the  year  1893 
and  contained  in  the  volume  of  tho 
"Transiictions"  is  one  by  Mr.  Arthur  Har- 
vey on  the  widely  observed  aurora  of  July 
15.  During  the  display  an  arch  of  auroral 
light  rolled  up  out  of  the  north  and  passed 
the  zenith  of  Toronto,  siianning  tho  sky 
from  cast  to  -west.  Its  width  was  fairly 
uniform,  being  from  5  degrees  to  7  degrees. 
After  lasting  for  several  minutes  its  con- 
tinuity broke  up  in  the  east,  it  wavered  nt 
the  zenith  and  soon  vanished.  Fortunately 
Mr.  G.  E.  Lumsden  saw  the  arch  break  up 
and  vanish  in  the  same  manner.  He  was 
at  Bala,  110  miles  north  of  Toronto,  and 
saw  the  arch  projected  across  the  constel- 
lation Aquilla,  at  a  point  some  6  degrees 
north  of  the  celestial  equator,  or  40  degrees 
st)uth  of  the  zenith.  At  Toronto  Mr.  Har- 
vey sjiw  the  same  arch  at  tho  same  time 
lying  across  Lyra  at  a  point  about  10  de- 
grees south  of  the  zenith.  From  these  ob- 
servations the  perpendicular  height  of  the 
arch  was  found  to  te  106  miles  and  its 
breadth  about  15  miles.  If  the  arch  main- 
tained an  equal  height  above  tho  earth,  its 
ends  were  1,150  miles  away,  so  that  the 
magnificent  sight  was  presented  of  an  au- 
roral Ijelt  in  tho  sky  with  2,300  miles  be- 
tween its  two  extremities. -^London  Na- 
ture. 

Buried  the  Steel. 
"Everybody  has  read  Mark  Twain's 
story  of  tho  man  who  got  woven  into  14 
yards  of  carpet,  how  they  gave  tho  strip 
containing  the  remains  to  his  widow,  who 
had  it  burie<l  standing  up  for  a  monu- 
ment," said  O.  P.  Wesley  of  Baltimore. 
"Well,  that  was  a  funny  enough  conceit, 
but  when  I  was  traveling  in  England  six 
or  seven  years  ago  a  thing  occurred  in  ac- 
tual life  which  discounts  tho  carpet  story. 
A  workman  named  Moriarity  was  engaged 
in  tasting  metal  for  the  manufacture  of 
ordnance  at  tho  Woolwich  arsenal,  when 
ho  lost  his  balance  and  fell  into  a  huge  in- 
got containing  13  tons  of  molten  stoel. 
The  metal  was  at  whito  heat,  and  of  course 
the  unfortunate  man  was  utterly  con- 
sumed '  in  loss  time  than  it  him  taken  to 
tell  it.  The  English  respect  for  tho  tleaii 
is  praiseworthy  enough,  but  in  this  in- 
stance it  was  carrietl  to  a  ridiculous  ex 
tremo.  The  solemn  old  fogies  of  the  war 
department  held  a  conference  and  decid(Hl 
not  to  profane  the  dea»l  by  using  the  steel 
in  tho  manufacture  of  onlnantio,  and  tliat 
enormous  chunk  of  metal  was  actually  in- 
terred, and  a  Churcli  of  England  clergj-- 
man  read  tho  services  for  the  de^ul  over  it. ' '

Are  to  Be  Run  on  the  Coming 

Memorial  Day. 


Gossip     About    Men  Who  Have   Won 
Races  Since  They  W^re  Inaugur- 
ated Years  Ago.

The  Chicago  Road  Race  Will  Take  the  Place 

of  the  Abandoned   Pullman  This 

Year. 


The  two  Kreat  bicycle  roatl  races  of  the 
year,  the  Irvington-Millburn  in  theeastand 
the  Chicago  in  the  west,  will  be  run  on  Me- 
morial day.  May  :».  For  years  the  Pull- 
man road  race,  inauguratetl  in  1887  with  35 
starters  and  run  from  Chicago  to  Pullman, 
was  the  great  annual  road  event  in  the 
west,  but  the  course  was  always  a  poor  one, 
and  the  annual  growth  of  Chicago  and  the 
constantly  increasing  number  of  entries  in 
the  race — there  were  278  last  year— caused 
the  Pullman  to  be  abandoned  bv  the  bulk 
of  World's  fair  city  cyclists,  who  will  this 
year  participate  in  the  first  Chicago  road 
race. 

The  course,  which  has  been  changed  from 
the  South  Side  to  the  North  Side  of  Chica- 
go, is  from  the  (Jrant  monument  in  IJncolu 
park  to  Evanston  and  return.  The  Pull- 
man course  last  year  was  17V.,  miles,  and 
the  new  north  side  course  is  about  the  same 
length.  Five  hundred  wheelmen  from  the 
diffei-ent  organizations  represented  in  the 
Associate*!  Cycling  Club.s  of  Chicago,  the 
body  that  controls  the  race  annually,  re- 
cenrly  went  over  the  new  route,  and  the 
present  outlook  is  that  nearly  300  riders 
will  contest  for  the  numerous  prizes olTered 
on  Memorial  day. 

Each  year  a  handful  of  very  swift  men 
ride  from  scratch  in  the  race,  and  the  re- 
maining hundreds  of  wheelmen  entered 
receive  the  benefit  of  handicaps  ranging 
from  one  to  11  minutes.  The  handicaps 
are  usually  so  generou.s  that  luiknown 
riders  who  i)o.'i.«;e.ss  speed  and  endurance 
have  a  very  uc.o<l  chance  to  win  the  event, 
and  the  history  of  the  race  shows  that  the 
winners  have  invariably  been  wheelmen 
unknown  to  fame. 

No  man  riding  from  scratch  has  ever  won 
the  race,  but  .scratch  men  have  thrice  won 
the  first  time  prize.     This  prize  is  awarded

C.  M.  Murphy.  W.  F.  Murphy,  Durant  Mc- 
Lean, Fred  Hawley.  F.  J.  Titus,  R.  W. 
Steves,  G.  W,  Coffin,  J-clHi  Qeusinger  and 

F»ad  C.  Graves.  Von  L«ngerke,  last  year'* 
winner,  recently  broke  his  ankle  and  can- 
not start.  In  1889  the  race  wa«  won  by  W. 
F.  Murphy,  who  reeleil  off  the  25  milew  in  1 
hour  33  mihut«s  6  seconds.  W.  F.  West 
was  home  first  the  following  year,  and  W. 
F.  Murphy  loweretl  the  course  record  to  1 
hour  28  minutes  29  .seconds.  In  1891  F.  C. 
Graves  of  Springtield,  Mass.,  capturetl  the 
event.  Divrant  McLean  of  Brooklyn  was 
second,  and  A.  W.  Porter  of  Boston,  the 
third  man,  lowered  the  record  to  1  hour  27 
minutes  11  seconds. 

In  1893  nearly  a  dozen  men  finished  in  le,ss 
than  1  hour  and  20  seconds.  The  winner 
was  R.  W.  Steves  of  the  Kings  County 
Wheelmen,  Brooklyn,  who  covered  the 
course  in  1  hour  19  minutes  45  seconds.  The 
famous  road  racer,  Hoyland  Smith,  who 
started  frt>m  .scratch,  was  the  twenty-third 
man  to  finish,  but  he  reducetl  the  course 
record  to  1  hour  17  minutes  11  seconds. 

Last  year  14  men  pedaled  over  the  course 
fast  enough  to  break  the  record  made  by 
Smith  in  1892,  and  74  riders  did  better  than 
1  hour  28  minutes.  The  winner  was  Carl 
von  Ix'ngerko  of  the  Atalanta  Wheelmen 
of  Newark,  N.  J.,  whose  time  was  1  hour 
19  minutes  31  .second.s.  The  best  time  was 
1  hour  15  minutes  10  seconds,  made  by  C. 
M.  Murphy  of  Brooklyn,  and  this  mark 
still  remains  the  best  time  ever  made  in  the 
race.  The  best  time  ever  made  over  the 
course  .stands  to  the  credit  of  W.  F.  Mur- 
phy, C.  M.  Murphy's  brother.  It  is  1  hour 
14  minutes  48  seconds.  W.  F.  Murphy  is 
riding  in  great  form  at  present,  and  it  will 
not  be  .surprising  if  he  makes  a  new  record 
for  the  conrse  on  Memorial  day. 

The  race  is  run  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Metropolitan  Association  of  Cycling  Clubs, 
a  body  composed  of  about  40  wheeling  or-

course  and  is  all  that  a  .scratch  man  may 
reasonably  hope  to  win.  The  winner  of  the 
race  in  1*^7  was  II.  H.  Winship,  who  rode 
from  the  8  minutes  30  seconds  mark.  He 
also  captured  the  time  prize  by  covering 
the  course  iu  1  hour,  2  miiuites  and  55  .sec- 
onds. In  1888  A.  E.  Lum.sden,  an  11  minut-e 
man,  finisheil  fir.-»t  f>ut  o£  71  starttrs,  anrl 
Win.ship,  who  negotiated  the  distance  in  53 
minutes  20  seconds,  again  captured  the 
time  prize. 

F.  Bodach,  another  11  minute  man,  won 
the  race  in  1>0»H,  and  Lumsden,  riding  from 
scratch,  capture<l  fir.st  time  honor  in  57  min- 
utes 48  .second.';.  C.  T.  Knisely,  a  10  minute 
rider,  was  finst  man  home  in  1890,  and 
LuHLsden,  again  riding  from  scratch,  took 
the  time  prize  into  camp  for  a  second  time. 
He  covered  the  course  in  5ti  minutes  38 /sec- 
ond.s. In  1891  R.  M.  Barwise  made  such 
good  use  of  his  10  minute  handicap  that  he 
pedaletl  into  Pullman  in  advance  of  225 
rival-s.  N.  H.  Van  Sicklen,  who  started 
from  .scratch,  pushed  his  wheel  over  the 
route  in  50  minutes  17  seconds  and  won  the 
time  prize. 

In  1892  J.  B.  Woolas.  a  si.x  minute  man, 
capture*!  the  race,  and  the  old  timer,  Win- 
ship,  who  had  a  handicap  of  1  minute  15 
■ecouds,  won  the  time  prize  for  the  third 
time  by  pedaling  the  distance  in  51  min- 
utes 28  seconds.  Last  year  the  most  dis- 
jpated  bicyclist  in  the  United  States  was  a 
young  man  named  J.  F.  Gunther,  who  was 
one  of  the  278  starters.  He  had  eight  min- 
utes the  lead  of  the  .scratch  men  and  struck 
such  a  hot  pace  that  he  was  .soon  riding 
rings  round  the  men  who  were  ahead  of 
him.  Nearing  Pullman,  he  was  far  in  the 
lea<l  of  the  entire  aggregation,  and  when 
he  reache<l  what  he  thought  was  the  finish 
line  be  stopped,  his  heart  throbbingwith 
the  joy  of  victory.  He  was  20  yards  from 
the  finish,  however,  and  iiefore  he  could  re- 
mount an<l  cross  the  line  .Marinus  Nelson 
passe<l  hinj,  and  the  Ijest  poor  Ciunther 
could  do  W.1.S  to  capture  .second  place.

In  relation  to  the  opinion  of  Choppy  War-

Starbuck  Will  Race  the  Frenchmen. 

It  is  the  intention  of  J.  F.  Starbuck  to 
ride  in  the  road  race  from  Lyons  to  Paris, 
July  13  to  15.  The  distance  is  only  dm 
miles,  and  the  event  is  promoted  by  two 
newspapers— The  Progres  de  Lyons  and  The 
Petit  Journal  of  Paris.  Over  .5,000  francs 
will  constitute  the  prizes,  and  the  race  is 
open  to  all  nations.  Starbuck  must  not  Ic 
overlooked  in  the  event,  no  matter  who  his 
opponents  may  be.  During  the  first  18 
hoursof  the  si.x  day  race  in  Madi.son  Square 
Garden  last  December  Starbuck  covered  aW 
miles  and  only  retire<l  from  the  contest  on 
account  of  his  trainer's  neglect.  Again  his 
wonderful  sprint  at  the  end  of  the  50  miles 
on  the  la.st  night  of  the  long  distance  event 
proved  his  ability  to  stay.  The  man  who 
rides  the  666  miles  in  the  Lyons  to  Paris 
race  in  less  time  than  40  hours  will  beat 
Starbuck  and  thereby  win  the  race.

He  paid  ?40,000  for 
Maud  Sand  ;S41,f)00  for  Sunol.  Since  Mr. 
Bonner  started  the  ball  rolling  and  made 
the  trotter  the  most  popular  of  horses  hun- 
dreds have  followetl  in  his  footstep.s.  Ax- 
tell's  price  was  1105,000,  and  W.  {).  B.  Mac- 
Donough  paid  ?150,(J00  for  the  great  English 
thorough  bre<l  Ormonde.  St.  Blaise  cost 
Charles  Reed  1100,000.

Swan  Nordquist  Complains  That  Otto  Erick- 
son  Embezzled  Three  Hundred  Dol- 
lars in  a  Realty  Deal. 


Judge  Ensign  has  filed  his  findings  in 
the  case  of  Peter  Pallaunch  against  W. 
T.  Holland  and  Edwin  Ellston.  In  his 
complaint  Peter  alleged  that  several 
years  ago  he  was  asphyxiated  by  coal 
gas,  making  him  very  feeble  m  both 
mind  and  body  for  some  time.  While  in 
that  condition,  he  alleges,  he  was  in- 
duced to  sign  a  deed  to  W.  T.  Holland 
to  a  lot  in  West  Duluth,  for  which  he  re- 
ceived no  consideration.  Judge  Ensign 
found  that  while  the  asphyxiation  story 
was  true,  it  did  not  have  the  effect  of 
rendering  him  mentally  inc.npable  of 
transacting  business.  The  deed  was 
given  in  payment  of  a  note  and  he  there- 
fore refuses  to  set  it  aside  as  asked  by 
Pallaunch. 

Swan  Nordquist  has  filed  complaint  in 
a  suit  against  Otto  Erickson,  alleging 
that  he  has  been  defrauded  by  him  of 
$300.  According  to  the  complaint,Nord- 
ijuist  deeded  part  of  a  lot  in  Endion  to 
Erickson.  making  him  his  agent,  and  re- 
quested him  to  sell  it.  At  the  same  time 
Nordquist  borrowed  $800,  promising  to 
pay  it  back  when  the  lot  was  sold. 

Soon  after  Erickson  came  around  and 
announced  that  he  had  sold  the  lot  to 
John  Segog  for  $1700,  the  best  price  he 
could  get.  He  took  out  $50  as  his  com- 
mission and  $800  for  Nordquist's  loan 
and  gave  him  $850.  Since  that,  says 
Nordquist,  he  has  discovered  that  the 
price  Segog  paid  for  the  lot  was  $2000 
instead  of  $1700,  and  that  his  trusted 
agent  embezzled  the  difiference.  Hence 
the  suit.

Outside  Railroads. 

According  to  one  of  tbe  wholesale  coal 
men  300,000  tons  of  soft  coal  have  been 
shipped  cut  of  Duluth  within  a  few 
weeks  to  railroads  that  have  never 
bought  coal  in  Duluth  previous  to  this. 
The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  the 
Burlmgton  lines  and  other  roads  tiave 
been  heavy  buyers.  June  i  will  see 
nearly  every  bit  of  soft  coal  cleared  up 
all  along  the  lakes.  The  docks  in  Du- 
luth will  soon  be  clear  at  the  rate  the 
coal  is  now  moving.  There  only  remains 
about  250,000  tons  here  now. 

Coal  companies  are  not  profiting  by 
the  scarcity.  Prices  are  no  higher.  It 
will  have  a  good  effect  here,  however. 
The  docks  will  be  cleared  and  as  soon  as 
work  opens  up  again  at  the  mines  there 
will  be  a  great  rush  to  get  them  filled  up 
before  the  season's  close.  This  will  give 
employment  to  a  large  force  ot  steve- 
dores. V^essel  rates  will  movut  skyward. 
There  are  two  sides  to  every  case  and 
this  will  be  the  other  side  of  the  coal 
strike.

La  Salle,  III.,  May  26.— While  an 
Illinois  Central  freight  train  was  bowling 
along  towards  Chicago  last  night  it  sud- 
denly came  in  collision  with  an  obstruc- 
tion at  Oglesby  incline  just  a  few  miles 
south  of  this  city.  The  train  was  hurled 
from  the  track  into  the  ditch.  When 
the  crew  of  the  train  filed  into  the  Illi- 
nois Central  station,  Augustus  liuldwin 
reported  the  matter  to  the  military 
authorities  and  a  detachment  of  soldiers 
was  sent  to  the  wreck. 

The  engineer  says^whcn  he  crashed 
into  the  obstruction  he  saw  half  a  do/en 
men  run  away  from  the  tracks.  While 
the  trainmen  were  jumping  the  first  set 
of  trucks  of  the  locomotive  on  to  the 
track  ihey  were  fired  on.  It  appears 
that  strikers  had  piled  railroad  ties 
on  the  track,  but  it  is  not  thought  they 
intended  to  wreck  the  freight  train,  as  it 
was  an  extra  and  could  not  be  known  to 
them.  Last  night's  through  ex|»ress  train 
is  due  here  at  11  a.  m.  and  it  is  believed 
the  strikers  plotted  its  destruction. 

The  Belgian,  French  and  Russian 
strikers  across  the  river  have  assumed  a 
hostile  attitude  towards  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral road  for  the  reason  that  it  has  been 
using  coal  from  the  dumps  of  the  La 
Salle  shaft,  where  Thursday's  riot  oc- 
curred. ' 

News  of  the  wreck  spread  rapidly 
among  the  strikers  in  this  city.  The  city 
police  made  a  determined  effort  to  break 
up  the  groups  in  the  streets  but  they  were 
scarcely  successful. 


Large  Piece  of  Clay  Fell  at  Taconia 
Two  Men. 

Taco.ma,  Wash.,  May  26.— A  large 
cave  in  occurred  near  the  blufifs  near  the 
wharves  by  which  two  men  were  killed 
and  two  injured.  The  dead  are  Maj.  W, 
T.  Gillespie,  a  well-known  business  man, 
and  Arnold  Berbeuger,  a  state  surgeon, 
aged  47. 

For  five  years  a  powerful  hydraulic 
pump  has  been  playing  against  the  high 
bluff  back  of  the  railway  docks.  The 
earth  was  washed  down,  being  sluiced 
beneath  the  docks  for  lilling  purposes.

San  Francisco,  May  26.— Pugilist 
Peter  Jackson  was  interviewed  this 
morning  relative  to  the  story  telegraphed 
from  Chicago  to  the  effect  that  the  Cor- 
bett-Jackson  mill  has  been  declared  off 
and  the  stakes  are  soon  to  be  drawn 
down.  He  said  he  had  received  no  in- 
formation whatever  on  the  subject,  and 
so  far  as  he  knew  the  match  was  in  the 
same  condition  it  had  been  for  some  time 
past. 

"My  money  is  up,"  said  Peter,  "and  it 
will  stay  up  until  Corbett  comes  to  lime 
or  backs  down. entirely.

Uniontown,  Pa.,  May  26.— The  strik- 
ers generally  attended  a  meeting  at 
Mount  Pleasant  today  and  consequently 
there  was  very  little  marching.  A  report 
last  night  that  3000  strikers  were  on  their 
way  to  Stickle  Hollow  to  avenge  the 
killing  of  the  five  men  on  Wednesday, 
caused  great  excitement  at  that  place. 
The  people  remained  up  all  night,  but 
the  mob  did  not  put  in  an  appearance.

Workers  met  and  passed  resolutions  re- 
questing their  representative  in  congress, 
Hon.  William  A.  Sipp,  to  ask  congress 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  make  a  full 
inquiry  into  the  mining  tioubles  and  the 
"uncalled  for  shooting"  of  men  in  the 
public  highways  of  t  ayette  and  West- 
moreland counties.

George  Crowley  is  now  in  a  bunk 
house  at  Victor  and  the  wounded  are 
now  in  hiding  with  friends  in  the  camp. 
It  is  not  known  how  the  deputies  fared. 
The  miners  claim  that  at  least  fifteen  of 
them  have  been  cither  killed  or  woun- 
ded. The  town  of  Victor  is  quiet. 
Armed  miners  have  taken  their  positions 
on  Battle  Mountain  and  Bull  Hill. 

Later— At  latest  reports  the  Denver 
deputies  are  still  at  Wilbur  awaiting  the 
arrival  of  reinforcements  expected  to 
leave  Colorado  Springs  to  day.  The 
names  of  the  wounded  have  not  been 
learned.  So  far  as  known  none  of  the 
deputies  were  killed. 

The  man  killed  in  a  saloon  at  Victor 
was  William  Rabideaux,  a  deputy  from 
Colorado  Springs,  who  was  driven  out  of 
the  camp  a  few  weeks  ago  and  ordered 
never  to  return.  He  made  himself  ob- 
jectionable to  the  strikers  by  his  efforts 
on  behalf  ot  Superintendent  Locke,  of 
the  Isabella  mine,  who  started  the  move- 
ment to  put  all  mines  on  the  9  hour 
basis  and  was  run  out  of  the  caqjp  after 
being  severely  beaten. 

It  is  now  positively  known  that  no 
lives  were  lost  by  the  blowing  up  of  the 
Strong  shaft  house  yesterday.  Samuel 
McDonald,  superintendent,  Charles 
Robinson,  foreman,  andfjack  Vaughn,  a 
workman,  were  in  the  second  level  of  the 
mine  at  the  lime  of  the  explosion 
and  remained  there  in  safety  until  today, 
when  they  were  brought  out  by  union 
miners,  taken  under  guard  to  Bull  Hill 
and  released  on  parole.

Justices  Brewer  and  Brown 
dissented  holding  that  the  United 
States  retained  the  same  interest 
in  the  property  as  an  individual  who 
granted  property  for  a  certain  object 
and  inight  apply  to  the  court  afterwards 
for  a  decree  to  prevent  its  diversion  from 
the  purpose.  The  case  was  another 
phase  ot  the  lake  front  litigation,  the 
most  important  feature  having  been  de- 
cided heretofore. 

The  court  decided  in  favor  of  the  state 
of  Indiana  in  the  Big  Four  and  other 
railroad  tax  cases.  It  held  that  the 
assessment  of  railroad  property  by  a 
state  board  of  tax  commissioners  was 
open  to  no  constitutional  objection,  and 
the  supreme  court  sustained  the  Indiana 
court.  Justices  Harlan  and  Brown  dis- 
sented.

Mr.  Hill,  in  conclusion,  declared  that 
he  proposed  to  be  consist  :nt  to  himself 
in  his  advocacy  of  free  raw  materials 
and  he  t^roposed  to  place  :hose  who  were 
not  on  record. 

Mr.  Vest,  in  reply,  exph.ined  that  the 
duty  fixed  was  the  rate  of  the  Mills  bill, 
that  the  question  of  a  duty  on  lead  ore 
was  a  (juestiou  between  tb£  miners  and 
the  smelters  representing  he  lead  trust, 
and  that  as  between  the  two  the  com- 
mittee had  discriminated  n  favor  of  the 
miners. 

The  vote  on  Hill's  morion  to  place 
lead  ore  on  the  free  list  was  defeated 
yeas.  3;  nays,  52.  Mills,  Hill  and  Irby 
were  the  only  affirmative  voters.  Mur- 
phy voted  against  Hill's  motion. 


A  Physician  of  St.  Paul  Terribly  Maltreated 

Last  Night  by  Half  a  Dozen 

Men. 

St.  Paul,  May  26.-Dr.  S.  H.  Mitchell, 
a  physician  of  St.  Paul  Park,  was  tarred 
and  feathered,  with  red  paint  in  place  of 
tar,and  otherwise  terribly  maltreated  late 
last  night  by  half  a  dozen  men,  who  have 
been  arrested. 

Toha  M.  Newberg,  suspected  the  doc- 
tor of  too  great  iniimacy  wfth  his  wife 
and  Mt.  Nowberg,  his  son  a  relative 
named  Harry  Newberg,  Albert  Fielding 
and  Mr.  Sagor  are  now  charged  with  en- 
ticing the  doctor  from  bis  home  and  as- 
saulting him. 

Three  ribs  were  broken  and  he  was 
stabbed  once  through  one  lung  and  once 
through  the  pericandium. 


A  CLUE  TO  THE  TAYLORS. 


The  Missouri  Murderers  Thought  to  Be  Hiding 
Near  Home. 

Milan,  Mo.,  May  26.— United  Sutes 
Marshal  W.  J.  Freeman  has  found  a 
clue,  which  he  thinks  will  lead  to  the 
capture  of  the  Taylors  in  a  short  time. 
He  says  he  is  now  confident  that  the 
fugitives  are  hiding  near  the  scene  of  the 
murder  and  within  easy  access  ot  their 
friends. 

A  man  by  the  name  of  Phillips  was 
seen  coming  home  on  horseback  from 
the  locality  in  which  the  Taylors  are 
supposed  to  be  hiding,  carrying  a  flour 
sack.  Mr.  Freeman  asked  where  he  had 
been,  and  be  said  he  had  been  planting 
corn  and  on  being  asked  what  he  had  in 
the  sack  he  said:  "I  had  corn  in  it." 
Upon  close  examination  the  bag  showed 
indications  of  having  contained  food. 

Phillips  was  then  asked  to  show  the 
officer  where  he  had  been  planting  corn. 
The  marshal  then  threatened  to  hang 
him,  but  he  would  divulge  no  secrets. 
His  house  is  being  guarded  by  officers 
and  he  is  not  allowed  to  leave. 

Phillips  was  seen  with  the  Taylor  boys 
a  great  deal  before  the  murder.  His 
neighbors  say  he  is  a  worthless  fellow 
and  never  has  any  money,  but  merchants 
at  Winegan  say  he  has  l>ought  and  paid 
for  at  least  $75  worth  of  canned  goods, 
flour  and  meat  within  the  last  two  weeks. 
It  is  believed  by  all  who  knew  the  cir- 
cumstances in  the  case  that  Phillips 
knows  where  the  murderers  are  hiding.

FOR  THE  UNEMPLOYED. 


Scheme  of  Public  Improvements  in  Minneap* 
olis  Proposed 

Minneapolis,  May  26.--The  problem 
of  the  unemployed  has  bee  n  taken  up  in 
Minneapolis  in  earnest.  The  ways  and 
means  committee  of  the  ccuncil  has  de- 
cided to  issue  bonds  to  tiie  amount  of 
$100,000  at  2  per  cent  tc  furnish  the 
money  for  an  extensive  scheme  of  public 
improvements.  The  business  men  of  the 
city  have  agreed  to  take  tlic  whole  issue 
at  par,  so  that  the  bonds  will  not  have  to 
be  floated  in  the  money  market. 

Thomas  Lowrv,  the  struct  car  mag- 
nate, has  donated  fifteen  acres  of  high 
land  in  Northeast  Minneapolis.  On  this 
a  large  water  reservoir  will  be  erected 
so  that  the  water  system  can  be  changed 
from  the  direct  pressure  to  the  reservoir 
system.  This  will  also  permit  the  fil- 
tration of  the  Mississippi  river  water. 
Other  extensive  improvements  are  to  be 
undertaken  in  a  similar  maimer.

Bourgeois  and  M.  Peytral.who  represent 
less  advanced  ideas.  It  would  thus  ap- 
pear that  a  purely  Radical  ministry  is 
impossible  and  that  the  Dupuy  Radical 
cabinet  of  consolidation  is  more  than 
likely  to  be  formed. 

In  such  a  case  Brisson,  Bourgeois, 
Poincarre,  Cavagnac,  Delesse,  Demorre, 
Receir  and  Jeregeu  may  have  portfolios.

ways  been,  up  to  today,  when  a  Mcrritt. 
Lucian  F.,  is  the  pastor,  and  a  large  part 
of  the  congregation  are  Merritts.  Mrs. 
H.  Merritt  will  attend  the  dedicatory  ser- 
vices tomorrow. 

At  the  time  of  the  founding  of  the 
church  there  were  about  300  inhabitants 
each  in  Oneota,  Fond  du  Lac  and  Du- 
luth.  The  church  membership  was 
small,  but  few  besides  the  Merritt  fam- 
ily belonging.  The  first  services  were 
held  in  the  old  school  bouse,  which  was, 
by  the.way,  the  first  built  on  the  north 
shore. 

The  first  pastor  had  in  his  charge  Su- 
perior, Oneota,  Rice's  Point  and  Duluth. 
Of  these  Oneota  was  chief  at  that  time, 
and  it  was  through  the  efforts  of  the  One- 
ota congregation  that  church  societies 
were  formed  in  the  other  towns.  The 
first  quarterly  conference  was  held  in  the 
Oneota  schoolhouse  in  iS6t).  Rev.  H. 
Webb  was  the  pastor,  and  the  whole 
membership  of  the  conference  aside  from 
him  were  L.  H.  Merritt,  J.  B.  Wheeler 
and  J.  Merritt.  The  next  conference 
notes  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  Method- 
ism in  Duluth,  when  the  Oneota  p^stor 
reported  nineteen  members  and  three 
probationers.  He  also  noted  that  fact, 
which  amounted  to  prophecy  at  that 
time,  that  Duluth  was  to  be  one  of  the 
largest  cities  in  Minnesota. 

The  church  records  make  very  inter- 
esting reading  now.  On  every  page  ap- 
pears the  name  of  Merritt,  which  shows 
the  factor  the  family  has  been  in  the 
church.  The  first  church  was  com- 
menced in  June,  1870,  and  finished  in 
September.  This  church  was  used  until 
March,  i8q2,  when  the  blizzard  which 
came  on  March  9  destroyed  it.  For 
some  time  before  that  the  church  had  rec- 
ognized the  need  of  a  new  building,  but 
when  the  old  one  was  wrecked  it  became 
absolutely  necessary. 

They  set  to  work  and  last  year  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Merritts,  al- 
though credit  is  due  to  all  the  other 
members,  the  church  was  commenced. 
It  is  nearly  finished  now,  nothing  remain- 
ing to  be  done  except  a  few  finishing 
touches.'  It  is  really  a  handsome  build- 
ing, in  quite  as  good  taste  as  the  larger 
church  edifices  of  Duluth.  The  archi- 
tects were  Palmer,  Kail  &;  Hunt.

History^of  the  Church. 

The  Methodist  Church  society  at  On- 
eota is  an  historic  one  so  far  as  Duluth  is 
concerned.  The  society  was  formed  in 
1856  and  is  the  oldest  church  organiza- 
tion on  the  north  shore,  Rev.  James  Pest 
being  the  first  resident  pastor.  The 
original  Merritts,  Louis  H.  and  Heptzi- 
patb,  the  progenitcrs  of  the  Oneota  Mer- 
ritts, were  the  prime  movers  in  the  or- 
ganization, as  their  descendents  have  al- 
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ONEOTA  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

The  New  Building, 

The  style  is  mostly  Romanesque, 
although  part  of  the  main  building  is 
yueen  Anne.  There  is  a  tower  com- 
posed of  brownstone  and  the  lower  part 
of  the  building,  up  to  the  sills  of  the  win- 
dows of  the  auditorium,  is  brownstone. 
Above  that  is  shingle  work.  The  audi- 
torium is  fifty  feet  square,  seating  235 
people.  The  pulpit  is  in  the  northwest 
corner,  and  back  of  it  is  the  choir,  with 
room  for  a  pipe  organ.  The  pastor's 
study  is  back  of  the  choir. 

The  interior  is  finished  in  ornamental 
plastering.  The  wainscoatings  are  fully 
as  tasty  as  anything  in  the  city.  The 
woodwork  throughout  is  excellent.  The 
basement  is  high,  and  contains  the  Sun- 
day school  rooms,  class  rooms,  kitcken 
and  boiler  rooms. 

The  auditorium  is  nicely  lighted  by 
three  stained  glass  windows  on  each  side. 
The  glass  is  beautiful.  The  building  is 
lighted  by  electricity.  The  church  will 
cost  about  $18,000  inclusive  of  every- 
thing. Though  not  large  it  is  sufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  congregation,  which 
numbers  about  ;oo  and  the  building  is 
one  that  is  comely  enough  to  be  a  credit 
to  any  place.

The  law  of  i8q2  authorizing  the 
president  to  impose  tolls  on  Canadian 
vessels,  in  the  Sault  Ste,  Marie,  when 
American  vessels  were  discriminated 
against  was,  he  said,  the  result  of  clamor 
promoted  by  interested  parties,  who 
claimed  that  the  Americans  had  been 
unfairly  dealt  with  in  the  use  of  the 
Welland  canal.  The  discrimination  con- 
sisted in  the  collection  by  Canadian 
authorities  of  less  tolls  on  cargoes  bound 
to  Montreal  for  export  than  on  those 
bound  to  ports  this  side  of  Montreal, 

Today  there  is  absolute  equality  be- 
tween Canadian  and  American  citizens 
in  the  use  of  canals,  says  Mr,  Raymond, 
who  adds  that  he  can  conceive  of  no 
reason,  business  or  political,  of  reviving 
an  attack  upon  a  dead  lion.  He  adds 
that  no  American  vessel,  citizen  or  body 
of  citizens  has  made  a  complaint,  or  pe- 
tition for  redress,  and  yet  he  says  it  is 
the  project  to  give  the  president  even 
greater  powers  of  an  indefinite  and 
sweeping  character  and  to  confer  upon 
him  the  despotic  power  of  deciding  in 
his  own  mind,  instead  of  by  legislative 
counsel,  the  question  whether  discrimin- 
tion  exists. 

He  claims  that  the  bill  is  opposed  to 
the  provisions  of  the  treaty  providing  for 
reciprocity,  and  would  prove  a  boom- 
erang to  American  interests  by  diverting 
to  Canadian  transportation  companies, 
wholly  within  Canadian  territory,  the 
traffic  now  conducted  through  the  United 
States  under  bond.

No  Clew  to  the  Robbers  Has  Been   Found—

A  mysterious  robbery  was  committed 
in  West  Duluth  last  evening,  between 
the  hours  of  S  and  lo.  according  to  the 
report  of  Mis.  J.  A.  Flick,  wife  of  the 
man  that  keeps  a  candy  store  on  Central 
avenue,  just  south  of  the  Phillips  hotel. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flick  have  rooms  in  the 
brick  building  on  Fourth  street  north,  in 
the  same  block  as  the  Bennett  hotel,  and 
it  was  from  a  trunk  at  this  place  that 
$500  ii  said  to  have  been  taken. 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Flick  work  in  the 
candy  store  in  the  evening  and  the  rooms 
are  usually  unprotected.  Mrs.  Flick 
says  she  sold  a  claim  some  time  ago  and 
a  portion  ot  the  money  then  received 
was  invested  in  the  candy  store  and  the 
remainder  deposited  in  her  trunk  for 
safe  keepinsr.  Her  excuse  for  being  her 
own  banker  is  that  banks  have  been  fail- 
ing all  over  the  country  and  she  conclud- 
ed to  keep  the  money  herself.  No  clue 
to  the  thieves  has  been  obtained  and  so 
far  the  matter  is  unsolv  ed.

In  the  second  place,  there  were  no  provi- 
sions made  on  the  ground  to  check  a  fire 
should  one  break  out— not  a  water  plug 
uor  a  foot  of  ho.se  inside  the  inclosure— not 
even  a  handy  bucket  of  water.  One  pliu,'. 
with  a  line  of  house  hose,  or  even  a  few 
buckets  of  water  would  have  saved  *250,00C- 
iu  property  aiul  one  huniau  life.  Kven  tis 
it  was.  Right  Fielder  Baniion  attempted  Ic 
light  the  lire  .single  banded,  while  it  wns 
still  confined  to  the  heap  of  inflammable 
material  in  which  it  began,  by  scattering 
the  burning  material. 

I  have  often  wondered  why  more  baseball 
stands  are  not  burned  iu  this  .s^tnie  way 
As  a  rule,  the  territory  uuderthe  stands  and 


the  Philadelpliias. 

In  Young  the  Clevelands  come  very  near 
having  the  best  pitcher  in  the  country. 
There  are  qualities  about  Young  which 
combine  to  make  him  a  player  any  club 
might  feel  happy  to  possess.  He  is  country 
born  and  bred.  In  his  hardy  frame  are 
muscles  fashioned  and  .seasoned  by  bracing, 
pure  country  air,  by  nutritious,  wholesome 
country  food  and  by  the  training  of  work 
on  a  farm.  He  grew  up  without  .suffering 
harm  from  the  temptations  of  city  life, 
aud  all  of  those  steady  habits  which  he 
contracted  as  a  country  boy  he  has  wisely 
carried  with  him  into  his  ba.seball  career. 
Y'oung  is  not  only  a  great  pitcher  now,  but 
his  habits  will  make  him  a  king  in  his  class 
for  years  to  come,  for  he  is  .still  young  in 
age  as  well  as  in  name.  His  success,  like 
that  of  Nichols,  lies  mostly  in  the  fact  that 
he  has  fine  control,  an  even  temper  and 
plenty  of  gray  matter  under  his  cap  with 
which  to  put  his  talents  where  they  will  do 
the  most  good. 

The  Clevelands  have  met  only  their  five 
western  rivals  so  far,  and  of  the  live  four 
have  shown  up  decidedly  weak.  The  team 
cannot  expect  the  same  success  when  they 
go  east  ou  their  three  weeks'  trip  along  the 
seaboard,  beginning  May  29.  Theu  they 
will  have  to  face  three  of  the  strongest 
teams  in  the  League,  if  not  four,  for  though 
the  New  Yorks  so  far  have  proved  to  be  a 
great  dlRappointment  I  look  for  them  to  do 
fine  work  as  soon  as  they  get  settled  down 
for  a  long  series  on  their  own  ground. 

During  the  visit  of  the  western  teams  to 
the  east  I  expect  to  see  three  or  four  of  the 
eastern  clubs  go  to  the  front,  where  it  will 
be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  dishxlge  thc-m. 

I  am  .still  fearless  in  my  opinion  that  the 
Phillies  cotild  win  the  pennant  hands  down 
if  they  had  the  Cleveland  pitchers.  It 
would  be  a  mere  canter  for  them.  In  these 
days  to  be  a  successful  pitcher  is  better  than 
to  be  in  society.  O.  P.  Caylor.

the  open  «=pace  to  get  it  out  of  the  way. 
The  lesson  of  the  Boston  fire  lia.s  been  well 
learned,  however,  and  I  doubt  not  there  has 
since  then  been  a  general  cleaning  up  of 
these  dark  and  unfrequente<l  places  all  over 
the  country. 

The  Brooklyn  club  is  one  of  the  few  in 
the  country  which  have  all  along  been  well 
protectetl  from  fire.  Not  a  chip,  shaving  or 
splinter  of  any  kind  is  allowed  to  lie  under 
any  of  its  stands.  On  the  contrary,  water 
plugs  have  l>een  placed  at  convenient  points, 
long  lines  of  hose  are  kept  under  the  seats, 
and  besides  innumerable  barrels  of  water, 
with  buckets  attached,  stand  withiu  easy 
reach  of  the  .spectators.  Had  this  precau- 
tion been  taken  by  the  Boston  magnates, 
how  much  would  have  been  siived! 

The  Boston  grand  stand  which  was  swept 
away  in  that  fire  was  a  magnificent  perma- 
nent structure.  Some  years  ago  the  club 
purchased  outright  the  ground  on  which 
their  ba.seball  park  is  located,  embracing 
an  entire  city  block  and  more.  Being  thus 
secure  from  ejectment  and  believing  that 
professional  ba.seball  was  an  established 
business,  the  owners  of  the  Boston  club 
erecteil  their  grand  stand  with  an  idea  of 
permanency.  Its  foundations  and  lower 
supports  were  stone,  and  the  cost  was  675,- 
(XK).  It  had  no  rival  in  the  Union  except 
the  stand  on  the  Philadelphia  ground, 
which  cost  *8o,000.  These  two  clnbs,  own- 
ing clear  titles  to  their  grounds,  could  risk 
their  money  in  permanent  buildings. 

The  Boston  Ijackers  have  more  causes 
than  the  burning  of  their  grand  stand  to 
discourage  them.  The  local  attendance, 
while  fully  up  to  the  mark  of  last  year,  is 
not  proportionate  with  what  it  has  been 
in  other  cities.  To  the  mere  observer  this 
fact  is  most  puzzling.  In  years  gone  by 
Boston,  according  to  the  size  of  its  popula- 
tion, was  the  best  baseball  city  in  the  coun- 
try. This  year,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  its 
team  has  won  three  consecutive  champion- 
ships and  shows  championship  form  again, 
there  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  proper  enthusi- 
asm. 

There  may  be  several  causes  for  this  state 
of  affairs.  In  the  first  place,  strange  as  it 
may  seem,  it  has  never  been  a  financial  ben- 
efit to  a  club  to  win  a  championship  twice 
in  succession.  I  think  the  Chicago,  St. 
Louis,  New  York  and  Boston  clubs  can  all 
bear  testimony  on  that  point.  The  reason 
is  not  plain,  butthe  fact  is  incontrovertible. 
Then  the  silly  chatter  of  the  Boston  play- 
ers, as  soon  as  they  got  an  idea  into  their 
heads  that  their  club  was  going  to  make 
money  this  year,  did  not  please  the  people 
who  pay  to  see  them  play  at  home,  "nie 
nlavers  onenlv  avowed  their  dissatisfaction

Imposing  on  the  County. 

The  Herald  has  heard  numerous  com- 
plaints regarding  the  manner  in  which 
aid  is  given  out  by  the  county  authori- 
ties, it  being  charged  that  much  of  the 
county's  poor  fund  is  distributed  without 
proper  investigation  into  the  condition 
of  those  applying  for  assistance.  No 
doubt  many  of  these  complaints  are  un- 
founded, but  "where  there  is  so  much 
smoke  there  must  be  some  fire,"and  there 
must  be  some  basis  of  truth  for  some  of 
the  stories  that  are  told  in  this  regard. 
The  Mesaba  Range,  which  has  been 
published  at  Biwabik,  has  been  looking 
into  the  subject,  and  the  result  of  its  ob- 
servations is  given  in  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"Over  $500  per  month  is  given  out  in 
the  vicinity  of  Biwabik  and  it  is  sate  to 
say  that  a  large  portion  of  the  amount  is 
given  to  people  who  do  not  deserve  it. 
To  the  old  Canton  location,  where  the 
majority  of  county  aid  goes,  there  is 
more  beer  than  food  shipped  daily.  Not 
long  since  a  gang  of  roustabouts  secured 
orders  for  Si. 50  each.  They  traded  the 
orders  for  due  bills  at  ^he  local  stores 
and  then  traded  off  the  due  bills  for 
whisky  at  a  saloon  in  Merritt. 
One  man  recently  received  a 
county  order  for  $5  and  upon 
presenting  it  at  the  store  exhibited  to 
the  merchant  a  bank  draft  for  $200  which 
he  had  just  received  through  the  post- 
office.  Another  poverty-stricken  for- 
eigner presented  an  order  to  Pratt's 
grocery  and  all  he  wanted  at  the  time 
was  some  tobacco.  How  hungry  he  must 
havebeeni  Many  of  the  recipients  of 
county  orders  today  will  send  their 
money  to  the  old  country  as  soon  as  they 
procure  work.  They  will  keep  enough 
out  of  their  earnings,  however,  to  buy  a 
little  hardtack  and  a  lot  of  beer.  If 
these  people  knew  they  had  to  put  in  a 
day's  work  for  every  dollar  they  receive 
they  would  not  be  so  free  to  apply." 

The  Biwabik  paper  thinks  that  for 
every  dollar  given  out  by  the  county  to 
able  bodied  men  the  county  should  com- 
pel a  day's  work  on  county  and  township 
roads.  Thus  the  people  would  not  only 
receive  some  benefit  for  the  money  given 
to  support  the  poor,  but  such  a  plan 
would  have  a  tendency  to  check  applica- 
tions for  aid  from  unworthy  persons. 
The  county  poor  authorities  should  give 
this  matter  their  attention.  No  one  ob- 
jects to  generous  aid  being  given  to 
worthy  persons  who  are  in  need,  but  it  is 
intolerable  that  the  unworthy  shall  live 
at  the  county's  expense.  There  are  nu- 
merous roads  throughout  the  county  that 
need  improvement,  and  the  services  of 
able-bodied  men  who  apply  tor  county 
aid  should  be  utilized  on  road  work.  No 
man  who  deserves  aid  will  refuse  to 
work. 

A  Vicious  Measure. 
A  representative  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific railroad  is  at  Washington  protest- 
ing against  the  bill  introduced  by  a  New 
York  congressman,  providing  for  retali- 
ation in  case  of  discrimination  against 
American  interests  by  the  Canadian 
canals.  While  there  will  be  differences 
of  opinion  on  the  wisdom  ot  retaliation 
in  any  case,  there  must  be  general  objec- 
tion to  the  bill  against  which  this  protest 
is  made,  because  it  would  give  the  presi- 
dent despotic  power  in  case  he  decided 
•n  his  own  mind  that  discrimination  was 
being  practiced. 

There  has  been  no  demand  by  the  ves'- 
sel  interests  on  the  great  lakes  for  the 
passage  of  such  a  law,  nor  has  any  citi- 
zen made  a  complaint  that  any  discrimi- 
nation is  being  practiced.  The  trouble 
over  changes  at  the  Wetland  canal  in 
1892,  which  led  to  the  imposing  of  a  tax 
on  Canadian  vessels  passing  through  the 
Sault  canal,  was  largely  the  result  of  a 
misunderstanding,  and  the  retaliation 
that  was  used  was  both  unneces- 
sary and  unfriendly  towards  a 
people  who  desire  to  live  upon 
amicable  terms  with  the  nation.  Inves- 
tigation will  probably  show  that  some  of 
the  American  railroads  are  at  the  back 
of  the  measure  of   retaliation  proposed

by  the  New  York  congressman.  Hav- 
ing utterly  failed  in  their  attempt  to  se- 
cure the  abolition  of  the  bonding  system, 
they  are  seeking  to  have  power  granted 
t)  the  president  to  apply  retaliatory 
measures  whenever  he  decides  that  dis- 
crimination is  being  practiced  against 
American  interests,  and  they  will  take 
good  care  to  convince  him  of  this  at  the 
earliest  oppottunity. 

The  interests  of  Duluth  and  the  entire 
Northwest  would  suffer  greatly  from  the 
suspension  of  the  bonding  system  or  the 
adoption  of  any  further  restrictions  on 
traffic  between  or  through  this  country 
and  Canada.  By  means  of  the  connec- 
tions with  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific road,  the  Northwest  enjoys 
a  railway  competition  that  has  been 
and  is  of  great  bene  tit.  Some  of  the 
.\merican  lines  would  put  an  end  to  this 
competition  so  that  the  business  men  of 
the  Northwest  would  be  compelled  to 
pay  tribute  exclusively  to  them.  If  the 
bill  fathered  by  Representative  Chicker- 
ing,  of  New  York,  should  pass  the  house. 
Senators  Davis  and  Washburn  and  the 
senators  from  other  Northwestern  states 
will  no  doubt  see  that  it  is  killed  in  the 

senate.

The  Strike  at  Pullman. 

Last  Monday  was  pay  day  at  Pull- 
man, where  4000  employes  are  on  strike 
against  a  reduction  in  wages  which 
meant  starvation.  A  Chicago  paper 
says:  "A  few  examples  of  the  amounts 
of  money  received  were  made  public. 
One  of  the  men,  a  wood-machinist,  who 
has  been  in  the  employ  of  the  company 
lor  years,  received  a  check  for  $4  30,  for 
which  he  had  put  in  six  days  of  hard 
woik— a  trifle  over  71  cents  a  day  for 
skilled  labor.  One  of  the  girls  received 
$3.16  for.€ix  days  of  work— a  rate  of  52 
cents  a  day.  One  of  the  oldest  vestibule 
builders  was  given  a  check  for  $8.  He 
had  worked  seven  days  at  $1.14  a  day, 
where  last  year  he  made  $3.50  a  day  reg- 
ularly." 

The  Pullman  company  last  week  de- 
clared its  regular  quarterly  dividend  of  2 
per  cent  on  a  capitalization  of  $30,000,- 
000,  representing  annual  profats  of  $2,- 
400,000.  Last  Sunday  a  new  church 
established  by  George  M.  Pullman  at  a 
cost  of  ?75,ooo  was  dedicated  at  Albion, 
N.  Y..,  the  home  of  his  childhood.  No 
one  will  say  aught  against  Mr.  Pullman 
for  b*uilding  this  church,  but  if  he  can 
afford  to  do  this,  and  if  the  company  of 
which  he  is  the  head  can  declare  a  quar- 
terly ^ivided  equal  to  8  per  cent  per 
annum  in  a  period  of  general  business 
depression,  surely  the  men  who  work  at 
Pullman  are  entitled  to  living  wages. 


It  is  estimated  that  the  loss  of  property 
by  fire  last  year  throughout  the  whole 
cotintry  reached  the  enormous  sum  cf 
§167,000,000.  These  are  startling  figures 
and  speaK  loudly  for  the  adoption  of 
measures  which  will  reduce  the  great 
dcstriiction  by  the  fire  fiend.  What  is 
destroyed  by  fire  means  the  wiping  out 
of  so  much  of  the  country's  wealth.  To 
the  extent  of  such  Iflss  is  the  country 
made  poorer. 


The  new  Democratic  evening  paper 
in  St.  Paul,  which  was  started  shortly 
after  the  demise  of  the  News,  has  sus- 
pended after  nineteen  issues.  It  was  an 
excellent  newspaper  while  it  lasted,  but 
with  the  Dispatch  covering  the  field  com- 
pletely as  The  Herald  does  in  Duluth 
there  is  no  room  for  a  second  evening 
paper  in  St.  Paul  at  present. 


The  retirement  of  Mr.  Haugen  from 
the  congressional  race  has  started  a  regu- 
lar Kilkenny  fight  among  the  Superior 
Republicans.

ONE  HUNDRED  CARS  PER  DAY. 

A  Machine  That  lakes  the  Place  of  One 
Hundred  Men. 
The  steam  shovel  on  the  stock  piles  at 
the  Minnesota  mine  is  at  present  the 
center  of  attraction,  says  the  Iron  Jour- 
nal.   Large  crowds  are  daily  watching 

the  work  hein^  accomplished  by  this 
powerful  piece  of  machinery.  The  ma- 
chine was  manufactured  at  Bay  City, 
Mich.,  and  is  what  is  known  as  a  yard 
dipper.  W,  W.  Cummings,  who  came 
with  the  outfit  and  who  put  it  in  working 
order  will  remain  and  work  the  shovel 
this  summer.  He  is  ably  assisted  by 
hib  brother. 

About  100  cars  per  day  are  being 
loaded  and  it  is  expected  thitlaterjin  the 
season  this  average  can  be  increased.  In 
times  past  it  was  considered  fair  work 
for  one  man  to  load  a  car  a  day  repre- 
senting twenty  gross  tons.  The  machine 
takes  the  place  of  loo  men. 

Loading  is  now  being  done  from  No. 
5  stockpile  containing  about  50,000  tons. 
It  is  estimated  that  it  will  re<juire  over 
a  month  to  load  this  pile.  At  No.  8 
there  is  on  stock  about  200,000  which  in 
all  probability  will  be  shipped  before  the 
season   ends. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  of  ore  on 
stock  the  Minnesota  is  hoisting  at  the 
rate  of  from  2500  to  3000  tons  daily. 
This  is  run  through  the  crusher  a-.id  then 
into  the  pockets  for  immediate  ship- 
ment. A  new  spur  is  being  constructed 
to  No.  5  pocket.

DEMURRER  SUSTAINED. 

8.  L.  Merchant's  Suit  Against  S.  T.  Harrison 
and  Coffin  &  Warner  Knocked  Out. 

Stephen  L,  Merchant,  as  administra- 
tor ot  the  estate  of  F.  11.  Wolcott,  of 
New  York,  yesterday  filed  suit  against 
S.T.  I larrisou  and  Coffin  &  Wainer  to 
recover  i|6ooo,  alleged  to  have  been  ma- 
nipulated by  them  out  ot  a  really  deal. 
A  better  case  has  got  to  be  pr(j(!uced, 
however,  for  the  complaint  was  knocked 
out  this  morning.  Up  to  March,  1891, 
Coffin  &  Warner  were  the  agents  for  the 
Merchant's  paik  property, %vhich  belongs 
to  the  estate  uf  F.  H.  Wolcott.  They 
sold  Some  of  the  properly  at  prices 
which  are  alleged  Id  have  been  un.satis- 
factory,  notably  sixteen  lots  sold  to  Sim- 
coe  Chapman.  They  were  instructed  to 
repurc'oase  the  lo\s  at  the  lowest  possi- 
ble prices.  While  Merchant  was  out  of 
town,  he  alleges.  Coffin  &  Warner 
bought  the  lots  and  transferred  them  to 
Harrison,  who  was  the  legal  adviser  of 
the  estate. 

They  are  accused  of  selling  the  lots  at 
an  advance,  making  about  $6000,  which 
was  divided  among  the  three.  Merchant 
sued  for  an  accounting  and  for  their 
$6000  profits.  Judge  Moer  in  special 
term  this  morning  sustained  a  demurrer 
on  the  ground  that  the  complaint  does 
not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
cause  of  action. 

Several  personal  injury  suits  have 
been  filed.  The  largest  is  that  of  Thomas 
Wherry  against  the  Duluth,  Missabe  iv 
Northern  for  $25,000.  He  says  that  he 
got  his  foot  crushed  while  walking  be- 
tween cars  .at  \'irginia  in  February,  1893. 
The  amputation  of  one  of  his  legs  was 
necessary, 

John  Kubickehas  sued  the  Northwest- 
ern Fuel  company  for  ^10,385  for  injuries 
received  from  falling  coal  while  working 
in  the  hold  of  a  vessel,  loading  the  buck- 
ets which  carry  the  coal  from  the  boat  to 
the  dock. 

Rasmus  Loken  has  sued  the  Pioneer 
Fuel  company  for  S5851;  on  a  similar 
ground. 

Axel  Johnson  has  filed  complaint 
against  C.  A.  Johnston  et  al.  He  says 
that  he  bought  a  lot  in  Clinton  Place  ad- 
dition of  the  defendants  for  $250,  assum- 
ing a  $250  mortgage.  An  agreement  was 
made  that  in  case  the  lot  could  not  be 
sold  the  money  was  to  be  refunded.

Real  estate 
covered  by  the  trust  deed  is  discharged 
from  lien  claims  and  the  bonds  are  car- 
celled. 

Otto  Erickson  has  filed  his  answer  (0 
the  suit  of  E,  J.Nordquist.  in  which  he  is 
charged  with  embezzling  S350,  He  says 
that  the  money  was  paid  out  by  him  for 
legitimate  purchases.

T.  J.  McKeon    Made    a    Trip   Through  the 

Country  and  Comments  Upon  What 

He  Saw. 


A  Visit  to  the  Sultana  Mine  at  Rat  Portage 
in  Company  With  the  Pro- 
prietor. 


Canadian  Side  Has  More  Settlers  Than  the 

American— Lake  Unusually  High  at 

Rainy  Lake  City. 


Last  Wednesday  T.  J.  McKeon  re- 
turned from  a  two  weeks  trip  to  the 
Rainy  Lake  gold  fields.  He  went  by 
one  route,  returned  by  another,  made 
careful  investigations  of  the  precious 
mineral  resources  and  returned  fully 
prepared  to  speak  with  authority  con- 
cerning the  various  features  of  this  new 
Eldorado.  To  a  Herald  representative 
one  afternoon  since  his  return,  Mr.  Mc- 
Keon chatted  informally  and  consider- 
ably at  length  concerning  his  trip.  Much 
he  said  ought  to  be  of  no  small  interest 
to  many  Duluthians,  hence  an  effort  v/ill 
be  made  to  reproduce  much  that  was  in- 
cluded in  the  conversation. 

"I  left  for  Rainy  Lake  City  Wednes- 
day, May  io,"said  Mr.  McKeon.  "on  the 
steamer  Monarch,  bound  for  Port  Ar- 
thur, with  thirty-two  passengers,  that 
being  the  second  company  of  pilgrims 
leaving  for  the  tjold  fields  after  the  open- 
ing of  navigation. 

"When  we  reached  Port  Arthur,  the 
Canadian  Pacific  people  gave  our  party 
a  sleeper  to  itt.eif.  We  reached  Rat 
Portage  in  the  middle  of  the  n=ght  and 
not  only  was  our  car  accommodatingly 
switched  onto  a  side  track  and  left, 
but  we  were  given  its  use  all  the  rest  of 
that  night  and  the  next  dav. 

"As  our  boat  did  not  leave  until  even- 
ing. 1  made  a  tour  of  the  town.  At  the 
hotel  1  met  Mr.  Caldwell,  proprietor  of 
the  Sultana  mine,  which  is  Ijcated'seve n 
miles  south  of  Rat  Portage  on  the  Lake 
of  the  Woods.  1  volunteered  the  infor- 
mation that  I  was  on  a  prospecting  tour 
and  an  invitation  was  given  me  to  visit 
the  mine.  The  main  t,haft  is  now  down 
130  feet.  Thirty-six  men  are  employed 
and  an  average  of  twenty-five  tons  of 
quartz  are  crushed  each  day.  Each  week 
a  gold  brick  ranging  from  $1200  to  Si6ao 
is  turned  out.  In  confirmation  of  a  state- 
ment to  that  effect  I  saw  the  bullion  cer- 
tificates from  the  Philadelphia  mint. 
Last  year  the  mine  yielded  bullion  to  the 
cash  value  of  nearly  S40.000.  A  lo-stamp 
mill  IS  operated  and  the  machinery  and 
improvements  are  valued  at  $50,000. 

"  f  he  old  Ophir  mine  is  idle.  Opera- 
tions were  attempted  on  too  large  a 
scale.  Then,  too,  in  the  company  there 
were  too  many  officers  and  not  enough 
workers. 

Fort  Francis  Reached. 
"Friday  evening.  May  12,  with  about 
foriy  fellow  passengers,  I  took  the  boat 
for  Fort  Francis.  After  a  nice  night  run 
of  ninety  miles  across  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods,  the  mouth  ot  Rainy  Lake  river 
was  reached  by  daylight.  The  first 
thing  I  saw  was  an  American 
llag  floating  from  a  staff  planted  on  a 
point  on  the  American  side.  It  don't 
seem  to  he  generally  known,  but  a 
deputy  customs  collector  is  stationed 
there.  The  settlement  comprises  only  a 
few  fishing  huts  and  does  not  even  seem 
to  bear  a  name. 

"GoiPg  on  up  the  river,  I  found  th^t 
the  Canadian  side  was  well  settled  with 
sturdy,  robust  subjects  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria. The  soil,  along  the  river,  is  a  rich 
sandy  loam,  about  eighteen  inches  in 
depth  and  very  level.  It  is  covereu 
with  a  sparse  growth  of  excellent  pop- 
lar and  birch  with  Norway  pine  now  and 
then.  The  land  is  very  easily  cleared. 
The  soil  back  of  the  bottom  lands  is  said 
to  be  even  belter  than  along  the  river. 
It  has  fewer  rocks  and  will  raise  any- 
thing except  corn  and  vegetables  like 
tomatoes.  Some  years  good  crops  of 
corn  are  secured.  I  saw  some  very  good 
samples  of  corn  raised  last  year.  The 
farmers  have  little  docks  of  their  own 
and  as  the  boat  stopped  every  few  miles 
I  had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  inter- 
view the  farmers  and  I  imLroved  it.  Oa 
the  American  side  the  soil  is  about  the 
same.  It  is  a  little  more  rolling  and 
bears  more  pine.  There  are  compar- 
atively few  settlements  on  the  Yankee 
side,  however. 

rmprovements  at  Hannaford. 
"I  stopped  at  the  new  towasite  of  Han- 
naford. Five  or  six  pretty  good  building 
have  already  been  constructed  there  and 
the  location  is  a  fine  one.  The  soil  is 
good  and  easily  cleared.  The  mouth  of 
the  Big  Fork  is  right  there  and  coming 
down  its  waters  were  the  finest  white 
pine  logs  that  I  ever  saw  in  the  state  of 
Minnesota. 

"Furt  Francis  is  ninety  miles  from  the 
mouth  of  Rainy  Luke  river  and  we 
reached  there  early  Monday  morning. 
May  15.  It  is  c)uite  a  little  town,  possess- 
ing 250  people  and  being  the  location  of 
a  post  of  the  Hudson  Hay  company.  It 
is  an  old  town  and  was  on  the  Dawson 
route.  There  are  nice  farms  around 
there  and  quite  a  few  Indian  villaq;es.  I 
stopped  at  the  famous  George  Stinson's 
hotel  and  was  greatly  surprised  to  see 
the  fine  meals  he  set  up.  He  has  been 
there  for  fifteen  years  and  on  our  boat  he 
received  a  colored  man  and  wife  from 
Duluth,  to  take  charge  of  his  table. 

"Oa  the  Canadian  side  in  1872,  the 
government  met  quite  an  obstacle  in  the 
tails,  as  within  a  distance  of  loo  feet 
there  is  a  waterfall  of  ihirtv  or  forty  feet. 
About  $400,000  was  expended'in  the  con- 
strucMon  of  a  canal.  It  was  all  ready  for 
the  locks  when  the  Canadian  Pacific  was 
projected,  knocking  out  the  Daw.son 
rouce  and  the  canal  around  the  fall.  An 
imintrns;;  water  power  is  adordcd  by 
those  fnlis,  which  arc  about  forty  feet 
wide. 

".'\cros3  from  Fort  Francis  has  been 
platted  a  new  townsilc  by  I'illsbury, 
Winchc'l  and  others.  It  has  the  best 
loation  of  any  townsilc  that  I  iaw  alonj^; 
Rainy  river. 

nainy  lake  City. 

'  O.i  Tuesd  ty.  May  16,  the  day  after  I 


reached  Fort  Francis,  I  took  a  little 
steamer  and  went  over  to  Rainy  Lake 
City.  The  distance  is  sixteen  miles  and 
I  made  it  in  two  and  a  half  hours.  There 
I  met  Jeff  Hildreth,  who  took  me  to  the 
Little  American  mine,  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  from  town.  The  shaft  was  then 
down  thirty-one  feet  and  about  150  tons 
ot  ore  were  out  and  oa  the  dock.  '  Work 
had  commenced  on  the  foundation  for 
the  stamp  mill  and  is  now  completed. 
The  next  step  will  be  the  erection  of  the 
mill.  That  will  not  take  more  than  two 
and  a  half  months.  Work  has  been  re- 
tarded by  unprecedented  high  water, 
which  compelled  the  moving  of  the  saw- 
mill further  back.  '1  he  lake  took  a  sud- 
den rise  of  nine  feet.  The  Indians  say 
that  neither  they  nor  their  fathers  ever 
saw  the  like  before.  All  hijjh-water 
marks  previously  established  tail  to  come 
up  to  the  record  made  this  spring.  If 
the  saw  mill  don't  run  before  long,  lum- 
ber will  be  shipped  in  from  Rat  Port- 
age. 

"I  spent  three  or  four  days  with 
George  Davis,  the  original  explorer  of 
these  gold  properties.  We  prospected 
over  a  territory  on  the  American  side 
covering  a  radius  of  twenty  miles  from 
Rainy  Lake  City.  I  took  specimens  all 
along  our  route  and  with  Davis'  .assist- 
ance panned  them,  invariably  finding 
free  gold  in  paying  quantities. 

"In  the  formation  of  the  Little  Aemer- 
ican  mine,  the  surface  indications  were  a 
creamy  quartz.  On  the  island  are  three 
veins,  the  widest  measuring  rive  and 
one-half  teet.  The  natural  'dip  of  the 
(luartz  is  to  the  southward— in  fact  the 
dip  ot  all  the  islands  carrying  stringers 
or  leads  is  to  the  southward.  The  veins 
run  east  by  north. 

Specimens  of  Tin  Ore. 
"East  of  Rainy  Lake  City  in  71-21 
some  very  nice  specimens  of  tin  ore 
have  been  found.  The  formation  in 
that  town  is  much  the  same  as  that  in 
71-22,  if  anything  there  are  more  indi<-a- 
tions  of  valuable  mineral  in  the  former 
town.  When  we  found  veins  on  the 
islands,  too.  we  were  enabled  to  easily 
trace  them  to  the  mainland. 

"Last  Wednesday  a  week  ninety-six 
votes  were  cast  on  the  question  ot  in- 
corporating Rainy  Lake  City.  There 
was  only  one  negative  ballot.  Sixty  or 
seventy  houses,  and  as  many  tents  are 
now  up  on  the  townsite.  E.  D.  Weimer 
has  opened  a  new  hotel  which  is  really  a 
credit  to  a  new  town.  He  also  has  built 
a  dock  at  a  co.t  of  Si 500. 

"To  the  east  of  Rainy  Lake  City  on 
the  mainland  are  some  very  nice  bodies 
of  pine  which  can  be  easily  gotten  out. 
In  a  short  time  timber  in  ihat  country 
will  be  worth  something.  At  the  town 
as  fast  as  the  timber  is  sawed  some  pur- 
chaser is  there  to  take  it  away.  In  fact 
the  mill  is  unable  to  supply  the  demand. 
Neil  McLachlan  informed  «ie  that  the 
townsite  company  will  grade  the  streets 
and  put  in  sidewalks,  hoping  by  the  lat- 
ter part  of  the  summer  to  have  a  very 
presentable  town. 

"A  week  ago  last  Monday  D,  P.  Red- 
ding, the  ne»v  postmaster,  and  Mr. 
Moran,  the  new  deputy  collector  of  cus- 
toms reached  the  place.  They  canoed 
up  from  Tower. 

Tower  Route  the  Best. 
"Now  in  .going  and  coming  in  that 
country,  I  have  tried  both  routes,  as  I  re- 
turned via  Tower.  The  best  route  is  to 
go  to  Tower  and  take  a  steamboat  to  the 
dam  at  the  head  of  Vermilion  river.  The 
twenty-seven  mile  portage  can  be  walked 
in  one  day.  There  by  canoe,  Crane  and 
Sand  lakes  ate  traversed,  also  the  Nirai- 
con  and  at  the  head  ot  Lake  Kabeto- 
gama  a  portage  of  a  mile  and  a  half  will 
bring  one  to  Block  bay.  Six  miles  more 
and  Rainy  Lake  City  is  reached.  If  one 
does  not  want  to  take  the  27-miIe  port- 
age on  the  county  line,  the  trip  can  be 
made  down  the  Vermilion,  forty-seven 
miles,  by  making  eleven  portages,  the 
longest  of  which  is  three-quarters  of  ainile. 
The  trip  need  not  take  more  than  two 
and  a  half  daysf  from  Tower.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  by  taking  Robinson  & 
Kieren's  tug  which  comes  to  the  mouth 
of  Vermilion  river,  the  trip  from  Tower 
can  be  made  from  one  and  a  half  to  two 
days. 

"I  left  Rainy  Lake  City  for  home  last 
Saturday  afternoon.  Running  down 
Black  bay  a  party  of  us  made  Kabeto- 
gama  lake.  Twelve  miles  down  that 
we  reached  the  camp  of  Chief  Mee-ne- 
Shota,  an  intelligent,  civilized  old  fellow, 
who  has  resided  there  for  twenty-two 
years.  He  not  only  invited  us  into  his 
comfortable  cabin  to  sleep,  but  gave  me 
his  autograph, 

"The  next  day,  Sunday,  we    made   the 
rest  of  Kabctogama    lake,    on    through 
Nimicon,  Sand  and  Crane  lakes,  and  that 
night  pitched  our  tents  at  the    mouth   o; 
V' ermilion  river.    At  4    a.    m.    Monday 
morning,  we  started  up  the  river  for    the 
dam  at  Vermilion  lake.     We   saw    some 
beautiful  falls  and  rapids.     In  one  place, 
all  the  water  from  the  lakes  goes  down  :'. 
narrow    gorge     twelve    feet    wide    and 
makes  a  straight  fall  ot  thirty  feet.     The 
current  was  very  stiff    and    it    was    like 
pulling  teeth  to   paddle    against    it.  .  At 
the  half  way  house,  I  decided    I    would 
rather    walk    thirteen     miles    over    thi 
county  road  to  the  dam  than    to    paddk 
nearly  three  times  that  distance    against 
the  stream.     Starting  at  5  a.  m.  Tuesday 
raornirg.IVeached  the  dam  byioo'clock 
Two  hours  later,  the  canoes  came  up,  w. 
caught  a  steamboat  ond  reached    Towci 
by  4  o'clock. 

Temporary  Road  Is  Bad. 
"In  places,  the   temporary   road    buii 
last  winter  is  b;id.     The  high   water   ha 
taken  out  some  of  the  corduroy    and  al 
the  small   bridges.    The  county    bridp 
over  the  river  at  the  half  way  house  w.t 
seriously  threatened  but  is  safe  now.  W.    i 
met  a  crew  of  thirty  men  grubbing  and  .    i 
good  job  was  being  done.     The  permar    I 
ent    road    is    now    constructed   for  for    ' 
miles  and  when  done  the  whole    twent> 
seven  miles  on  the   whole,  will  be  a  goo 
highway.     It  goes    through  a    good  dea 
of  unsurveyed  land,  some  of  which  bear3 
nice  bunches  of  Norway  pine. 

"That  northern  country  is  a  great  one 
and  .-ill  it  needs  is  a  railroad.  Those 
farming  lands  are  fine  and  the  climate  is 
declared  to  greatly  excel  that  at  Port 
Arthur  or  Duluth.  I  have  full  confidenc: 
in  the  mineral  resources  and  believe  thr-' 
on  the  American  side  there  will  be  ; 
score  or  more  valuable,  profitable  inin?--. 
I  am  positive  that  the  Little  Anisricai  ' 
going  to  surprise  even  the  owners  wii  . 
its  richness.''

"A  case  of  mistaken  identity  once  came 
near  making  things  warm  for  me,"  said 
a  commercial  traveler,  H^ho  visits  Duluth 
quite  frequently,  "and  as  it  was  it  gave 
me  a  small  fright.  I  have  a  double 
somewhere.  I  have  never  met  him,  nor 
have  I  heard  of  him  except  at  the  time 
of  which  I  am  speaking.  From  what  I 
learned  of  him  I  don't  imagine  it  is  much 
credit  to  me  to  have  him  for  a  double. 

"At  that  time  I  was  traveling  for  a 
hardware  firm.  I  was  making  some 
small  changes  in  my  route  on  that  trip, 
and  it  was  my  first  visit  to  the  town  in 
which  I  heard  of  my  double.  I  got  off 
the  train  at--well,  I  guess  1  hadn't  better 
mention  the  town.  It  was  a  place  of 
about  4000  inhabitants,  in  Missouri. 

'As  I  was  saying,  I  got  off  the  traiii  at 
the  station  about  6  o'clock  in  the  evening. 
There  was  the  usual  gang  of  loafers 
which  you  will  find  around  tne  station  at 
all  small  towns,  waiting  to  experience 
the  only  excitement  that  bef.ills  them 
during  the  day— the  arrival  of  the  train. 
"As  I  stepped  off  the  car  upon  the 
platform  my  foot  caught  in  a  hole  in  the 
dilapidated  old  plank  platform,  and  I 
stumbled.  One  of  mv  sample  cases  con- 
taining specimens  of  some  light  shelf 
hardware,  fell  from  my  hand.  The 
rattling  of  its  contents  caught  the  ear  of 
one  ot  the  loafers,  who  turned  and 
looked  at  me. 

"1  wa.s  surprised  to  see  a  look  of 
astonished  recognition  come  over  his 
face.  His  mouth  opened,  likewise  h:s 
eyes.  Ho  blew  a  long,  low  whistle,  spat 
out  a  deluge  of  tobacco  juice  that  inun- 
dated the  platform  for  a  space  cf  a  foot 
in  area,  and  said,  'well,  by  gum!' 

"He  then  went  over  to  the  station 
house,  leaning  against  which  were  the 
rest  of  the  gang,  and  commenced  to  talk. 
In  a  moment  they  were  all  looking  at  me 
and  expressing  as  much  surprise  as  did 
loafer  No.  1.  They  put  their  heads  to- 
gether and  consulted,  frccjuently  looking 
at  me. 

"It  was  rather  uncomfortable,  so  I 
started  over  to  find  out  what  it  was  all 
about.  As  I  approached  the  gang  melt- 
ed away  and  made  up  town.  This  was 
a  peculiar  reception.  I  wondered  what 
it  could  all  mean,  but  could  get  no  satis- 
faction from  myself, 

"I  walked  over 
the  place,  but    very 

went  into  the  office.  The  landlord  was 
leaning  lazily  against  the  desk,  chewing 
an  immense  wad  of  plug  tobacco,  from 
time  to  time  expectorating  a  (juantity  of 
juice  with  great  accuracy  into  the  stove 
door.  I  i\alked  up  to  the  desk,  deposit- 
ed my  baggage,  signed  my  name  to  the 
dirty  register,  and  turned  to  th;  oroprie- 
tor. 

"'Can  I  get  a  room  here  tonight?'  I 
asked. 

"'Wall,  I  guess  you  kin,  pardner. 
That's  what  we're  runnin'  fer.  Whar— ' 
"Here  the  man  looked  me  in  the 
face  for  the  first  time  and  suddenly 
stopped.  The  tame  expression  that  I 
had  seen  on  his  townsmen  came  on  his 
face.  This  made  me  angry,  I  asked 
him: 

"'What  in  blazes  is  the  matter  with 
the  people  here?  You  all  look  at  me 
as  though  I  was  a  freak.  Don't  you 
ever  see  a  stranger  here?' 

"My  host  answered  me  pacifically, 
saying  that  probably  the  boys  took  me 
for  someone  they  knew,  'Guessed  they 
didn't  mean  no  harm.'  As  he  said  this 
the  man  winked.  I  didn't  notice  it  par- 
ticularly then,  but  afterwards  I  remem- 
bered It,  and  learned  that  it  meant  that 
he  didn't  care  who  I  was  as  long  as  I 
paid  my  hotel  bills. 

"He  showed  me  to  my  room  and  after 
I  had  removed  some  of  the  dust  I  had 
accumulated  on  my  journey  across  dustv 
roads  1  weat  down  to  supper.  Here  I 
met  the  same  reception  I  had  met  at  the 
station,  I  was  made  uncomfortable  by 
feeling  the  eyes  of  every  occupant  of  the 
room  on  me  during  the  meal.  I  am  not 
particularly  sensitive,  but  I  didn't  like 
to  have  the  se  wild  and  wooly  backwoods- 
men btaring  at  me,  I  hurried  through 
my  meal  and  went  to  my  room. 
I  had  been  working  late  the  night  before 
and  I  wanted  to  turn  in  early.  I  hadn't 
been  there  more  than  half  an  hour  when

The  following  statistics  of  the  Church 
of  England  have  lately  been  received: 
Tho  forms  were  issued  to  every  bene- 
ficed clergyman  in  the  kingdom,  and, 
out  of  13,662,  12,875  reported.  The  re- 
turns show  1,007,930  communicants, 
about  6,500,000  sittings  in  parish 
churches,  chapels  of  ease,  missions,  etc., 
2, 205, 649  Simday  school  scholars  and 
188,011  teachers,  1,586  licensed  and 
2,274  milicensed  lay  readers,  151  paid 
and  107  unpaid  deaconesses,  72  paid  and 
416  unpaid  sisters,  1,127  paid  and  123 
impaid  nurses,  803  paid  and  165  unpaid 
mission  women.  Of  the  sittings  in  tho 
parish  churches  3,925,944,  or  three- 
fotirths  of  the  whole,  are  free,  the  re- 
mainder being  appropriated.  The  net 
income  of  the  beneficed  clergy  is  given 
as  1 16, 429, 955.  The  average  net  income 
of  the  parochial  clergy  is  a  little  over 
$1,200.  The  total  of  voluntary  contri- 
butions amotmted  to  $27,009,910.

CHRISTIAN   ENDEAVOR. 

Topic  For  the   Veek   Boi^inning  May  «7. 
Comment  by  Uev.  S.  H.  Doyle. 

Topic— God's  call.    What  is  our  response? 
Eph.  iv,  l-O,  17-33. 

Tlic  Bible  contains  two  kinds  of  di- 
vine calls.  Tho  first  consist  of  the  gos- 
pel calls,  invitations  that  are  given  to 
sinners  to  come  to  Christ  for  salvation. 
The  second  is  the  divine  call  to  those 
who  have  accepted  the  gospel  call  and 
are  already  upon  the  side  of  tho  Lord. 
Tho  work  is  not  done  Avhen  we  have 
accepted  Christ.  We  are  not  only  to  be- 
lieve in  Christ,  but  to  live  Christ.  God 
constantly  calls  us  to  a  higher  and  nobler 
Christian  life,  a  sweeter  experience  of 
tho  joy.s  of  His  kingdom.  This  call  is 
very  comprehensively  set  forth  by  Paul 
in  the  chapter,  the  larger  part  of  which 
has  been  cho?en  to  illustrate  tho  topic. 

1.  God's  call.  This  refers  to  the  call 
to  the  Christian  and  not  to  the  sinner. 
Paul  is  writing  to  professed  Christiana 
when  ho  says,  "I  beseech  you  that  ye 
walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  wherewith 
ye  aro  called.  "  Paul  then  describes  in  a 
very  exalted  mamior  what  is  embraced 
in  walking  worthy  of  the  divine  call. 
To  describe  each  one  of  these  character- 
istics would  be  impossible.  There  are  hu- 
mility, oneness  of  spirit,  a  life  contrary 
to  that  of  other  gentiles,  a  life  of  mo- 
rality, a  life  that  will  not  frricve  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God,  a  life  of  ti-nder  hearted- 
ness  and  forgiveness.  In  brief,  God  not 
only  calls  us  to  accept  Clirist,  but  ho 
further  calls  upon  us  to  live  a  consist- 
ent Christian  life,  to  live  in  such  a 
way  that  our  lives  will  honor  our  IVIas- 
ter  and  His   cause  and  not  bring  dis-

"When  I  was  a  young  man, "  said  a 
good  old  man,  "I  did  not  care  for  the 
concern  of  eternity  and  was  very  differ- 
ent from  what  I  afterward  became.  Aye, 
there  was  an  infidel  once  who  used  to 
come  and  argue  with  me  about  religion, 
and  one  day  I  turned  to  him  and  said: 
'You  knew  me  as  I  used  to  be  before  I 
gave  my  hoart  to  God.     Now   tell  me, 
was  I  a  better  man  then — nay,  was  I  half 
as  good  a  man  as  I  have  been  since?' 
and  the  skeptic  had  not  a  word  to  say. " 
There  was  no  answering  this  plain  ar- 
gument.   The  skeptic  knew  what  a  sad, 
sinful  young  man  this  old  man  had  been 
before  he  was  brought  to  Christ  and 
could  not  deny  the  change  that  had  been 
wrought.     A  changed  life  is  indeed  one 
of  the  hardest  arguments  for  an  infidel 
to  answer.     There  he  sees  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation. — Exchange. 


Christian  Endeavor  Notes. 

A  frog  growing  backward  into  a  tad- 
pole— a  Christian  Endeavor  society  los- 
ing its  grip  on  the  pledge. 

In  April  a  floating  society  was  formed 
in  connection  with  tho  naval  union  at 
Vallejo,  Cal. ,  opposite  Mare  Island  navy 
yard.

According  to  the  reports  of    the    dele- 
pates  at  the  meeting  cf    the    Federated 
Trades  assembly,  business  is    improving 
among  the  labor  unions.      The    reports 
were:      Bakers,      nearly      all    working. 
Butchers,  all  working:  new  members  re- 
ceived into  the  union;    settlement  made 
with  W.  L.  Ranee  and  one    with    Porter 
r.ros.  pending.    Carpenters,    few    work- 
ing, wages  from  $1.50   to   $2    per    day. 
Cigarmakers,       situation       unchanged. 
Coopers,  all  working  and  four    members 
added  to  the  union.     Electrical  workers, 
longshoremen,  plumbers  and  street 
men,  business  active.      Tailors, 
and  steamtuters,  good  prospects, 
cutters,    twelve    working    and 
promising. 

The  secretary  of  the  assembly,  m  be- 
half of  the  Tinners'  union,  was  instruct- 
ed to  notify  all  occupants  of  the  Colum- 
bus block  that  the  building  is  boycotted 
for  the  reason  that  it  was  built  by  non- 
union men.  The  secretary  was  also  in- 
structed to  inform  B.  C.  Church  that  the 
tlour  product  of  the  Imperial  mill  will  be 
boycotted  if  he  sends  any  more  work  to 
the  Mc.Martin  Manufacturing  company; 
also  to  write  the  board  of  trade  in  rela- 
tion to  the  employment  of  non-union 
men  on  the  cornice  and  tinnmg  work  on 
the  new  Board  of  Trade  building.  The 
boycott  of  the  Minneapolis  coopers 
against  the  product  of  the  Washburn  & 
Crosby  mill  was  endorsed. 

The  committee  appointed  to  ask  the 
leading  grocers  to  furnish  tlour  in  bar- 
rels reported  that  those  called  upon  had 
shown  a  willingness  to  comply  with  the 
request.  The  appointment  of  a  delegate 
to  the  chamber  of  commerce  brought  on 
considerable  discussion.  It  was  decided 
to  send  a  delegate  from  the  assembly 
and  the  appointment  will  be  made  at  the 
next  meeting.  The  committee  on  work- 
ing cards  not  having  completed  all  its 
work,  the  cards  will  not  be  issued  until 
the  next  meeting. 

The  question  of  demanding  a  union 
label  on  all  goods  purchased  was  brought 
up  by  a  member  of  the  Typographical 
union  and  considerable  discussion  was 
the  result.  A  recommendation  to  that 
effect  will  be  carried  to  each  union  bv  the 
respective  delegates.  The  May  day  ball 
committee  turned  over  $56,  that  amount 
being  the  net  profits.  Joseph  Harmon, 
one  of  the  wbeei  horses  in  the  Tin,  Sheet 
Iron  and  Cornice  Workers'  union,  who 
has  been  out  of  the  city  all  summer, 
again  presented  credentials  as  a  delegate 
from  his  union  and  was  duly  installed. 

The  meeting  was  very  interesting  all 
the  way  through  and  was  brought  to  a 
close  by  a  live  talk  in  favor  of  the  Car- 
penters' union.  This  union  has  had 
odds  to  contend  with  all  the  winter  and 
spring,  and  while  the  membership  is  not 
large  just  now,  the  knights  of  the  saw 
and  jack  plane  propose  to  make  up  for 
that  in  enthusiasm.  Open  meetings 
have  been  and  will  be  held  every  other 
week,  and  by  that  means  many  bene- 
ficial and  effective  results  are  expected. 
Wednesday  evening,  this  union  had  a 
splendid  open  meeting.  J.  A.  Keyes 
was  to  have  spoken  but  being  called 
from  the  city,  mem'oers  of  the  union  and 
of  the  assembly  took  bold  and  had  a 
rousing  time  without  any  professional 
assistance.  _^ 

HOURS  AMD  WAGES.

the  newer  movetnerit,  they  gave  an  im- 
pulse to  this  most  important  matter — 
the  rednction  of  working  hours.  In  his 
"Principles  of  Political  Economy"  Mc- 
Culloeh  wrote  that  the  experience  of  all 
ages  and  nations  "proves  that  high 
wages  are  at  once  the  most  powerful 
stimulant  to  exertion  and  the  best  means 
of  attaching  the  people  to  the  institu- 
tions under  which  they  live.  " 

Studying  hours  of  labor   in  the  six- 
teenth century,  we  find   that  the  work- 
man and  his  employer  were  bound  up 
in  traditiona.  There  was  a  trace  of  serf- 
dom left,  and  a  serf  never  did  his  best. 
He  was  not  working  for  himself.    He 
shirked  toil  and  was  idle  when  he  could 
be.     When  machiuo  production  came  to 
the  front,  methods  of  work  under\veut 
a  violent   change.     Machinery  was  in- 
vested capital,  and   the   moi-o   a  wheel 
could  turn  or  a  stamp  pound  the  more 
interest,  it  was  supposable,  would   bo 
derived  from  tho  investment.    Working 
hours  were  prolonged.   There  were  days 
when  tho   laboring   hand  put  in  his  19 
and  even  20  hours.   Tho  excuse  was  that 
the  machine  did   tho  work   and  the  at- 
tendant  looked  on.     Children  were  to 
take  the  place  of  adults.   As  to  the  men, 
it  was  held  that  the  last  moment  of  tho 
day's  labor  was  as  valuable  as  tho  first. 
We  do  not  think  at  all  that  way  to- 
day.    We  give  to  tools  all  their  credit, 
but  we  know  that  a  man  is  always  tho 
superior  of    any   conjunction   of   iron, 
steel  or  brass.     What  actually  did  take 
place  when  tho  human  being  was  held 
secoudar>'  to  a  mechanism  was  that  tho 
man  and  his  family  deteriorated,  '  'and 
it  came  to  pass,"  to  use  the  words  of 
Sir    Robert    Peel,     "that    that    great 
achievement   of   British   ingenuity    by 
means  of  which  factory  machinery  at- 
tained such  perfection  bscame,  instead 
of  a  blessing  to  the  nation,  its  bitterest 
curse." 

Legislation  then  intervened,  for  it 
was  time  to  lower  the  working  hours  in 
a  factory.  Seventy-five  years  ago  opera- 
tives in  tho  English  textile  industries 
were  employed  regularly  from  90  to  100 
hours  in  the  week.  Today  tho  working 
hours  amount  to  56>o  hours  per  week. 
In  1842  tho  working  day  of  all 
classes  of  men  in  the  mines,  with  wom- 
en and  children,  was  between  14  and 
15  hours.  In  1890,  women  being  entire- 
ly excluded,  it  was  from  87  to  53  per 
week.  Tho  most  impassioned  speech 
that  John  Bright  ever  made  was  in  op- 
position to  the  English  manufacturers 
and  mine  owners  who  wished  to  have 
the  limitation  of  hours  of  labor  re- 
moved. It  is  pleasant  to  find  that  Ma- 
caulay  as  far  back  as  1846  made  a  tell- 
ing speech  in  favor  of  the  10  hours'  bill. 
He  asked: 

"Would  you  treat  the  free  laborer  of 
England  like  a  mere  wheel  or  pulley? 
Rely  on  it  that  intense  labor,  beginning 
in  early  life,  continued  too  long  every 
day,  stunting  tho  growth  of  tho  body, 
stunting  tho  growth  of  the  mind,  leav- 
ing no  time  for  healthful  exercise,  leav- 
ing no  time  for  intellectual  culture, 
must  impair  all  those  high  qualities 
which  have  made  our  country  great. 
Your  overworked  boys  will  become  a 
feeble  and  ignoble  race  of  men,  the  par- 
ents of  a  more  feeble  and  ignoble  prog- 
eny." 

Mr.  Brentano,  who  has  studied  exact 
conditions  and  is  a  firm  believer  in  the 
advantages  cf  higher  wages  and  shorter 
hours,  is  conscious  that  improvements 
are  not  at  once  manifest  when  a  man's 
wages  are  suddenly  advanced.  There 
may  probably  arise  waste,  but  gradual- 
ly comes  discrimination.

statements,  I  deny  that  I  have  said  any- 
thing to  bring  discredit  or  dishonor  up- 
on the  state,  and  I  challenge  the  sena- 
tor to  quote  a  sentence  from  my  pub- 
lished utterances  upon  the  Coxey  move- 
ment that  will  bear  any  such  construc- 
tion.

"Senator  Wolcott  during  his  late  trip 
to  Europe  and  in  all  tho  bustle  and  ex- 
citement of  expending  his  lavish  sal- 
aries, both  senatorial  and  corporation, 
is  perhaps  ipmorant  of  the  facts  in  the 
case.  If  ho  should  visit  the  mining  re- 
gions of  Colorado,  he  would  find  vast 
hosts  of  men  and  women  who  have  been 
without  work  for  months;  who  have 
sold  their  furniture,  keepsakes  and  their 
extra  clothing  to  keep  tho  wolf  from 
tho  door.  Ho  would  find  ranchmen  liv- 
ing on  parched  corn  as  their  principal 
food.  Ho  would  find  real  estate  selling 
on  foreclosure  of  trust  deeds  at  one-fifth 
its  value  one  year  ago. " 

A  Dangerous  Situation. 

The  tramp  would  bo  easy  enough  to 
deal  with  but  for  tho  man  out  of  work 
who  is  looking  for  a  chanco  to  earn  his 
living.  But  for  these  the  workhou.se 
and  the  stem  rule  that  if  a  man  does 
not  work  neither  shall  ho  eat  would  set- 
tle tho  tramp  problem.  But  how  to  sep- 
arate the  two  classes,  how  to  provide 
employment  for  those  who  aro  willing 
to  work  and  force  those  to  work  who 
aro  not  willing  is  a  question  that  the 
United  States  must  solve.  There  is  dan- 
ger in  such  a  situation  as  tho  present. 
There  are  thousands,  many  thousands, 
who  can  be  turned  from  the  ranks  of 
industry  to  those  of  the  tramps.  Tho 
w.'mdering  habit  is  easily  fixed.  It  needs 
but  the  loss  of  self  respect,  the  willing- 
ness to  accept  or  demand  charity,  to  ttu-n 
tho  traveling  workman  into  the  tramp.

That  there  are  lazy  men  in  the 
world  is  conceded  by  all;  that  they  are 
not  a  new  clement  in  society  is  also 
known.  Then  why  this  everlasting 
potmding  on  that  side  of  the  subject 
when  everybody  admits  it?  There  seems 
to  bo  but  ono  object,  and  that  is  to  beg 
the  question  of  society's  responsibility 
for  tho  terrible  condition  which  con- 
fronts as.  P*ublio  men  who  lack  cither 
tilio  honesty,  tho  courage  or  tho  humane 
impulse  to  accept  the  responsibility 
which  falls  upon  each  in  proportion  to 
his  position  and  influence  try  to  satisfy 
their  consciences  and  justify  their  do 
nothing  attitude  before  the  world  by 
references  to  "tramps"  and  "hoboes." 

It  is  true  there  aro  "tramps"  and 
"hoboes"  and  men  who  will  network 
if  they  can  avoid  it  There  are  those 
who  prefer  begging  to  working,  and 
there  are  others  who  maintain  an  exist- 
ence by  stealing.  Many  of  this  latter 
class  live  in  mansions  and  are  church 
pillars.  But  these  parisites  existed  be- 
fore tho  terrible  times  upon  which  we 
entered  more  than  a  year  ago.

British  Liabor  Cominissioii. 

The  reports  of  tho  royal  labor  com- 
mission have  been  issued  and  show  that 
tho  commission  has  done  aJ)solutely 
nothing  toward  the  settlement  of  the 
questions  they  were  appointed  to  con- 
sider. The  majority  report,  signed  by 
the  politicians,  employers  and  econo- 
mists, is  mainly  a  negative  document. 

Tho  report  of  the  minority,  signed  by 
Tom  Mann,  Mawdsley  and  Commoner 
Austin,  strongly  condemns  thcsweating 
system,  low  wages,  tmcertain  employ- 
ment, unhcalthful  *  workshops  and 
homes  and  excessive  hours  of  labor,  for 
the  remedying  of  all  of  which  the  com- 
munity ought  to  immediately  strive. — 
London  Cablegram. 

Boycotting  Insulters  of  Women. 

Central  Labor  federation  of  New 
York  has  adopted  resolutions  setting 
forth  the  grievances  of  tho  shoemakers 
of  J.  J.  Lattemann,  prominent  among 
which  is  the  assertion  that  women  have 
been  grossly  insulted  by  superintend- 
ents and  foremen,  and  that,  as  all  ef- 
forts to  settle  the  strike  have  been  in 
vain,  organized  labor  should  boycott 
Lattemann 's  shoes.  The  document  con- 
cludes: "Strike  for  organized  labor  and 
justice !  Down  with  the  treacherous  Lat- 
temann company  and  their  insulters  of 
women!  Strike  early,  and  victory  will 
perch  on  the  banners  of  the  oppressed!"

A  New  York  Times  reviewer  says  of 
Lujo  Brentano's  book,  "Hours  and 
Wages:" 

Stated  concisely,  this  voltmao  shows 
the  relations  of  wages  and  worktime  to 
production,  for  Mr.  Brentano  belieres 
that  an  understanding  of  these  various 
factors  and  of  the  lessons  they  teach 
will  tend  to  the  betterment  of  social 
conditions. 

Looking  backward  for  a  century  and 
a  half,  we  find  that  theories  in  regard 
to  hours  and  production  were  utterly  at 
variance  with   those  of  today.    Arthur 
Young,  who  was  so  generally  sotrnd, 
emphatically  held  at  first  the  view  "that 
higher  wages  are  equivalent  to  low  pro- 
duction."   In  other  words,  in  order  to 
increase  exertion,  there  should  be  a  di- 
minishing of  wage.     "It  was  accepted 
as  an  axiom  that   "the  better  off  people 
are  the   less  they  work. "    Later  in  tho 
eighteenth  century  there  came  opixjsi- 
tion  to  these  ideas,  and  it  was  that  es- 
sentially great  man,  Adam  Smith,  who 
developed  and  supported  the  theory  that 
high  wages  are  eqtiivalent  to  great  pro- 
duction.    These  views  he   advocated  on 
not  alone  physiological   and  psycholog- 
ical grormds,  but  by  actual  experience. 
Adam  Smith,  in  his  "Wealth  of  Na- 
tions, ' '  writes   that  the  wages  of  labor 
"are  the  encotiragemcnt  of  industry," 
and    like   every    other  human  quality 
"improve   in  proportion  to  tho  encour- 
agement  they   receive."     Ho   explains 
how  "a  plentiful   subsistence  increases 
the  bodily  strength  of  the  laborer,  and 
the  comfortable   hoi)e  of  bettering  his 
condition   animates  him   to  exert  that 
strength     to     the    utmost."     Looking 
aronnd  him,  the  true  father  of  modem 
social   economics  fotmd   that  in  Eng- 
land, where  the  wages  were  better  than 
in   Scotland,  the   workmen  were  more 
active,  diligent  and  exjxiditions. 

Before  long  the  old  view  of  tho  cheap- 
est labor  and  the  longest  hours  was  no 
longer  considered  tenabla  In  1777  Ar- 
thur Young  became  a  convert,  and  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  emphasized  tho  fact 
"that  low  pay  is  by  no  means  equiva- 
lent to  cheap  work,  but  rather  the  con- 
trary" When,  50  years  ago,  McCul- 
loch  and  Senior,  who  had  conservative 
ideafi,  with  an  inclination  toward  tho 
Ride  of  employers,  pronotmced  them- 
lelye^  unhesitatingly jhe  advocates  of

Several  caps 
were  doffed  and  many  heads  were  hung 
as  the  little  singer  repeated  the  mea.s- 
ures.  General  Randall  stood  *here,  hat 
in  hand,  with  bowed  head.  Near  him 
was  Mrs.  Fanny  Kavanagh,  weeping. 

It  came  to  the  chorus.  The  general 
raised  his  arms  and  swung  them.

Mrdiation  the  Remedy. 

"The  condition  of  things  in  tho  labor 
world  is  serious, ' '  says  Bishop  Fallows, 
"and  every  thoughtful  man  must  take 
note  of  it.  I  have  not  been  an  idle  spec- 
tator of  the  situation,  yet  I  do  not  pro- 
tend to  know  tho  merits  of  it  all.  But 
it  will  not  do  to  have  a  pitched  battle 
between  employers  and  employees.  The 
principal  of  mediatorship  was  laid  in 
the  nature  of  man.  Give  it  the  nine- 
teenth century  term  if  you  please — arbi- 
tration— it  is  the  same  thing.  The  prin- 
ciple must  be  carried  out.  We  have  set- 
tled K omo  of  tho  greatest  of  international 
questions  by  it — questions  which  in 
times  past  would  have  precipitated  war. 
Let  me  say  to  the  employer  and  to  tho 
laborer  that  there  must  be  mediation. 
Both  sides  must  see  that  there  is  some- 
thing which  must  be  given  up.  Organ- 
ization is  tho  only  weapon  which  labor 
has  for  its  protection,  and  I  say  to  the 
courts  and  to  officials,  hands  off. 

"Wliat  can  those  who  live  in  palatial 
residences  and  in  the  midst  of  splendor 
know  of  the  feelings  of  men  who  aro 
compelled  to  toil  and  struggle  for  a  liv- 
ing, and  hovr  can  children  reared  in 
luxury  understand  how  the  little  ones 
of  tho  poor  aud  trilling  masses  feel?" 


It  Is  Founded    Upon  tli©  True  Christian 
Principle  of  Justice  and  ^Brotherhood. 

On  the  last  day  of  1S93  Rev.  Herbert 
N.  Casson  founded  in  Lynn,  Mass.,  a 
"labor  church,"  which  wo  went  to  that 
city  last  Sunday  to  attend. 

"Why  did  you  go  to  Lynn  for  this 
work?"  I  asked  Mr.  Casson. 

"Because  tho  Lynn  socialism  seemed 
to  mo  to  bo  of  a  higher  grade, "  he  re- 
plied. '  'There  was  in  it  a  response  to  my 
desire  to  lift  it  from  tho  economic  to 
the  moral  plane.  'It  takes  a  soul  to  move 
a  body,'"  ho  continued,  ".ind  in  tho 
impending  struggle  which  I  fear  and 
feel  is  to  como  the  only  safe  ground  for 
men  to  meet  is  on  tho  plane  of  moral 
integrity. 

''Tho  hopelessness  of  it  all, ' '  ho  went 
on  to  say,  "is  that  our  country  is  so 
different  from  England,  France,  Ger- 
many or  Belgium  in  that  it  has  no  leg- 
islators who  are  representative  of  tho  la- 
bor interests. 

"Further,"  continued.  Mr.  Casson, 
"tho  conditions  of  thro-vving  men  out  of 
employment  so  often  are  making  of  tho 
workingman  a  tramp.  How  can  he  have 
a  home,  a  wifo  or  children  when  at  any 
day  ho  may  bo  left  without  a  place  to 
cam  his  livelihood?" 

Tho  "principles" — principles  rather 
than  creed— of  the  "labor  church"  aro 
these: 

First— God  is  the  causo  and  strenffth  of  tho 
labor  movement,  and  whatever  institution  or 
individual  opposes  the  labor  movement  op- 
ix>se3  him. 

Second— All  who  are  working  for  the  aboli- 
tion of  wage  slavery  are,  consciously  or  iincou- 
Bciously,  working  together  with  him.  and  aro 
therefore  members  of  the  real  church. 

Third- Tho  improvement  of  personal  char- 
acter and  of  social  conditions  are  both  neces- 
sary to  secure  freedom  from  moral  aud  social 
bondage. 

Fourth— All  that  is  good  in  the  present  Chris- 
tian church  and  in  the  history  of  our  conntry 
is  on  tho  side  of  tlio  workingmaii  in  his  strug- 
gle for  justice  and  brotherhood. 

These  labor  churches  have  always 
prospered  in  Manchester,  but  this  ono 
in  Lynn,  Mass. ,  is  tho  first  one  in  Amer- 
ica. Its  order  of  service  is  singing  from 
tho  "Lalwr  Hymnbook, "  a  lesson  from 
the  Now  Testament,  and  reading  from 
some  aiithor — "Victor  Hugo,  Ruskin, 
George  Eliot  or  Phillips  Brooks — sing- 
ing again,  and  the  sermon.    And  now? 

Now  men  aro  needed,  Mr.  Casson 
pleads,  to  enter  in  the  work  of  lifting 
tho  industrial  problem  to  a  higher  mor- 
al level 

"There  aro  thousands  of  young  men 
in  this  country, "  ho  says,  "who  aro  ca- 
pable of  heroic  and  unsolfisli  action; 
who  .are  as  patriotic  as  Washington,  as 
honest  as  Lincoln,  as  m.inly  as  Phillips 
Brooks.  There  are  young  men  who  de- 
sire to  leave  their  country  better  than 
they  have  found  it,  and  who  aro  willinR 
to  endure  hardships,  Iopb  and  opposition 
for  the  honor  of  earine  th<?ir  native  land

AT  THE  LONDON  THEATERS. 


Dreariness  Has  Been  the    Prominent  Feature 
This  Week.

London,  May  26 — The  past  week  has 
not  been  remarkable  for  startling  events 
in  the  theatrical  world.  In  fact  dreari- 
ness has  been  the  most  prominent  feat- 
ure m  connection  with  London  theaters, 
although  the  successes  are  still  succeed- 
ing and  the  usual  amount  of  gossip  in 
connection  with  new  things  is  in  circula- 
tion. 

Henrp  Irving's  son,  Laurence,  recently 
paid  a  long  visit  to  St.  Petersburg  to 
study  the  language  and  characteristics 
of  the  people  with  the  view  of  writing  a 
play  dealing  with  the  dovvntrodden  and 
famishintr  Russian  peasantry  and  with 
the  Siberian  system  of  imprisonment. 
This  play,  in  one  act.  enti'vled  "Time, 
Hunger  and  the  Law,"  was  produced 
f -r  the  benefit  of  charity  at  a  matinee  at 
the  Criterion  theater  on  Thursday.  The 
new  production  was  efficiently  played 
by  the  author,  his  brother,  H.  B.  Irving, 
Cyril  Maude  and  others.  Although  not 
without  merit  the  play  lacks  dramatic 
skill  and  proved  a  tedious  entertain- 
ment. But.  it  is  only  just  to  add,  young 
Mr.  Irving's  play  gives  hope  of  better 
things  in  the  future.  Personal  interest 
in  the  play  and  the  author  attracted  a 
good  audience,  among  those  present 
being  many  leaders  of  the  dramatic  pro- 
fession. 

Although  E.  S.  Willard's  program  for 
his  coming  season  has  not  been  officially 
announced,  many  applications  for  seats 
have  already  been  received  and  consid- 
erable interest  is  manifested  in  his  plans. 

At  Daly's  tlieater  Mme.  Elenora  Duse 
continues  to  meet  with  much  success. 

At  the  Royal  Italian  opera  in  Covent

"Phile- 
mon Et  Baucis,"  "Pagliacci,"  "Carmen' 
and  "Falstaff."  The  artists  who  are  in- 
terpreting these  operas  are:  Mmes. 
Calve,  Simmonet,  Pauline,  Joran,  Bauer- 
ineister  and  Goulia  and  Sofia  P».ovogli 
and  MM.  Plancon,  Alberts,  Bonnard, 
Castalmary,  Ilinio  Corsi,  Rinaldini,  Pina, 
Corsi,  Armandi  and  Pelagalli  Rosetti 
and  others. 

After  several  years  of  absence  Edward 
Hugerup  Grieg  conducted  some  of  his 
own  works  at  the  Philharmonic  concert 
on  Thursday  last  and  was  warmly  re- 
ceived by  a  host  of  admirers. 

On  Monday  last,  Marie  (ieselschap,' 
the  pianist,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  piayed  at 
a  soiree  given  by  the  Netherlands  min- 
ister, Baron  Von  Kernebecke.  The 
United  States  ambassador,  the  Hon. 
Thomas  F.  Bayard,  was  among  those 
present. 

An  American  mystical  musician 
named  Shephard  made  his  debut  th\s 
week  at  the  house  of  Lady  Milford.  He 
is  astonishing  society  drawing  rooms  by 
his  wonderful  exlempori/ing. 

Barry,  the  novelist  author  of  "A  Win- 
dow in  Thrums,"  etc., is  seriously  illirorn 
lung  trouble. 

The  wordy  warfare  between  (ricnient 
Scott  and    Robert    Buchanan    rt  jultin^ 


from  the  former's  notice  of  "A  Society 
Butterfly"  in  the  Daiiy  Telegraph  has 
resulted  in  cross-libel  suits.  The  cause 
celcbrc  will  possibly  have  a  stimulating 
effect  upon  business.  Mr.  Scott  pro- 
posed in  the  first  instance  to  convene  a 
meeting  of  the  leading  dramatic  critics 
to  decide  the  matter,  but  bc;fore  this  in- 
tention was  carried  out  he  finally  decid- 
ed to  appeal  to  the  law. 

A  representative  of  the  Associated 
Press  was  the  first  to  acquaint  Mr.  Scott 
with  the  substance  of  Mr.  Buchanan's 
speech  and  he  laughed  heartily  on  hear- 
ing what  had  occurred.  That  the  sym- 
pathies of  the  great  mass  of  playgoers 
are  with  "C.  S."  has  been  shown  more 
than  once  since  the  now  famous  incident. 
On  many  of  the  tirst  nights  he  has  been 
received  with  loud  cheers  from  all  parts 
of  the  house  on  entering  his  box  with 
his  wile. 

In  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth 
night  of  the  "New  Boy"  a  supper  was 
given  on  the  stage  of  the  Vaudeville 
after  the  play.  Here  is  an  instance,  as 
Oscar  Wilde  would  say,  of  nature  being 
forestalled  by  ait. 

Two  years  ago  Mrs.  Oscar  Beiinger 
wrote  a  one  act  play  entitled  "Salve" 
which  is  to  be  produced  by  the  Inde- 
pendent Theater  society  next  Nveek.  It 
IS  a  powerful  little  piece  and  terminates 
with  a  domestic  tragedy  of  the  most  im- 
pressive character.  Many  ot  those  who 
read  "Salve,"  while  fully  recognizing  its 
dramatic  force,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  circumstances  would  not  have 
occurred  in  actual  life.  The  authoress, 
howevei,  maintained  that  there  was 
nothing  impossible,  or  even  very  im- 
probable, in  her  plot  and  a  short  time 
afterward  her  contention  was  fully  jus- 
tified, tor  a  tragedy  was  reported  from 
Hungary  similar  in  every  respect  to  the 
one  chosen  by  her  for  dramatic  treat- 
ment. 

George  Grossmith  would  have  his 
hands  pretty  full  if  the  newspaper  state- 
ments as  to  his  future  arrangements 
were  founded  on  truth.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  this  entertainer  is  stili  in  the  throes 
of  negotiation.  He  seems,  however,  to 
have  abandoned  the  idea  of  undertaking 
the  responsibility  of  actor  or  manager- 
ship and  will  probably  accept  an  engage- 
ment at  the  Savoy  or  Gaietv.  In  the 
event  of  his  joining  George  Edwardes' 
Standard  he  will,  1  believe,  compose  the 
music  of  the  new  opera  which  Gilbert  is 
to  produce  at  the  Gaiety.  He  will  after- 
wards start  on  a  long  tour  in  the  pro- 
vinces. 

"A  Modern  Eve,"  the  now  three  act 
play  bv  Malcolm  Salomon,  the  well  known 
dramatic  critic,  which  is  to  be  performed 
at  a  Haymarket  matinee  in  about  a  fort- 
night's time,  is  cast  "up  to  the  hilt." 
There  are  only  six  characters  and  they 
will  be  played  by  Beerbohm  Tree,  Mrs. 
Dion  Boucicault,  Miss  Lottie  \enne  and 
Mrs.  Beerbohm  Tree,  Fred  Torrey  and 
Cyril  Maude.  The  theme  chosen  by 
the  author  is  perfectly  original, 
the  interest  of  the  play  co  i,ing 
when  a  woman,  who  has  left  her 
home  with  her  lover  returns  to  her 
husband  and  is  received  back  by  him. 
Mr.  Salomon  is  by  no  means  a  novice  at 
dramatic  work,  although  his  previous 
efforts  have  been  of  a  far  less  ambitious 
nature.  Among  other  time  plays  he 
wrote  "Dimit's  Dilemna"  a  farce  which 
was  played  at  the  Gaiety  in  1887  in  front 
of  "Monte  Cristo  Jr."  and  "Deceivers 
Ever,"  a  two  act  farce  which  was  seen 
both  at  the  Strand  and  at  the  Royalty. 
"Fair  Women  Exhibition"  has  just 
opened  at  the  Grafton  galleries  and 
from  the  time  of  Nell  Gwynne  and  even 
earlier  down  to  the  present  day  the 
dramatic  world  is  well  represented.  The 
(jucen  has  sent  her  famous  portrait  of 
Ne'.l  Gwynne  to  the  expi^sition  and  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds.  Mrs.  Siddons,  as  the 
'•Tragic  Muse"  has  been  loaned  by  the 
earl  of  Warwick.

the  lamous  "Jersey  Beauty"  is  wearing 
on  her  head  what  looks  like  a  modified 
Salvation  Army;  Sargent's  Ellen  Terry 
as  "Lady  Macbeth"  which  gained  a 
medal  at  the  World's  fair,  and  W.  S. 
Pir.dler's  Sarah  Bernhardt.

In  order  to  indicate  the  source  and 
genuineness  of  their  new  food  product, 
they  originated,  coined,  and  use  as  a 
trade  mark  the  word  "Cottolene."  The 
healthfulness  and  many  other  advan- 
tages of  Cottolene  over  lard  were  so  ap- 
parent that  Cottolene  became  at  once 
very  popular  and  is  now  largely  sold  all 
over  the  country. 

The  new  food  product  and  its  name 
"Cottolene"  have  become  widely  known 
as  the  product  of  the  N.  K.  Fairbank 
company.  The  trade  mark  is  described 
as  a  "trade  mark  for  oleaginous  food 
substances,  etc.,"  "consisting  of  a  head  or 
neck  of  a  steer  or  other  bovine  partially 
enclosed  by  sprigs  and  branches  of  the 
cotton  plant." 

The  N.  K.  Fairbank  company  charges 
that  W.  L.  Henry,  of  Macon,  Ga.,  a 
dealer  in  fresh  meats  and  food  products 
generally,  has  been  and  is  endeavoring 
unlawfully  to  avail  himself  of  the  bene- 
fits of  the  name  "Cottolene"  and  its  pop- 
ularity; that  he  has  been  and  is  selliag  a 
product  similar  in  kind  but  inferior  in 
quality,  under  the  name  of  "Cottolene," 
to  the  injury  of  the  original  and  genuine 
"Cottolene"'  and  to  the  loss  and  injury  of 
its  manufacturers,  the  N.  K.  Fairbank 
company. 

The  infringements  upon  the  trade 
mark  of  "Cottolene"  have  become  so 
frccjucnt,  and  so  many  dealers  arc  .'tell- 
ing an  inferior  article  and  claiming  it  to 
be  cottolene,  that  the  N.  K.  Fairbank 
company  is  determined  to  protect  its 
customers  .ind  proposes  to  sue  every  re- 
tail dealer  who  is  thus  imposing  upon  his 
customers  and  infringing  upon  the  N.  K.

7he  Temperance  Work  at  Christiania,  Nor- 
way, Carried  on  by  Societies  Having 
Five  Ihousand  Members. 


"They  that  learn  of  me  shall  know  of 
my  doctrine,"  the  wise  teacher  says. 
Again  we  read :  "As  a  man  thinketh  so 
is  he."  Teachers  of  the  present  day 
have  come  to  say:  "As  a  man  as  child 
readeth  so  is  he."  I  asked  an  old  man 
once  to  subscribe  for  a  temperance 
paper.  "Why,"  he  said  in  astonishment, 
"1  am  for  temperance,  I  don't  need  to 
read  that."  If  I  had  asked  "Are  you  a 
Chriitian,"  he  would  have  said, probably, 
"I  trust  I  am,"  too  modest  to  speak  with 
assurance.  Had  I  gone  on  and  said  "If 
you  are  a  Christian  already,  why  do  you 
need  to  take  and  read  the  Interior,"  (his 
church  paper)  he  would  have  classed  me 
mentally,  where  I  am  politically,  among 
idiots  and  insane  people,  and,  possibly, 
it  would  have  seemed  so  sacrilegious  that 
he  would  have  added  my  other  peers,the 
wild  Indian  and  state's  prison  convict. 

The  fact  is  we  read,  circumstances  per- 
mitting, that  in  which  we  take  an  in- 
terest, or  of  which  we  wish  to  inform 
ourselves.  My  good  friend,  soon  alter 
the  event  to  which  I  refer,  became  in- 
terested in  what  was  then  going  on,  the 
Nebraska  campaign,  and  after  it  was 
over  and  I  asked,  "don't  you  believe  now 
prohibitionists  will  have  to  vote  with 
Prohibitionists,"  he  answered,  "I  guess 
they  will."  You  see  his  children  were 
in  tbe  campaign  and  we  dislike  to  see 
our  own  or  our  children's  works  come  to 
naught,  and  yet  I  have  little  doubt  that 
when  voting  time  comes  around  again 
the  lash  with  the  proper  cracker  "was 
applied  and  he  lost  his  vote,  as  had  his 
sons  in  the  campaign  spoken  of,  and  had 
not  even  the  satisfaction  of  having  re- 
tained his  conscientious  principle. 

It  is  very  hard  for  us  to  see  how  incon- 
sistent our  acts  often  are,  and  no  wonder 
consistency  is  called  a  jewel — how  long 
would  a  horticulturist  or  agriculturist 
retain  an  interest  in  his  work  or  carry  it 
on  to  his  satisfaction  at  the  present  day, 
v/ith  no  papers  treating  upon  those  sub- 
jects? i  knew  once  a  physician  who 
was  said  to  have  passed  a  good  exam- 
ination in  his  profession  when  admitted 
to  practice,  who  was  almost  al- 
ways found  with  the  base  ball 
team  or  in  the  loungers'  store  with  a 
checker-board  when  needed  for  assist- 
ance. Is  it  any  wonder  his  practice  ran 
out  and  he  moved  on  where  he  could  find 
a  wider  field  for  practice  on  the  Kansas 
prairies  and  became  one  of  the  many 
who  are  kept  in  respectable  clothing  by 
the  music  and  painting  lessons  of  the 
other  half?  We  must  know  of  our  doc- 
trine. Our  leaders  in  temperance  work 
find  a  union  all  run  down  and  begin  to 
dig  about  the  root  for  the  cause,  and  in 
nine  cases  out  of  ten  it  is  a  total  ignor- 
ance of  what  other  unions  arc  doing,  and 
what  is  expected  of  theirs,  and  so  we  are 
destroyed  for  lack  of  knowledge.  Let 
us  learn  to    be  wise    in  this    as  in  other 

things.  X.

My  Crusade  Story. 

In  the  year  1877  I  was  a  member  of 
the  Middlesboro  Temperance  society. 
There  was  the  general  committee  com- 
posed of  men,  and  a  committee  of  women 
named,  I  regret  to  add,  the  ladies'  com- 
mittee. I  say  regret,  because  never  was 
there  a  grander  lulfiUment  of  the  word 
woman,  many  of  them  Quakers,  whose 
families  were  then  household  words  as 
early  day  abstainers.  Indeed  1  believe 
the  society  dates  back  to  1852.  We  were 
a  large  and  flourishing  body,  and  had 
just  opened  to  the  public  the  Central 
Temperance  hall,  costing  ^7500  and 
holding  :;ooo  people. 

In  our  opening  week  every  night  had 
some  special  feature,  and  one  a  night  of 
women  speakers,  which  was  a  very  new 
departure  for  us.  Our  principal  speaker 
was  Mrs.  Lowrey,  one  of  the  original 
crusaders.  Mrs.  Lucas,  the  national 
president,  our  chairman,  did  not  arrive, 
and  we  had  to  fill  up  with  local  helpers. 
Perhaps  it  was  the  fire  of  the  wonderful 
crusade  that  warmed  us;  anyhow  our 
meeting  was  voted  very  good  for  women. 
And  later  we  all  became  one,  for  when 
our  beloved  national  president,  Mrs. 
Lucas,  came,  also  Mrs.  Parker,  we  affili- 
ated with  them  and,  as  part  of  the  York- 
shire branch  became  an  international 
body,  and  now  as  we  have  the  ribbon 
white  around  the  world, some  day  I  hope 
to  hear  from  a  world's  meeting  reports 
of  our  grand  old  workers  from  Middles- 
bro,  England.  But  in  all  the  eleven 
years  I  have  read  and  heard  of  crusade 
workers  I  have  never  yet  seen  or  beard 
of  Mrs.  Lowrey.

Temperance  Notes. 

The  temperance  work  at  Christiania, 
Norway,  is  carried  on  by  thirty-four 
lodges  of  Templers  and  Good  Tcmplers, 
twelve  open  societies,  three  blue  ribbon 
societies  and  a  few  others,  the  whole  of 
total  abstinence  organizations  being 
fifty-one,  with  an  aggregate  nitinbership 
of  about  5000.  In  the  parliament  of 
Sweden  tnere  are  seventy  temperance 
representatives.  Noble  men  and  women 
in  all  nations  arc  working  to  overthrow 
the  demon  of  intcmpcr.-incc. 

Mrs.  E.  Vk  Ingalls,  superintendent  de- 
partment of  narcolicii  for  the  National 
W.  C.  T.  U.,  urgc3  the  formation  of  anti- 


cigaret  smoking  leagues  in  all  boys' 
school  before  vacation.  This  move- 
ment, which  began  in  New  York,  is 
meeting  with  great  s  uccess.  The  pledge 
is  against  the  use  of  cigarets  until  the 
bay  IS  21.  Not  all  that  could  be  desired 
but  a  stepping  stone  to  an  unlimited 
pledge. 

The  grand  jury  of  Pittsfield,  111.,  at  its 
recent  sitting  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lutions: "Whereas,  three-fourths  of  the 
time  of  the  present  grand  jury  has  been 
taken  up  investigating  cases  caused  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  by  the  sale  or  use  of 
intoxicating  liquor  thereby  causing  great 
expense  to  the  people  of  Pike  county 
and  making  much  litigation  in  our  courts; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  best  interest  of 
Pike  county  would  be  advanced,  if  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  li(iuor  were  prevent- 
ed within  our  state." 

And  if  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  Illi- 
nois to  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  why  would  it  not  be  for  the  good 
of  our  country  if  it  were  a  national  law? 
It  is  stated  that  Maine  is  less  affected 
by  the  financial  and  industrial  depres- 
sion of  the  country  than  any  other  North- 
ern state.  Has  the  prohibitory  law  any- 
thing to  do  with  it? 

Arrangements  are  in  progress  by  the 
California  W.  C.  T.  U.  for  a  temperance 
congress  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  the 
last  of  May. 

The  corner  stoneof  the  Salvation  Army 
creed  is  total  abstinence,  and  its  mem- 
bers are  not  peimitted  to  use  tobacco. 

A  strong  scientific  temperance  educa- 
ion  law  has  just  been  enacted  by  the 
New  Jersey  legislature. 

Even  if  prohibition  does  not  prohibit 
in  Kansas  the  penitentiary  population 
has  fallen  off  60  per  cent  since  1880. 

The  Dominion  W.  C.  T,  U,  is  prepar- 
ing to  petition  the  Dominion  parliament 
for  full  parliament  suffrage  for  women. 
The  vote  in  favor  of  the  Scott  act  in 
Charlottetown,  Prince  Edward's  Island, 
secures  prohibition  as  far  as  the  retail 
trade  is  concerned  for  the  entire  province. 
Six  thousand  children  will  take  part  in 
the  children's  annual  temperance  dem- 
onstration in  Sydney,  South  Australia, 
this  month. 

If  any  readers  wish  to  hear  all  sides  of 
the  temperance  question  they  should  at- 
tend the  weekly  meetings  at  the  Bethel. 
On  Tuesdav  evening  Dr.  Ryan  gave  an 
earnest  and  practical  address,  which  was 
much  enjoyed.  The  next  speakers  are 
Rev,  C,  Hackers,  of  First  Christian 
churcia,  and  A.  R.  Merritt.  The  subject 
of  the  latter  will  be  "The  Beer  Gar- 
den." 

The  mayor  of  Austin,  in  this  state, 
makes  a  proclamation  concerning  the 
saloon,  declaring  that  if  any  be  found 
open  during  the  hours  from  11  p.  m. 
Saturday  until  5  a.  m.  Monday,  arresis 
will  be  made  at  once  and  the  full  penal- 
ties meted  out  to  the  offenders.

When  Dr.  O.  W.  Owen's  first  book,  dis- 
closing his  discoveries  of  the  Uacon 
cipher  in  Shakespeare's  and  Bacon's 
works,  was  made  public  and  digested  by 
those  who  took  a  lively  interest  in  it, 
there  arose  a  natural  curiosity  in  what 
was  to  follow.  The  first  volume  of 
Hacon's  cipher  story  closed  abruptly 
with  the  death  of  Elizabeth.  In  the  sec- 
ond volume  of  the  cipher  story,  which  is 
now  on  the  book  stands,  Lord  Bacon's 
foster  mother  continues  her  narration,  re- 
tracing her  steps.  She  describes  the  re- 
lations existing  between  Queen  Eliza- 
beth and  her  favorite,  Robert  Dudley,  he 
who  was  afterward  earl  of  Leicester. 

The  opening  is  devoted  to  Dudley's 
persuasion  of  the  queen  to  marry  him, 
and  the  wooing  appears  to  have  been 
very  much  "as  the  tiger  wooes  his  bride." 
Nevertheless,  this  seercs  to  have  suited 
Elizabeth's  peculiar  frame  of  mind  while 
imprisoned,  and  she  not  unreluctantly 
consents.  The  m.arriage  is  consum- 
mated by  an  unwilling  priest,  duped  into 
affording  Dudley  access  to  the  queen  in 
prison  under  the  disguise  of  a  brothei 
friar. 

But  Dudley  is  already  wedded,  his  wife 
being  the  famous  Ayme  Robsart.  She 
must  be  put  out  of  the  way,  and  the  nar- 
rative devotes  a  considerable  space  to 
relating  how  the  murder  was  accom- 
plished. Bacon's  personal  history  is  re- 
sumed again,  but  it  comprises  merely  an 
interview  with  his  queen  mother,  in 
which  she  declares  that  it  is  her  desire  to 
be  known  as  the  virgin  queen.  There- 
fore, Francis  must  depart  from  England. 
The  queen  arranges  for  his  banishment 
to  France,  which  is  accomplished  with 
celerity,  and  his  personal  history  for  a 
time  abruptly  breaks  ofif. 

Then  begins  the  history  of  the  strug- 
gle between  Elizabeth  and  Phillip,  of 
Spain,  which  marks  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant epochs  in  the  history  of  England. 
The  remainder  of  the  book  is  devoted  to 
the  advance  of  the  Spanish  Armada  into 
the  English  channel,  and  to  a  part  of  the 
story  .of  its  destruction  by  the  fleet  under 
Drake  and  the  interposition  of  a  great 
storm.  This  in  most  part  conforms  to 
iiistorical  report  and  contains  besides 
many  interesting  incidents  and  features 
that  history  has  made  no  record  of. 

The  book  is  well  made  by  the  Howard 
Publishing  company, .  Detroit  and  may 
be  had  in  the  paper  and  library  (cloth 
bound)  editions.  The  story  of  the  Ar- 
mada is  to  be  continued  in  a  third  vol- 
ume, which  is  already  well  advanced. 
The  author  promises  to  disclose  the 
secret  of  the  cypher  in  a  later  work.

"CountryJLanes  and  City  Pavements," 
by  Maurice  M.  Minton.  is  an  interesting 
and  well  written  portrayal  of  familiar 
incidents  of  metropolitan  life,  with  a 
number  of  sensational  climaxes  which 
do  not  detract  from  its  merits.  It  intro- 
duces ordinary  people  to  the  reader,  and 
while  they  are  made  the  chief  actors  in  a 
series  of  realistic  and  dramatic  situa- 
tions, their  experiences  are,  to  any  one 
familiar  with  city  life,  not  by  any  means 
impossible. 

Two  of  the  pretty  and  wayward 
daughters  of  a  country  squire  fare  just 
as  hundreds  of  other  girls  have  fared  who 
go  to  the  city  in  their  simple  ignorance 
of  all  that  is  in  store  for  them.  A  re- 
porter on  the  New  York  Herald  is  as- 
signed to  write  up  a  story  about  a  young 
woman  who  is  picked  up  at  midnight 
in  a  partially  frozen  condition  on 
the  street  and  subsequently  dies  in 
the  hospital.  He  fails,  however,  to  find 
any  trace  of  her  identity  at  the  time,  but 
a  few  months  later  when  spending  a  sum- 
mer vacation  in  the  country  chance  leads 
him  to  become  a  guest  in  the  home  of 
the  girl's  parents,  where  he  meets  her 
two  sisters,  one  of  whom  he  afterwards 
marries. 

He  is  instrumental  in  solving  the  mys- 
tery of  the  dead  girl  from  the  time  she 
left  home,  and  exerts  himself  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  other,  who  is  infected  with 
that  craving  for  excitement,  which  has 
led  so  many  to  disaster,  but  'o  whom  the 
spirit  of  good  comes  before  it  is  too  late. 
The  story  was  first  published  in  serial 
form  in  the  Illustrated  American,  and 
was  read  with  interest  by  the  many  who 
buy  that  journal.  It  is  circulated  by  the 
American  News  company,  New  York.

country.  He  takes  up  also  the  delicate 
subject  of  the  proper  training  of  youth 
at  puberty. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Laing,  cf  the  Wisconsin 
state  normal  school  contributes  an  inter- 
esting paper  oa  child  study,  in  which 
she  shows  a  suggestive  method  of  keep- 
ing a  complete  record  of  the  develop- 
ment cf  her  pupils.  Louis  Windmuller, 
of  the  New  York  chamber  cf  commerce, 
points  out  the  continued  depression  in 
several  of  the  most  important  branches 
of  industry,  such  as  the  manufacture  of 
iron  and  wool  and  cotton,  and  shows  how 
trade  yet  waits  on  the  action  of  the  sen- 
ate with  regard  to  the  tariff.  J.  Ca5tell 
Hopkins,  of  Toronto,  whose  article  on 
Lord  Rosebery  in  the  last  Forum,  at- 
tracted so  much  attention,  contributes  to 
this  number  an  equally  interesting  paper 
on  the  house  of  lords.
